With 16 copper-plates painted from 
nature. Death in the pot! Berlin, 1784. At the shop of Joachim Pauli, bookseller. 
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T he tobacco plant having been briefly described and its widespread cultivation 
remarked upon, the author observes that this herb is extremely dangerous when 
eaten! The victim becomes giddy, then unconscious. Nor, he goes on to say, can 
this plant be smoked to excess; seventeen pipes taken in succession would cause death. 

Various treatments of tobacco weaken but do not remove its inherent poison. Snuff 
mixed with butter has been used as an ointment in the treatment of head-scabies but 
this remedy causes dizziness and vomiting. (The author does not provide any infor¬ 
mation here on antidotes to tobacco poisoning.) Halle admits that he is himself a 
smoker—though, it may be reasonably assumed, a cautious and moderate one. 
Botanical descriptions are provided of four species of tobacco, derived from Linnaeus’ 
account of them: N. Tabacuniy N. rustica, N. paniculata, N. glutinosa.

[Translation of title] Articles established by the most excellent Senate for the general company 
of the contract of tobacco, approved with sovereign decree 29 September 1784. 1784- By 
the sons of the late Z. Antonio Pinelli, ducal printer. 

A new monopolistis appointed for the commerce in tobacco. All stocks of tobacco 
on hand are, as usual, to be declared and brought to appointed places for weigh¬ 
ing. Heavy penalties are set for non-compliance, in accordance with the decree of 
17 July 1723, issued by the Council of Five. Tobacco imported from the provinces is 
to be carried on Venetian vessels. The magistrate of sanitation is to inspect all tobacco 
imported. Contrabandists are to be punished by confiscation of tobacco and carriers, 
or imprisonment on galleys, etc. The monopolist is permitted to arm his agents and 
to employ a fleet to guard against smugglers. 

Sub-contractors are required to have the tobacco they bring in stamped with the seal 
of St. Mark and officially signed. No one is permitted to manufacture or sell tobacco 
without a license. The monopolist and his agents have the usual rights of search and 
seizure. By the decree of 3 February 1702 unlicensed tobacco could not be planted 
in any province of the Republic, except in the seven communes of the Valley of the 
Brenta. The license could, however, be extended to the ultra-marine public lands. 
Magistrates are prohibited from reducing or remitting any set fine or other punish¬ 
ment for violators of the tobacco monopoly laws. The monopolist must file a report 
with the Council of the quantity and quality of tobacco stocks on hand six months 
before the termination of his contract.

Mangini who held the original lease until 1769, when it was renewed. _ The new monopolist 
(although not mentioned by name in the Capitoli) was Girolamo Manfrin.

B efore 1670 the tobacco tax amounted to 40 kreutzer the hundredweight. In 
1662 Count von Fdrstenberg applied for the tobacco concession, but he was 
denied. In 1670 Count Christoph Khevenhiiller was granted_ by imperial edict the 
first monopoly on imported tobacco only, for a trifling consideration, effective for 
twelve years. (In a footnote it is pointed out that this was four years before the first 
tobacco revenue lease in France; v. the Introduction, p. 144, n. 7.) An edict of 3 Sep¬ 
tember 1676 awarded Johann Geiger a ten-year monopoly to manufacture tobacco in 
the provinces of Upper and Lower Austria. 

Von Retzer remarks that Balthassar Mdller, a Jesuit, “the father-confessor of the 
Emperor Leopold” played an influential part in making agreements concerning 
tobacco with the government. The tobacco monopoly for Lower Austria held by 
Count Leopold Wilhelm of Kdnigsegg and Rottenfels, and that for Upper Austria 
controlled by Khevenhiiller, were both sublet in 1693. The leases were taken over by 
Johann Hollinger who thus established himself as the first monopolist in full control 

of the trade. 

The names of the various monopolists, the prices paid for the leases (20,000 florins in 
1701) the granting of monopoly rights in Moravia, Silesia, Lower Hungary, etc., the 
edicts against the sale of spoiled tobacco, the establishment of imperial tobacco fac¬ 
tories by Charles VI in 1722, the appointment of monopolists in Austrian provinces 
by the edict of 23 September 1722, and the limitation of the sale of tobacco to a few 
stores by the Chancellor in 1725 are related. 

In 1725, Aguilar, a Portuguese, was called to Vienna and. appointed administrator of 
the monopoly. The Marquis of Carignani and Diego Aguilar purchased the monopoly 
for all the Emperor’s patrimonial dominions for 400,000 florins annually for the first 
five years; 500,000 annually for the next three. One of the tobacco administrators, 
MaximUian Hillebrand von Prandau, bid in vain for the contract, contending that a 
Christian Austrian should be preferred to a Jewish alien. In 1726, however, von 
Prandau succeeded in obtaining the monopoly for a short period. (The dates when 
other foreigners acquired the monopoly, and the names of the lessees are given.) 
These foreigners were but agents of Aguilar, who acquired the rights openly for Upper 
and Lower Austria and the Inner Austrian territories in 1741. For Ais he pid sums 
increasing to 280,000 florins in 1748. Aguilar complained that foreign ambassadors, 
as well as the papal nuncio, imported large quantities of tobacco free of duty, which 
considerably impaired his income from the lease. Because of this he was granted a 
prolongation of the rights he held. 
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The realm of Bohemia, in 1743, purchased the rights for its domain, paying 150,000 
florins, and their contract was renewed the following year. In 1744 the estates of the 
realm of Austrian Silesia acquired the control for their territory also, by purchase. 
(The succeeding leases, purchases, and monopolists are recorded for several years and 
places.) In 1763 a corporation acquired the monopoly of all the Emperor’s patri¬ 
monial dominions for ten years, paying 1,100,000 florins for the first year (1764) and 

I, 210,000 for the succeeding years, but the venture failed. Late in 1764 a syndicate 
of Jews, including Baruch and Company, purchased the monopoly for certain impor¬ 
tant sections for 900,000 florins. The present monopoly is controlled by a corporation 
in which a small group of men has the major interest, and the annual average earning 
of each share is 75,000 florins. The present contract terminates in 1784. 

The author has written this work in order to be able to address a petition (which he 
does) to the Emperor. He pleads that the monopoly be abolished and the annual 
yield therefrom be supplied by indirect taxation. Specifications by the imperial 
accountant, showing the tobacco stocks on hand and importations for 1728, are given. 
These figures were compiled for the monopoly established that year. The last part 
of the volume contains a chronological record of all the edicts relating to the tobacco 
monopoly, from 1670 to 1762, with a brief resume of the contents of each.

The author was a poet of note, an anthologist and linguist. He was censor of books in 1783 
and was appointed court secretary in 1787. His treatise on the monopoly and his petition 
proved ineffective. The income to the state from the tobacco leases brought 3,450,338 florins 
in 1787 (Comes, p. 112, citing Columbus, Das Buck vom Tabak, f, p- 81). 

Cord (pp. 152—158) provides an entertaining account of the tobacco monopoly in the Tyrol 
and other parts of Austria, derived from Franz Wieser and von Retzer. He quotes from a 
letter of Count Khevenhiiller asking for the first appalto, 1670, and complaints from the County 
of Carinthia and elsewhere (1686) against the granting of tobacco monopolies. {Cf. the Intro¬ 
duction, p. 146, n. I.)

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T he author, a “Tory scout and spy, who . . . narrowly escaped hanging by the 
Whigs . . provided, through his Tour^ an interesting account of the Colonies 
in the period immediately preceding the War of Independence. Among his observa¬ 
tions were some of particular value in this history: 

I . . . rode as far as Weftham, a fmall town on the James, feven miles above 
Richmond, juft where the falls commence. Tobacco ... is navigated down the 
river from the back country to Weftham, in hogflieads of a thoufand [pounds] weight 
each, ready for exportation, every hogfliead upon two canoes laflied together; then 
it is brought by land-carriage to Shokoes, or Richmond, as the falls totally inter¬ 
cept and preclude all communication by water for their continuance of feven miles. 

[Vol. 1 , C 8 *^- 0 ,-] 

The rich loamy soil of the James River district, Smyth states, produces 1660 lbs. of 
tobacco an acre. This is on the “beft land ; the worst will supply the planter only 
^00 lbs. the acre. [Ee^] It is observed that the principal tobacco trade in America 
centers at Peterfburg, or Bolling’s Point,” so-called from a family which owned large 
tracts of land there. [E^*’] The “confiderable quantity” of tobacco cultivated in 
southeast Virginia is all shipped to the James River where it sells generally for 16, 18, 
or 20 shillings the hundredweight. [U/j 

In Volume II is a “fketch of the manner of producing that narcotic plant,” tobacco, 
which deals with the various processes, from soil-preparation to the curing of the 
leaves, and also treats briefly of the warehousing and inspecting of tobacco and the use 
of warehouse receipts. [E’^-Ke'’] In this division occurs 

In thefe [plant-] beds along with the tobacco they generally fow kale, colewort, and 
cabbage-feeds, &c. at the fame time. 

There are feven different kinds of tobacco, particularly adapted to the different 
qualities of the foil on which they are cultivated, and each varying from the other. 
They are named Hudfon, Frederick, Thick joint, Shoe-ftring, Thickfet, Sweet- 
fcented, and Oroonoko. [Ki'^] 

Immediately on the commencement of the rebellion [the] infpedtors of tobacco 
were all fet afide, and every planter fliipped or fold all the trafli he could make 
and pack up. 

Thus it has continued; and in this hopeful ftate remains the whole tobacco trade 
of the United States of America at prefent. [Ke*"] 

Virginia exported at leaft an hundred thoufand hogfheads of tobacco, annually, of 
about one thoufand pounds each; of which between ten and fifteen thoufand might 
be the produce of North Carolina. 

Maryland exported between forty and fifty thoufand hogflieads alfo every year. 
[Ke-'’] 

There are numerous other references, of an incidental character, in both volumes. 
Port Tobacco, in Maryland, is occasionally mentioned in Vol. II.

O N THE fortunate occasion which made it possible for Boswell to accompany 
Johnson to the Hebrides he continued his collection of observations spoken by 
his revered master. The great man and his devoted disciple were talking of changes 
in manners, of drinking habits; then Dr. Johnson announced: 

Smoaking has gone out. To be fure, it is a fliocking thing, blowing fmoak out of 
our mouths into other peoples mouths, eyes, and nofes, and having the fame thing 
done to us. Yet I cannot account why a thing which requires fo little exertion, 
and yet preferves the mind from total vacuity, fliould have gone out.'^' Every man 
has fomething by which he calms himfelf: beating with his feet, or fo. [E4'^-Es‘*] 

In the Life, 1791 (under the year 1756), writing of the tranquilising effect of playing at 
draughts, Boswell remarks, “The Dutch are fond of it, as they are of fmoaking, of the 
sedative influence of which, though he [Dr. Johnson] himfelf never fmoaked, he had a 
high opinion” (referring in a footnote to the fournal of a Tour).

An Adt to regulate the curing and packing of 
Tobacco, and to prevent Fraud therein. 

W HEREAS tobacco is or may be a considerable article of exportation . . . 

it is enacted that each town in the state wherein tobacco is or shall be raised 
for exportation shall at their annual town meetings choose two or more fit persons 
to be surveyors and packers of tobacco for the year ensuing. They shall carefully 
survey and search such tobacco and cull therefrom whatever tobacco is unfit and 
unmerchantable. The owners are to pay 5 pence for every hundred weight so 
searched and 3 pence per mile travel each packer shall have to undergo in the per¬ 
formance of his duties. Each packer shall fairly brand each cask, &c. with the 
first two letters of his name and the name of the town where he dwells. No such 
packer may pack his own tobacco, and none to brand tobacco casks as examined 
without proper warranty. [Penalties of fine for violation or non-compliance.] All 
tobacco offered for sale or put on board a vessel with intent to export, before being 
properly examined and marked, shall be forfeited. [Hh/] 

A part of a supplementary Act for “encouraging and promoting the Commerce of 
this State,” made by the Assembly, on the second Thursday of October, 1784, pro¬ 
vides that each cask of tobacco is thereafter to be branded with the packer’s name in 
full, as well as the name of the town. [Qq2^] 

Both the regulatory Act, a “Statute Law,” and the supplementary Act were repealed 
by the Assembly begun 29 December 1790, effective i August 1791. [Qqqa^]

T he many regulations already provided to prevent smuggling having been found 
ineffectual, it is enacted that from i January 1786 no tobacco may be imported 
but from a port or place in the Americas, excepting only tobacco of the growth of 
Spain, Portugal, or Ireland. Carrying vessels must be of 70 tons burthen at least. 
Permitted ports of entry in Great Britain are listed. Tobacco of the growth of the 
United States imported into the West Indies may be exported to Great Britain. 
Containers are to weigh no less than 450 lbs. each. Loose tobacco, for the use o 
seamen, is restricted to 5 lbs. the person; any other uncased tobacco on board will 
make the vessel liable to forfeiture. 

Details are provided of export manifests required, entry regulations, bonds for surety 
of duties when not paid down, warehousing, duties of landing waiters and inspectors, 
sampling of tobacco in hogsheads, etc., exportation regulations from English ports, 
and all the numerous custom house procedures, together with the penalties provided 
for any evasion or non-compliance.

A paragraph, in the third Volume of Dr. Duncan’s very valuable medical Com¬ 
mentaries, firft induced him to adminifter Tobacco. It was Part of a Letter, 
from Dr. Garden of Charles Town, South Carolina, to Dr. Hope of Edinburgh; 
wherein he fays—“Here we ufe with furprizingly great efficacy, in dropfical cafes, 
the alkaline fixed fait of tobacco, &c.” 

On reading this Account, it occurred to him, that if this Salt was endued with any 
medicinal Virtue, fuperior to that of the common fixed vegetable Alkali (the Ufe 
of which in Dropfies, has long been well known to Phyficians) it muft arife from 
fome Property inherent in Tobacco, and which perhaps had not been wholly de- 
ftroyed by the Adlion of Fire; and if fo, why not try the Plant itfelf? [Aj^-A/] 

Thereafter follow reports of thirty-two private and infirmary patients. All the cases 
were of a dropsical or dysuric character. The nicotian remedy was applied in the 
form of infusions (mixed with water or julep), pills, and tinctures, but laudanum, 
cream of tartar, “compound spirits of lavendar,” “Mercurial Purging Pills,” ipecac, 
opium, “Steel Pills with an Ounce of Port Wine,” were also supplied the patients. 
All of them survived; indeed. Dr. Fowler records that only three or four were not 
relieved of their malady! He was, therefore, convinced that “Tobacco may (under 
proper Regulations) be adminiftered internally, not only as a fafe, but as an efficacious, 
and valuable Remedy; efpecially, as a powerful Diuretic, in Cafes of Dropfies and 
Dyfuries.” [Aj®] 

The author’s concluding “Observations” are preceded by eight “Formulae Nico- 
tianse.” He remarks that he had seldom ventured to administer the infusion of tobacco 
to children under five years of age “becaufe they could not fo well defcribe, the 
EffeHs of fo aHive a Medicine.” [L/]

Hemsley held various official and military posts in Maryland and was a member of the Con¬ 
tinental Congress, 1782.

Their Uncle Matt (referred to in this letter) was the Hon. Matthew 
Tilghman, president of the Constitutional Convention in 1776 and known as the “Patriarch 
of the Colony” of Maryland. 


JEFFERSON, Thomas (1743-1826) 

NOTES ON THE STATE OF VIRGINIA. Paris, 1782 [1785]. 

D espite the value of Virginia’s staple crop as an export commodity enlightened 
Virginians were frequently opposed to the continued intensive cultivation of 
tobacco in the colony. Jefferson clearly expresses the grounds for their objections in 
a valuable passage on the status of tobacco agriculture and trade in Virginia. 

In the year 1758 we exported feventy thoufand hogfheads of tobacco, which was 
the greateft quantity ever produced in this country in one year. But its culture 
was faft declining at the commencement of this war, and that of wheat taking its 
place: and it muft continue to decline on the return of peace. I sufpedt that the 
change in the temperature of our climate has become fenfible to that plant, which, 
to be good, requires an extraordinary degree of heat. But it requires ftill more 
indifpenfably an uncommon fertility of foil: and the price which it commands at 
market will not enable the planter to produce this by manure. Was the fupply 
ftill to depend on Virginia and Maryland alone, as its culture becomes more diffi¬ 
cult, the price would rife, fo as to enable the planter to furmount thofe difficulties 
and to live. But the weftern country on the Miflifipi, and the midlands of Georgia, 
having frefh and fertile lands in abundance, and a hotter fun, will be able to under¬ 
fell thefe two ftates, and will oblige them to abandon the raifing tobacco altogether.

Tobacco heads the table of articles exported “before the prefent war.” “55,000 hhds 
of 1000 lb. at 30 d[ollars] per hhd. [$] 1,650,000” were sent out.^ [U/] 

Jefferson observes that tobacco was growing in Virginia when the first colonists arrived 
there “but it is not faid whether of fpontaneous growth or by cultivation only.” He 
thought it likely that with maize, “round potatoes,” pumpkins, etc., all these products 
were originally “natives of more fouthern climates.” [EaT

This rare work is the subject of lengthy notes in the Church catalogue (C., n. 1189). It is 
there stated that the Notes were apparently not printed in 1782 (despite the title date) for 
Jefferson was not in Paris before August 6, 1784. On September 13, 1784 he “placed the 
manuscript ... in the hands of the printer.” 

“In a letter to James Madison, dated Paris, May 11, 1785, Jefferson says: ‘They yesterday 
finished printing my notes. I had 200 copies printed, but do not put them out of my own 
hands, except two or three copees [iff] here & two of which I shall send to America . . . 
Writings of Thomas fejferson (Ford’s edition, 4:46). 

The “Notes” were originally drawn up for Jefferson’s friend, M. De Marbois. Despite his 
intention to disseminate these copies only among his friends, a garbled and blundering version 
of it appeared in French, translated by the Abbe Morellet^ (see George Tucker, Life of fejfer- 
son, Philadelphia, 1837, Vol. I, pp. 155, 178), whereupon Jefferson submitted to its publication 
in English, by John Stockdale, London, 1787. 

An account of the various “states” peculiar to this edition will be found in Paul Leicester 
Ford’s reprint of the Notes (Brooklyn, 1894, p. 14). It is noticed there that the last 25 pages 
were an appendix of notes contributed by Charles Thomson. The Draught (see in colla¬ 
tion) was added as a supplement after Jefferson had distributed some copies of the Notes.^ 
In 1786 pages 51-54'* of the original edition were cancelled, and reprinted pages substituted 
in those copies remaining in the author’s hand. The matter excised dealt with Jefferson s 
theory of “the formation of marine shells on the tops of high mountains.”

[Translation of heading] Concerning the excessive use of tobacco and its effect upon the com¬ 
mon people. Most humbly [reported] to his royal majesty [by the] Board of Health committee. 

A part of & royal order of 29 July 1774 required the “Collegium” to investigate 
the causes of unhealthy conditions in certain places in the kingdom and in 
certain occupations and to submit recommendations for the alleviation of these con¬ 
ditions. The members of the committee studied especially the tobacco habit, because 
they were convinced that its prevalence among the common people must be deleteri¬ 
ous to their health in general. 

They found almost everyone addicted to this dreadful habit. After saying the usual 
things about the extravagances practised in the use of tobacco, by old and young; the 
agricultural waste caused by the production of tobacco; the debilitating physical 
effect of this “drug” upon various bodily functions, and the sickly offspring produced 
by immoderate smokers, etc., the learned members admit that the prevention of so 
deep-rooted a habit is more to be desired than expected. 

They recommend that the custom be limited by reducing the acreage of tobacco 
plantations and confining these to cities. Tobacco thus produced would then be pre¬ 
pared by manufacturers; the dangerous use of raw and unseasoned tobacco would 
therefore be diminished. Furthermore, those who used it would be required to pay 
cash for it—this would reduce the amount consumed. (Signed by nine members of 
the “Collegium.”)

T he several provisions of the Act (n. 943) fail to apply to tobacco imported before 
the date when it was to be made effective. In order to protect the revenue and 
legitimate stocks it is enacted, therefore, that no tobacco, stalks, nor snuff manu- 
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factored from the same, imported prior to i January 1786, shall be removed or 
conveyed in any other manner than is directed by the said recited Act, after 24 June 
1786. All such tobacco imported is subject to the provisions of the said Act. The 
discount, at 7 per cent per annum, permitted by the same Act to importers who have 
given securities for duty to be paid before 18 months is repealed. Alteration is made 
in the amount of import duty on tobacco, so that American tobacco imported prior 
to I January 1786 remaining in the king’s warehouse is to pay u. id. and79/8oths of 
id. per lb. only. No discount to be allowed on payment of said duty. 

Tobacco after undergoing certain processes of manufacture becomes known as carrot 
or roll, pigtail or twisted, and from the nature of the manufacture imbibes and 
retains a quantity of water and other ingredients, materially increasing the weight. 
Upon exportation the revenue is materially impaired [because of drawbacks]. It is, 
therefore, enacted that roll tobacco for exportation containing any mixture of more 
than 12 lbs. and twisted tobacco more than 10 lbs. per cwt. is to be forfeited. Another 
species of tobacco, known as cut tobacco, should not contain a greater weight of stalk 
in proportion to leaf than one to four—the natural proportion of the tobacco before 
manufacturing. Cut tobacco for exportation, therefore, containing more than one- 
fifth part stalk is to be forfeited. 

When disputes arise between the officers of the customs and the proprietors of tobacco 
for exportation over the proportions of mixture, two disinterested persons, one to be 
named by the officers and one by the manufacturer or proprietor, are to be appointed 
to decide the matter. (Further details regarding such disputes are given.) Tobacco 
from his majesty’s colonies in America or the United States is liable to the same duty 
whether paid upon importation or secured by bond. No discount to be allowed on 
bonds entered into under this Act unless, in 20 days after discharges, the tobacco is 
removed.

\Translation of title] What is to be said for and against the general tobacco administration 
[monopoly], 1786. 

T he author notes that the semi-private tobacco monopoly of Prussia is about to 
be abolished. He favors the continuance of the system, and is of the opinion 
that it is economically more sound than a direct tax on tobacco would be. 

No one, he says, would have thought forty years earlier, that tobacco would be grown 
on the Elbe and the Oder. The monopoly had been established in Prussia at the con¬ 
clusion of the Seven Years War. 

He argues that the monopoly applied to a luxury, not a necessity— ergo it was not 
oppressive in character; that the restrictive regulations of the system were not con- 
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fined to the monopoly but were inherent in the whole tax structure; that the higher 
prices paid by the monopoly for tobacco encouraged the production of this com¬ 
modity; that under the existing system improvements in tobacco manufacture were 
more probable than under freedom of trade and that the tendency to smuggling under 
a monopoly could be curtailed by the simple expedient of reducing prices. 

In 1785-1786 the former administration sold tobacco worth 28 tons of gold in Prussia 
and elsewhere. Figures are supplied: the total spent for purchasing domestic and for¬ 
eign tobacco, manufacture and other expenses was 960,000 reichthaler. A quarter 
of this represented the value of tobacco exported by the administration. 

But even while this pamphlet was in the press the king (Frederick William II) decreed 
the abolition of the monopoly. The income heretofore derived from it was to be sup¬ 
plied from taxes on tobacco, sugar and syrup and those imposed on wheat, beer, etc. 
were increased. Vital necessities were thus being taxed in order to meet the abandoned 
income from the tobacco monopoly. The anonymous author petitions the king to 
reconsider his decision and restore the former system.

Although dated 1786 this tract was not issued before March, 1787. The monopoly was dis¬ 
solved on January 6, 1787. Von Borcke’s argument against its dissolution caused a furor. 
A cabinet order was issued for the prosecution of the anonymous author, but when it was 
revealed that the offender was the Privy Councillor, Von Borcke, further action was aban¬ 
doned. His pamphlet was both bitterly attacked and defended. One of its chief opponents 
was Mirabeau. 

The first tobacco monopoly in the Mark Brandenburg, later Prussia, had been instituted in 
1676; cancelled in 1681 and, after various limited applications of the system, was fully re¬ 
established in 1719.

U NDER the terms of the contract made by the Fermiers-Generaux with Morris 
he was to deliver to them 20,000 hogsheads of tobacco annually for 1785, 1786, 
and 1787 (v. infra). The Farmers were to purchase American tobacco solely from 
Morris and they were to pay all taxes, either of import or export. The price agreed 
upon was far below that of the current market in Virginia. (V. the Introduction, 
p. 140, n.i,\i for other terms of the contract, etc.) 

Despite the hostility of American exporters to this contract and their efforts to main¬ 
tain the current price level (v. n. 945), Morris had apparently no difficulty in supplying 
the required quantity of tobacco. He mentions in this letter that his shipments for 
1786 totalled almost twice-the amount contracted for. 

The “Report of the Committee of Bernis,” also mentioned, refers to an official order, 
issued partly through Jefferson’s influence (v. n. 957) which required the Farmers to 
purchase 15,000 hogsheads of tobacco annually from merchants other than Morris 
(v. infra).

When the contract made by the French monopolists with the Scotch firm of Alexander and 
Williams of Richmond in 1783 failed because of the low price offered for tobacco, Le Normand, 
receiver-general of finances in France, advised the Farmers to turn to Morris. The latter had 
associated himself with Alexander and Williams, in March, 1784, but he now accepted the offer 
made by Le Normand (as agent of the Farm) and concluded the agreement noticed in the 
introductory account above. (The full text of the contract is given in Diplomatic Correspond¬ 
ence of the United States, 1783-1789, III, p. 64.) 

The terms of the agreement, when they became known, aroused a clamor in Virginia and 
Maryland. The American opposition was furthered by Jefferson, then ambassador to France. 
With the aid of the Comte de Vergennes, Lafayette, J. J. Retard (the principal merchant of 
Lorient in the American trade) and others, Jefferson attacked the conditions of the contract 
and proposed that the Farm of the tobacco monopoly be abolished as its continuance militated 
against the success of French-American trade. (V. n. 957 and references there.) He wrote 
to the Governor of Virginia (January, 1786) “. . . I have been fully sensible of the baneful 
influence on the commerce of France and America which this double monopoly will have. 
I have . . . spared no pains to have the farm itself abolished, but it has been in vain ...” 

Chiefly through the influence of Lafayette and Jefferson a committee had been formed for the 
ostensible purpose of inquiring into the commercial relations between France and the United 
States. This American Committee, as it was then known (although largely composed of 
French officials), proceeded to attack the powerful Farmers-General and sought to deprive 
them of the tobacco monopoly. After several conferences the Committee met at the chateau 
(Bernis)" of the controller-general, Charles Alexandre de Calonne. It was decided (May 25, 
1786) that the Morris contract should be completed, although it was condemned in principle; 
that such agreements should thereafter be prohibited, and that a reserve of tobacco should be 
built up by the annual purchase of 1 5,000 hogsheads (in addition to the Morris supply) at the 
same prices and on the same conditions as those granted Morris. 

Nussbaum remarks that: “In spite of the failure to weaken the monopoly of the Farm, the 
decision of Bernis was regarded by American interests as a distinct victory.” (p. 511) Jefferson 
wrote to John Adams in regard to the Morris agreement and its effect on the American tobacco 
trade {v. the Introduction, p. 140, at n. 2), and about the order of Bernis. He there remarked 
that: “. . . During the year this contract has subsisted, Virginia and Maryland have lost 
£400,000 by the reduction of the price of tobacco.” 

The tobacco monopolists, however, sought every means to circumvent the order of Bernis. 
They curtailed the required purchases, reduced prices through claims of defective quality, 
delayed payments for tobacco bought, and falsified entry manifests. Their skilful evasion of 
the order nullified that part of the Committee’s work. “The result,” says Nussbaum, “was 
an almost complete paralysis of the American trade.” (p. 512)='

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In 1789 there were such complaints of the quality of tobacco shipped by Morris that the 
Farmers instituted a suit for redress. Thus ended the famous and bitterly contested contract.®

T he author, a German, states in his preface that he had lived in England for 
some time. There he learned the secrets of preparing tobacco from a negro, to 
whom he gave a hundred pounds sterling for the information he now reveals to the 
public. Many tobacco factories founded after the War of Independence, he notices, 
had failed because their owners lacked correct knowledge about the preparation of 
tobacco. 

Full technical details of the manufacture of smoking tobaccos and snuffs are provided 
in the main text. Separate chapters deal with the better-known brands of both 
products, such as Tungo, Bergamot, Morocco, Paris, Rappe de Hollande (also called 
Grand Cardinal), Bolongaro, Petum Optimum {cf. the cut reproduced in Vol. Ill, 
p. 544), and sweet-scented canaster and Varinas. Recipes are given for the prepara¬ 
tion of St. Omer from domestic leaves and for retrieving spoiled tobacco.

T he section on the tobacco-spinnery opens with a historical account of the plant, 
some of its names, and the places whence tobacco is imported into Germany, etc. 

It is noticed that the Spanish trading company of Guipuzcoa sends tobacco to auctions 
held at Amsterdam. {Cf. n. 914, H i.) In reference to the several parts of Germany 
where the plant is cultivated, the author remarks that the peasants there owe this 
profitable husbandry to a noble lady of the Palatinate, married to Herr von Harden- 

burg. 

A chronological summary of the chief events in the history of tobacco is then pro¬ 
vided. (Most of the matters recorded have already been referred to m Tobacco.) In 
this division it is observed that English soldiers smoked tobacco in Zittau (Saxony) 
in July, 1620, and that Swedish troops smoked in 1631 at Leisnig near Meissen.^ 
The official Swiss regulations against smoking are referred to.^ A few Jews tried to 
cultivate tobacco in the Mark Brandenburg in 1676 but it prospered there only in 
1691. It was first grown in the Canton of Basle in 1686. Pipes with a glass ball \rere 
known in 1670; these devices, Beckmann states, served to absorb the moisture. Ihe 
income from tobacco monopolies or from taxation on the commodity m various 
European states, in specified years, is recorded here. 

Beckmann advances the opinion that “a sort of tobacco” was smoked in Asia before 
the discovery of America.^ 

This conjecture being made to the celebrated traveller, M. Pallas, he gave the fol¬ 
lowing answer: “That in Asia, and especially in China, the use of tobacco for smok¬ 
ing is more ancient than the discovery of the New World.” I, too, scarcely entertain 
a doubt. Among the Chinese, and among the Mogul tribes who had the most 
intercourse with them, the custom of smoking is so general, so frequent, and become 
so indispensable a luxury; the tobacco purse affixed to their belt so necessary an 
article of dress; the form of the pipes, from which the Dutch seem to have taken 
the model of theirs, so original; and lastly the preparation of the yellow leaves, 
which are merely rubbed to pieces and then put into a pipe, so peculiar; that we 
cannot possibly derive all this from America by way of Europe; especially as India, 
where the habit of smoking tobacco is not so general, intervenes between Persia 
and China. May we not expect to find traces of this custom in the first account 
of the Voyages of the Portuguese and Dutch to China? . . . Ulloa says it is not 
probable that the Europeans learned the use of Tobacco from America, for, as it

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is very ancient in the Eastern Countries, it is natural to suppose that the knowledge 
of it came to Europe from those regions, by means of the intercourse carried on 
with them by the commercial States on the Mediterranean Sea. No where, not 
even in those parts of America where the tobacco plant grows wild, is the use of 
it, and that only for smoking, either general, or frequent.'* 

The remainder of Beckmann’s article is a lengthy, technical account of the manu¬ 
facture and preparation of various brands of snuff and smoking-tobacco.

448 at n 4) 
on the evil effects of employing tobacco for pleasure, and other matters already (and

T he various matters relating to tobacco here recorded by Clavijero had been 
reported earlier by Acosta, Hernandez, Bernal Diaz and others. Clavijero, 
however, made some additional comments of interest in this history. 

After dining, the lords ufed to compofe themfelves to fleep with the fmoke of to¬ 
bacco. This plant was greatly in ufe among the Mexicans. They make various 
plafters with it, and took it not only in fmoke at the mouth, but alfo in fnuff at 
the nofe. In order to fmoke it, they put the leaves with the gum of liquid amber, 
and other hot, warm, and odorous herbs, into a little pipe of wood, or reed, or 
fome other more valuable fubftance.They received the fmoke by fucking the 
pipe and fhutting the noftrils with their fingers, fo that it might pafs by the breath 
more eafily towards the lungs. Who would have believed that the ufe of tobacco, 
which necefiity made thofe phlegmatic nations invent, would have become the vice 
or cuftom of almoft all the nations of the world; and that fo humble a plant, of 
which the Europeans wrote and fpoke fo unfavourably, would have made one of 
the greateft revenues of the kingdoms of Europe? But what ought to excite ftill 
greater wonder, is, that although the ufe of tobacco is now fo common among 
thofe nations who formerly defpifed it, it is now fo rare among its inventors, that 
there are extremely few of the Indians of New Spain who take it in fmoke, and 
none at all who ufe it in fnuff 

To this passage Clavijero has a footnote: 

Tabaco is a name taken from the Haitine language. The Mexicans had two fpecies 
of tobacco, very different in the fize of the plant and the leaves, in the figure of the 
flower and the colour of the feed. The fmalleft, which is the common one, was 
called by them Picietl, and the largeft ^uaujetl. This laft becomes as high as a 
moderate tree. Its flower is not divided into five parts like that of the Picietl, but 
only cut into fix or feven angles. Thefe plants vary much according to clime, not 
only in the quality of the tobacco, but alfo in the fize of the leaves and other cir- 
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cumftances, on which account feveral authors have multiplied the fpecies.[Vol. 
I, KKK 

In his chapter on the religion of the Mexicans and their ceremonies Clavijero has a 
brief passage, probably derived from part of that given by Acosta (^- 355 second 
excerpt), describing the “extraordinary and abominable unction,” which contained 
insects, tobacco and other herbs, with which the old priests^ anointed^ themselves. 
He states that “they called it Teopatli, or divine medicament.” [I, Nn,^] 

The surgery of the Mexicans is commented upon. The Spanish conquerors, the author 
states, “atteft [the natives’] expedition and fuccefs in dreffing and curing ^ound^ 
Among various herbs, Clavijero notices, they made use of tobacco. [I, I1I3 -/] He 
does not, however, say that he had himself seen this plant used medicinally by the 

Mexicans.’

I received with infinite satisfaction your letter of the if of March; it was the hrst 

information I had of your being in America, there is no person whom I shall see 
again with more cordial joy whenever it shall be my lot to return to my native 
country . . . should it be in my power to render any service in your shipment of 
tobacco to Havre de Grace, I shall do it with great pleasure, the order of Berm

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has I believe been evaded by the farmers general as much as poffible. at this 
moment I receive information from most of the seaports that they refuse taking 
any tobacco under pretext that they have purchased their whole quantity, from 
Havre I have heard nothing, and believe you will stand a better chance there than 
anywhere else, being one of the ports of manufacture too it is entitled to a higher 
price. I have now desired that the farmers may make a distinct return of their 
purchases which are conformable to the order of Berni. if they have really bought 
their quantity on those terms , we must be satisfied: if they have not, I shall propose 
their being obliged to make it up instantly, there is a considerable accumulation 
of tobacco in the ports. 

The remainder of the letter contains no reference to the subject of the first part. 
Jefferson comments on the “good qualities” of his countrymen, unhappily mixed 
with “indolence, extravagance & infidelity to their engagements, cure the two first, 
and the last would disappear, because it is a consequence of them, and not proceeding 
from a want of morals.” He proceeds with some observations of an ethical nature; 
the danger of credit, etc., and concludes: 

be assured that nobody entertains for you sentiments of more perfect and sincere 
esteem than Dear Sir 

Your friend & servant Th. Jefferson

In a letter to Colonel Monroe (December 18, 1786) Jefferson remarks that “. . . my pro¬ 
ceedings to redress the abusive administration of tobacco by the Farmers-General have in¬ 
disposed towards me a powerful person in Philadelphia, who was profiting from that abuse. 
An expression in the . . . letter of M. de Calonnes, would seem to imply, that I had asked 
the abolition of Mr. Morris’s contract. I never did. On the contrary, I always observed to 
them, that it would be unjust to annul that contract ...” {Writings, II, p. 70)

ANDERSON, Adam (1692-1765), edited by William COMBE (1741-1823) 

OF THE ORIGIN OF COMMERCE. London, 1787-1789. 

A VALUABLE record of the fiscal and commercial history of tobacco in England 
is provided by numerous entries in this “monument of stupendous industry.”* 
(Many of the Acts, etc. here recorded, and some of the author’s comments have 
already been noticed or catalogued in Tobacco, as indicated.) Among the pertinent 
parts of Anderson’s work occur: 

Under 1604, an excerpt from James I’s Commissio pro Tobacco,^ together with Ander¬ 
son’s comment that James (as well as Charles I) had 
a mortal hatred to tobacco, and as it was, moreover, all brought from the Spanilh 
Weft Indies, it is no wonder he laid a tax on it equal to a prohibition, had it been 
legally impofed and ftridtly executed ... We may add, what is obvious to all, that 
he had no right to lay on fuch a duty without the confent of Parliament. [Vol. II,

1620. An excerpt from James’ proclamation (n. 142), together with a quotation from

And, after inveighing, like his father’s and his own wonted manner, againft the 
inordinate ufe of tobacco ... he again forbids the importation not only of all foreign 
tobacco, without his licence, but even that the quantity of tobacco from Virginia, 
the Somer ifles, and Caribbee ifles, be annually limited by himfelf, and that none 
be imported but into the port of London only.

1633. The tobacco of Maryland called Oroonoko, being ftronger than that of 
Virginia, is not faid to be fo generally agreeable to the Britifh tafte as the fweet 
fcented tobacco of the latter colony; but the northern nations of Europe are faid 
to like it better:^®' and they are thought to raife about as much tobacco and to employ 
near as many fhips as Virginia does.

274), both prohibiting planting, 
are mentioned, and the latter is briefly quoted. Anderson concludes

Under 1660, 1663, and 1670 are excerpts from the comments on the three Acts renew¬ 
ing the prohibitions against domestic planting in England. These are catalogued or 
recorded in Tobacco under numbers 274, 284 (second excerpt), and 311. Anderson 
refers to that of 1660 as “the firfl; legal adt of Parliament . . . againft the planting of 
tobacco in England or Ireland . . .” [Ibid., 3M1'*; 3O2’’; 3R3'’-3R4'“] 

The Act of 1685 (catalogued under n. 387) is recorded with the observation that it 

was the firft time that tobacco and fugar, of our own colonies, were particularly

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1709. The report of Davenant {cf. n. 429) to the Commissioners of Accounts (London, 
1712, part I, p. 32) includes the total importation of tobacco from America to England, 
for the ten years ending 1709. This shows that the medium of the annual importa¬ 
tions was 28,858,666 lbs. of which 17,598,007 were exported. [Vol. Ill, E,*’] 

1740. It is stated that of about 30,000 hhds. of tobacco annually imported from 
Virginia and Maryland, 18,000 hhds. were brought to England “in the London fliips.” 
[Ibid., Ff,>’-Ff/] 

174^- the period when there was a bill before Parliament for a new subsidy of 
five per cent on imported commodities, “feveral accounts [were] publiflied by the 
tobacco merchants for preventing that commodity’s being included therein.” It 
appeared from the custom house records for 1744, 1745, and 1746 that around 40,000- 
000 lbs. of tobacco were brought from the Anglo-American colonies to England. Of 
this around 33,000,000 lbs. were exported. 

A table is provided to show that if England alone were to pay the duty of 4 pence 
3 farthings the Ib. on the quantity retained at home, it would amount to more than 
£138,000 sterling. By valuing the 33,000,000 lbs. exported from England at 6 d. the 
lb. and permitting Scotland to export annually 7,000,000 lbs. at Gd. the Ib., the full 
quantity at the rate set, would amount to £1,000,000. This “may be deemed . . . 
clear gain to the nation, over and above [the] . . . employment to about twenty-five 
thoufand tons of Britifli fhipping.” [Ibid., Eli®] 

Some of the printed accounts, issued to influence Parliament in favor of the tobacco 
colonies ( and which therefore are to be read with . . . caution”) make the average 
annual importation of tobacco into England about 80,000 hhds., weighing 900 lbs. 
each. Of this, a fourth was assumed to be retained for home consumption; the 
remainder was exported to the Continent, etc. 

Other accounts stated that the importation totalled but 62,000 hhds., of which England 
kept 12,000 hhds. If all of the quantity retained paid the duty of 4 pence 3 farthings 
the lb., the yield to the crown would be £213,715. But owing to the vast quantities 
smuggled in, the total duty may not be more than £150,000; other accounts estimate 
it at £130,000. [Ibid., Llx'““*’] 

1775- The importations of tobacco to Great Britain from Virginia and Maryland 
before the war are stated to have been 96,000 hhds., of which 13,500 were retained, 
paying a duty of £331,675- The quantity exported “brought a great deal of money 
into this kingdom.” The trade employed 330 ships and 3,960 seamen. [Vol. IV, Aa/] 

In a comparative table of importations and exportations of tobacco in Great Britain 
from 1772—1773 and from 1781—1782 are figures already partly given in the Introduc¬ 
tion, as follows: 

Exportations to Africa, France, and Holland, in 1773, on p. 138, n. 9, ^ 2. Exporta¬ 
tions and importations to and from various places, in 1782, on p. 139, n. 4. 

Additionally, the table for the period for 1782 indicates that Africa received i/i8th 
of the tobacco sent it from England in 1773; France only 124,748 lbs. from England 
alone, in relation to about 32,000,000 lbs. (largely from Scotland) in 1773; and Holland 
lbs. from England alone, in relation to about 29,000,000 lbs. in 1773. Portugal, 
Poland, and Turkey imported no tobacco from Great Britain in either period. The 
largest source of supply for England and Scotland in the 1773 period was, of course, 
Virginia and Maryland, which colonies sent in about 98,000,000 lbs. jointly. Carolina 
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e^orted 963,707 lbs. to England; 1.651,793 lbs. to Scotland in the 1773 Period receiv 
ing back around 17.0C0 lbs. [manufactured]. At the same time Georgia 49.840 
lbs to England; 7276 to Scotland, of which 4831 were returned to it In 1772 1773 
New York exported 64 lbs. to England (none to Scotland) and received a total of more 
than 10,000 lbs. from both countries. There were no_ importations of tobacco from 
Florida in the earlier period, although England sent it 1558 lbs then. But in the 
latter period Florida exported 105,291 lbs. to England.'^ \lbid., 3K, J 
Another table, from the years 1773 to 1782 inclusive, shows the amounts of prize 
tobacco brought into England from 1777 on. This amounted to about 34,000,000 .

1785 ... On the loth of June, petitions were prefented to the Commons f™™ 
merchants of London, Briftol, and Glafgow, trading m tobacco. The objed of the 
petitions was to obtain a confolidation of the various tmports into one fpeciBc 
Charge, as well as fome meafure to be feleded by the legiflature for the reduftion 
of the exifting duties, or the fuppreflion of illicit trade. ^ 

To support these petitions it was “authentically ftated” that when the “mmerce 
with America was at its height, imports from it to Great Britain if valued t 
prime coft,” amounted annually to about £1,500,000. Of this £700,000 represented 
tobacco. It was argued that if the obstacles stated in the petition couW be removed 
the French market alone would require 25,000 hhds. But in 1784 with all her indu - 
try ” France was only able to obtain 1200 hhds. from America, while Holland received 
5000 hhds. from the same source. In that year, however, Britain imported more than 

30,000 hhds. 

Such is the fuperiority of Englifh manufactures,—fuch the fuperior credit of her 
merchants,—fuch the prediledfion of the American planters for the country of their 
ancient correfpondence. But however ftrongly the trade of America inclined to its 
former courfe, it never could make a durable return, unlefs the obftacles that gave 
rife to thefe petitions were removed. To effedt this falutary purpose, a bill was 
brought in by the Chancellor of the Exchequer [». n. 966], for the better Securing 
the duties payable upon tobacco; and alfo, on introducing it declared, ^ at t e 
revenue at prefent arifing from that article, fcarce exceeds one-half of what the net 
duty would be, if it were paid on the whole quantity confumed in the kingdom.

“Coming down from the earliest times to the year 1762, Anderson’s work . . . composed in 
the form of annals ... is not merely a record of commercial progress and colonial enterprise, 
but a history of the political, industrial, and social development of all civilized countries, and 
especially of Great Britain and Ireland. Abstracts of all treaties, acts of parliament, and 
pamphlets in any way bearing on commerce or kindred matters, are added, together with 
statistical accounts of the national finances, of prices, currency, and population. The early 
portions of the work are untrustworthy, but Maepherson attached sufficient value to its chap¬ 
ters from 1492 onwards to reproduce them in his ‘Annals of Commerce’. In the introduction 
to his work Anderson showed himself in advance of his time, and exposed several of the fallacies 
of the mercantile system. He condemned industrial monopolies, and advocated . . . uni¬ 
formity of weights, measures and coinage for all the nations of Christendom.” {DNB., 
b P- 371) 

The first edition of this work, jdn Historical and Chronological Deduction of the Origin of Com¬ 
merce, was published in two volumes at London, 1764. The original work is concluded in the 
second (4 volume) edition on p. 344 of Vol. Ill, after which follows various works on subjects 
related to commerce. Volume IV is a continuation of Anderson’s work, from 1762 to the end 
of 1788. Combe added the second appendix in Vol. IV.

T he tide of Halle’s work gives no indication of the various subjects associated 
with tobacco discussed by him. He does describe, in detail, the methods 
employed in the manufacture of different brands, but, additionally, he gives a brief 
account of the history and the nomenclature of tobacco, a botanical description of 
the plant (from Linnaeus), technical data on its cultivation, the various places where 
it is grown, the effect of tobacco on health, and some notice of the Prussian monopoly 
[recently abolished]. In this last section he quotes copiously from several pamphlets, 
including those catalogued under nos. 948 and 949-B. 

Linnaeus’ description is given of two newly discovered species: N. paniculata and 
“soldaten” tobacco {N. glutinosa); cf. n. 937. The meerschaum pipe is commented 
upon, and there are passages on the “hukkadabar,” or keeper of pipes of aristocratic 
Orientals; the hookah; the chewing of “limpion” as a dentifrice by Peruvian women;^ 
the various smoking habits in Eastern countries, and the cocoanut hubble-bubble® of 
the Egyptians. 

Halle observes that the Kirghis Tartars smoke very simple pipes made of wood or 
sheep-bones.^ When they lack the latter, he goes on to say, the natives employ a 
very primitive method; one of them urinates to make the ground firm and air-tight, 
a hole is then made at that spot and it is filled with tobacco. The tobacco is lighted 
and each of the smokers inserts obliquely the dried stem of a hollow reed into the 
ground, and thus they obtain the desired smoke.'^ Various European and other pipes 
are described. The African Bushmen use one made of antelope horn, measuring two 
feet in length.® It is passed from man or woman, each of whom take five or six puffs. 
A notice of snuff-boxes and of snuff concludes Halle’s treatise.

M ore than fifty years after the bitter struggle over Walpole’s attempt to apply 
the excise system to the tobacco trade {v. nos. 667/.), Pitt reintroduced an 
elaborated form of the rejected bill of 1733 (n. 668). A Parliamentary committee 
appointed by Pitt, 1783-1784, had demonstrated clearly that the measures adopted 
by the Pelham ministry in 1751 (n. 769) were completely ineffective, that customs 
frauds were practised on a vast scale, and that the tobacco trade required regulation. 

The trade objected strongly to the legislation which had been proposed to control 
it (i;. n. 963).* But their efforts were unsuccessful. The piece here catalogued and 
the three following relate to the adopted bill (n. 966) and to the preliminary inquiry. 

The committee first had the bill read; then the petition of the manufacturers (i;. n. 963). 
Several manufacturers (and their associates) of tobacco and snuff were examined, with 
their counsel attending. The details of the trade, its economics, statistics, niachinery, 
etc. were carefully investigated. Among the more pertinent parts of the evidence are 
valuable details of the operations of the trade. 

The first witness, a tobacco and snuff manufacturer, stated the trade s objections to 
the bill (i^. n. 963), having perused “it in the fhape it was fome time ago communicated 
to the manufadhurers.” In reply to a question, he said that 

The price of a pound of Tobacco without duty is about /^d. the outfide the duty 
is 15^. per pound addition—the ^d. includes everything, what it will fell for in this 
market.—I believe I can buy fome of the belt Tobacco in the market for 
one fort—there are fome forts higher. [D^®] 

The witness was shown a plan, of which he approved, “Heads of a Tobacco Bill, 
handed on the 15th June 1789 to Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer, by London Manu- 
fadlurers” (i;. n. 965). He remarked that manufactured tobacco sold for 10 to i 6 d. 
the lb. wholesale, depending upon quality. [E,'’-E/] A question was asked con¬ 
cerning the price of manufactured tobacco sold for home consumption, and the prices 
of the different sorts of snuffs. 

The prices of manufadlured Tobacco and Snuff for the home trade are very variable 
indeed—you may buy Tobacco from i%d. up to is. 4/i. per pound—and you may buy 
Snuff, Englifh made, as high as 9^. per pound, and as low as you pleafe. [E/] 

A part of the testimony dealt with smuggling and the profits made (“100 per cent”) 
by smugglers on undutied tobacco. It was indicated that in a manufacturer s stock 
of tobacco one-fifth to one-half of it was composed of tobacco stalks, the larger portion 
usually being “Maryland tobacco.” Three tables (concluding the testimony of the 
first witness) show the variations in weight between manufactured (roll or pigtail) 
tobacco and the original leaf, and the loss or gain in weight in the manufacture of 
rappee and of Scotch snuffs. [Ea'^; Fi'^; G,*’; Hi^—Ha'^j

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The value of trade secrets in the preparation of snuffs, and the fear among manu¬ 
facturers that such private matters would be disclosed through various provisions in 
the bill, is several times expressed. [L*’; K,*’] One manufacturer announced (in reply 
to other matters) that 

the particular forts of Roll Tobacco which I have orders for are prepared as a 
fubftitute for Brazil Tobacco imported into this country from Lifbon, and fhipped 
from hence for the ufe of the Indians in the back fettlements in Canada—therefore, 
if two-pence is withheld in the drawback of this Roll Tobacco, this branch of trade 
will be entirely cut off—becaufe I fhall not be able to meet the Brazil Tobacco on a 
footing at the Canada market. [Q/j 

It was stated by the same witness that great quantities of roU tobacco were exported 
from Liverpool to the Danish markets. [Q,®] He went on to say that withholding id. 
the lb. on carrot tobacco would either “annihilate this branch of trade here,” or oblige 
him to remove part of his business to Ostend. Carrots are manufactured in England, 
he went on to explain, in competition with the “powerful and extenfive” factories of 
Dunkirk, Amsterdam, and Ostend. Unless the British producers can meet this trade 
rivalry in the various markets of Germany, the Baltic, and Italy, their participation 
in this profitable foreign commerce must cease. Carrots of British manufacture are 
preferred abroad. [Qi*’] 

The question was asked whether tobacco manufactured in Great Britain brought a 
higher price in foreign markets (which also imported leaf tobacco directly from Amer¬ 
ica) than that manufactured there. It was answered: 

In many ports it does, particularly at Naples, at Genoa, Leghorn, Konigfburg, 
Dantzic [jzV], Stockholm, Gottenburg, Hamburgh, Bremen, and a great many other 
places; the reafon why it commands that fuperiority is, in my opinion, the fecret or 
myftery of mixing York River Tobacco with James River Tobacco, Carolina 
Tobacco with Maryland Tobacco, Rappahannock Tobacco with Potowmack 
Tobacco; in fhort, the fweet with the four, the fat with the lean, and the moift 
with the dry, in fuch due proportions as to make it palatable and faleable in thofe 
foreign markets before-mentioned. \Ibidd\ 

In reply to the query “Into how many forts is Tobacco diftinguifhed?” it was stated:

ENGLAND, Manufacturers of Tobacco and Snuf 

[Text-heading:] In the Honourable the HOUSE of COMMONS. | BRIEF, | for the | 
Manufacturers of TOBACCO and SNUFF. 1 [London, Privately printed, 1789.] 

T he manufacturers express the hope that they will be able to satisfy a majority 
of the House that the proposed bill is inapplicable to their trade and that if it be 
imposed upon them the consequences must greatly injure, if not destroy them. 

Because of the evils inherent in the bill they present a petition against it to the bar 
of the House. The brief presents their chief arguments. 

Specifically the manufacturers object to two clauses in the bill which would require 
declaration of unmanufactured tobacco on hand and of stock already prepared. 
point out that there is an unascertainable quantity of liquor in tobacco when m the 
process of manufacture and that this condition makes it impossible to swear to die 
quantity of each ingredient during the various steps in making it up. The provision 
requiring declaration of all working utensils is opposed because of the difficulty in 
making complete inventories in the larger factories. The proposed license fee of £10 
annually is excessive for the small manufacturer. The necessities of the trad.e would 
make it impossible to meet the clauses prohibiting unpacked tobacco or casing it in 
packages of more than 1500 lbs. as some manufacturers have as much as 30 or 4° tojis 
of loose tobacco stalks or stems in their possession. It would require at least 200 hhds. 
to case them and extra labor and warehouses. 

Other objections relate to the proposed regulations to notify surveying officers of a 
manufacturer’s intention to press, spin, or make up tobacco, etc., on short notice; the 
clause whereby manufactured tobacco must be held until weighed by an officer; the 
prohibition against using tobacco stalks in rolls; the regulation for a separate and spe¬ 
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cial room (with only one door) for the manufacture of snuff; the clause by which casks 
would have to be used for laying down snuff work, and advance notice of operations 
be given a supervising officer—a requirement, the manufacturers notice, which would 
reveal their most valuable secrets for scenting snuff—and the rule by which the use 
of tobacco sand and small dust is to be prohibited. It is pointed out that duty is 
paid on this extraneous material. 

Additionally the petitioners object to those clauses which compel them to notify the 
surveying officer of mixing their goods after manufacture, and to weigh each article to 
be mixed in his presence, and to investigation by surveyors whenever the latter may 
deem proper; to confinement to specified increases or decreases in their manufacture 
of each article; to submitting a sample of all their goods in process (which puts them 
at the mercy of officers who may be bribed by rivals for the specimens); to the keeping 
of an account of each day’s sales of snuff and tobacco, etc., etc. 

Objection is made to clauses which require manufacturers to have permits giving 
weights, etc. of goods they desire to move, and to the provision restraining them from 
removing less snuff than certain stated quantities. They insist that the drawbacks 
provided for on shag, roll, and carrot tobaccos are inadequate, and they object to the 
system of rewarding officers making seizures with a moiety of the value of all such 
tobacco and snuff, because it will open a door for collusion between officers and 
smugglers, etc. 

Further objections are stated categorically and opinions offered that parts of the bill 
will only aid smugglers. Indeed, it is remarked, illicit traders, in expectation of the 
bill’s passage, have ordered machinery enough to manufacture more tobacco than all 
the regular traders now sell. In regard to the proposed prohibition of exporting snuff 
the manufacturers have a more efficacious plan. Even if the bill before the com¬ 
mittee were to accomplish every object intended, the gain would not justify the loss 
of liberty and property. And, furthermore, in the prosecution of all forfeitures, etc., 
the manufacturers are deprived of the right of trial by jury.

The alterations which I proposed were from the most thorough con¬ 
viction, that, they would by effectually securing the revenue, prove to my self 
and every fair Trader the best security against any unfair competition at market. 

I had the best opportunity for being well informed on the subject being then in 
that businefs at Glasgow & having been brought up to the busmefs from my infancy. 

Not all of his proposed regulations were adopted. As the subject of the tobacco trade 
is again under th^ consideration of Parliament, Tilloch h" 

to the committee, although he is no longer associated with the tobacco indus y. 
feels that the members of the trade are most alarmed because 

under the proposed bill, their business secrets will be revealed. Further, their hatred 
of excises Ls added to their apprehensiveness He proposes, 

such parts of the excise system be applied to the manufacturers as they themse v^ 
would approve; that retailers be under the jurisdiction of an excise officer declare 
their sticks at regular intervals; that manufacturers, and those who o 

snuff-mills be licensed; that all engaged in the trade give bonds for good conduct, etc., 
etc. Various procedures in cases of fraud and failure to pay penalties are suggested. 

Part of Tilloch’s plan is based upon the doubtful system of informers and their rewards. 
He feels that bonds and sureties would more effectually secure the custom revenue 
than supervision by excise officers. If, however, contrary to his advice the excise 
system L applied, he warns that the trade will be able to find means to ev d 
regulations. (Signed and dated at end.)

I N RELATION to the pending excise bill (n. 966) the writer suggests that 
unmanufactured tobacco be imported and warehoused in the customary manner. 
It is to pay neither import duty nor be bonded, however, and, except for debentures, 
is to be exported under the usual system. 

Manufactured tobacco and snuff should be imported and warehoused in the same 
manner as the raw commodity, paying an import duty of [blank], to be bo d 
limited period, and not to be entitled to any drawback upon exportation. 

The plan includes methods for removing tobacco from the king’s warehouses to 
manufacturers, from them to mills or other manufacturers; a license system for

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manufacturers and dealers, who are classified in four groups; the bonding of manu¬ 
facturers; duty of i/2d. per half ounce to i 6 d. per lb. on tobacco and snuff imported 
for home consumption and the methods by which the manufacturers releasing these 
commodities should pay the duty. It also defines the duties of officers when granting 
certificates of removal and for keeping accounts of sale stamps sold manufacturers;

Penalties for fraud and evasion and rewards to officers and informers, etc., etc.; the 
allowances to be made manufacturers for stocks on hand, and the drawbacks to which 
they are to be entitled for any tobacco exported, including the additional duties paid 
for it are prescribed.

An A6t for repealing the Duties on Tobacco and 
Snuff; and for granting new Duties in lieu thereof.^ 

A fter a recital of the Act of 27 George III, cap. 13, it is announced that the 
. duties on the importation of tobacco and snuff and the drawback allowed on 
the exportation of tobacco shall cease. The following duties, customs and excise, are 
to apply by the pound weight to the mentioned commodities: 

Spanish and Portuguese tobacco imported to pay u. 6<^. customs and 2s. excise; \d. 
customs and 2d. excise when delivered from warehouse for exportation; Irish or 
American tobacco to pay (sd. customs and ^d. excise upon importation; snuff imported 
by the East Indian Company is. ^d. customs and 2s. excise; snuff brought in from 
British America or the Spanish West Indies 6 d. customs and u. excise, and from any 
other place lod. customs and u. excise. 

Duties on tobacco and snuff imported and warehoused are only payable when the 
commodity is removed. After 10 October 1789 no tobacco is to be imported but from 
America, except the Spanish, Portuguese, and Irish product, under penalty of for¬ 
feiture, including the carrier. The carrying vessel for importations is to be not less 
than 120 tons burthen. The importation of tobacco stalks, tobacco stalk flour or 
“snuff work” is prohibited, as is the bringing in of any tobacco or snuff in casks con¬ 
taining less than 450 lbs. Crews of vessels are permitted 5 lbs. of loose tobacco per

Bond is to be given for actual exportation of tobacco removed from warehouses and 
LcrtoVacco if not liable to stamL duty. Warehoused tobacco is to be ddivemd fo 
exportation only at the place of entry and in its original hogsheads If 
is concealed or not shipped within twenty-four hours it shall be liable to forfeiture. 

Tobacco shipped for exportation may not be unshipped withm 

nor exported in vessels of less than 70 tons burthen, except when intended for Ireland 
Reguktions are set for discharging bonds given to insure^ exporta ion. No °bacco 
is to be sent out to the Isle of Jersey without a license. Limits are 
which may be imported in one year into the islands of Jersey, Guer y, y 

Sark. Warehoused tobacco is to be removed within two years from date of e y, 
snuff within one month. Rental charges are set for tobacco warehoused for more 
than eighteen months. In weighing tobacco and snuff 2 lb. per hhd. is allowed for 
the turn of the scale. Tobacco warehoused beyond the time hniit may be sold 
payment of duties, and if no more than the duties are offered the tobacco or snuff 
may be burnt and its ashes sold. No persons are to be employed by importers in the 
king’s warehouses unless licensed by the commissioners of the customs.

business. Restrictions are set for places where manufacture may be establ shed 
unless the business existed prior to 1789. By 30 September ^789 -counts 
are to be delivered, under oath, to the district excise office as well as the quantities 
of tobacco when put in operation. Three days before manufacturing tobacco, owners 
shall make proper entries of any mill, press, engine, roller, muller or spin^_ J 

wheel. Manufacturers of tobacco or snuff are to take out annual licenses, 
they are to pay according to fixed rates, in relation to the quantities manufacture . 
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Manufacturers selling more than 4 lbs. of tobacco and 2 lbs. of snuff in quantities 
need not take out a dealer s license. Before a manufacturer begins to strip or spin to¬ 
bacco, or press tobacco for cutting, or make carrots, or flatten stalks for “Spanish” he 
must notify the officer of excise six hours in advance of any of these operations. The 
officer is to weigh the tobacco and is to receive a declaration specifying the quantity 
intended to be used for each sort of tobacco. If, after such declaration, the tobacco 
be found to be fit “only for the Purpofe of being laid down in Snuff Work,” no penalty 
for neglect of intention shall apply. Declarations to excise officers are required, in 
advance, for all the processes of converting raw tobacco into retail products, as 
specified. No roll or cut tobacco made up for exportation may contain stalks. All 
persons are prohibited from cutting walnut, hop, or sycamore leaves, etc. into the form 
or imitation of the usual sizes, or cuts of tobacco, or to stain any leaves to resemble 
tobacco. (F. the Introduction, p. 125, n. 2.) Manufacturers may, however, possess 
the usual liquid dyes or stains for preparing short cut, shag, roll, carrot, and “Spanish.” 
Manufacturers of snuff are to notify the proper excise officer before they “begin to 
liquor, damp, ftrip, prefs or cut any Tobacco or Tobacco Stalks, or to lay down any 
Snuff Work . . . Snuff work ” is not to be mixed with another making. Declara¬ 
tion of weight of each sort, etc. of snuff is to be made after it is completed. Regula¬ 
tions are provided for the various details of snuff manufacture, storing, separate rooms, 
removal, etc. The use of fustic, yellow ebony, touchwood, logwood, red or Guinea 
wood, Brazilleto or Jamaica wood, etc., etc. is prohibited in snuff mixtures, nor may 
they be colored with any sort of ocher, umber, etc. {cf. n. 505). An account is to be 
kept of the weights of Spanish” mixed with short cut tobacco and of tobacco stalk 
flour mixed with snuff. Manufacturers must commence snuff operations for which 
they have made declaration within an hour of the time specified, or give fresh notice. 
Excise officers may enter manufacturing or dealers’ premises between the hours of 
5 A.M. and ii P.M. without a constable; at other times they must be accompanied 
by a constable. Certain weight credits are allowed manufacturers when stock is 
examined; excess weights are to be assumed to be unlicensed tobaccos. Scales and 
weights must be kept for the use of excise officers, under penalties. 

Officers are to be permitted to take samples of tobacco, paying for the same. Manu¬ 
facturers and dealers are to keep account books (only one set is permitted) in the 
manner prescribed by the excise office and to make them available for inspection. 
No tobacco may be removed from one part of the kingdom to another without a permit, 
under certain restrictions of time, etc. Permission is granted manufacturers to finish 
tobacco or to dry snuff at mills under official supervision. 

Upon exportation of manufactured tobacco to any foreign parts, except the islands of 
Faro and Ferro, specified drawbacks are permitted, under certain stated conditions. 
(The regulations governing these exportations are the customary ones, with some minor 
alterations.) Details of bonds and debentures for drawbacks are stated. The limits 
of rewards allowed seizers of fraudulent, defective, unlicensed tobaccos, etc., the 
application of rewards, and the handling of seized tobaccos are provided for. Penalties 
are set for offering bribes. 

It is further enacted that “all Thumb Cut, Black Leaf Lug and Twist or Pig Tail 
Tobacco, fhall be deemed and taken to be Roll Tobacco . . . that all Tobacco Smalls 
sifted from Short Cut Tobacco, and Shag Tobacco, and all Returns of Spanifh, fhall 
be deemed and taken to be Returns of Tobacco . . .” Who shall be regarded as within 
the classification of manufacturers or dealers, limits of prosecution, the royal share of

T he simple directions issued by the Accademia del GeorgofilP which, in six brief 
chapters, explain the cultivation of tobacco, are reprinted as a preliminary to 
the Letter a. 

These instructions have aroused the wrathful scorn of the author. Upon their receipt, 
he states, he called his workmen together and read the paper aloud to them. They 
were highly amused and their spokesman continued to interrupt him by disagreeing 
with each direction. (The author adopted the device of placing his criticisms, mainly 
those of an old-fashioned practical farmer suspicious of modern scientific methods, in 
the mouth of his employee. His objections were expressed in quaint colloquialisms. 
Occasionally, however, the author abandons the artifice, and comments, indignantly, 
on his own behalf.) 

The instructions, it is complained, make no mention of various types of tobacco, nor 
how to control a tobacco insect pest called the “zuccajola,” and other pertinent 
criticisms are made. Soldani makes a caustic comment on the members of the 
Accademia who dare to write about tobacco without ever having seen the plant. He 
mentions the tobacco grown by the monks of Santo Monte della Verna who produced 
successful crops by methods quite contrary to the Accademia's instructions. 

Parts of the Lettera are devoted to an attack on his unnamed correspondent who, 
Soldani feels, was instrumental in having his former letters unfavorably reviewed in 
a literary journal, and on the editors of the journal. An excerpt from the review of his 
second letter and the judgment of the journalist (to whom Soldani here responds) is 
given.

In the penultimate chap¬ 
ter are pointed out some instances in which tobacco-smoking is useful: as a preventive 
during plagues, as an expectorant; to mature tumors, etc. Tobacco-water is an 
infallible remedy for mange in dogs or horses, and a tobacco-smoke clyster will aid a 
horse suffering from colic.

V ARIOUS petitions {cf. nos. 962, n. i and 972-A) having been presented to 
Parliament for a repeal of the excise Act (n. 966), this pamphlet was published to 
refute the arguments in the appeal made by the city of London. The author provides 
several quotations from the petition, the first of which he comments upon with some 
sarcasm. He pays chief attention to the petitioners’ assertion that violators of the 
Act’s provisions are liable to trial without jury. This apparent deprivation of an 
established right, he shows, is not applicable only to members of the tobacco trade. 
It is his opinion, furthermore, that the grievance is an imaginary one. He questions 
the sincerity of the petitioners and concludes that the plea was instigated by the 
tobacco trade—not by disinterested citizens.

I. An autograph letter, signed by Richard Baker, dated 2d March 1790. Super¬ 
scribed “The Committee of the Tobacco Trade.” 

The writer, a manufacturer of tobacco machinery, states that his export trade to 
Dunkirk and Ostend has diminished considerably since last October. His staff of 
workers has been reduced from four or six to one for cutting boxes, while the orders 
for wood and iron work, handled by thirty men between 1781 and 1787, were barely 
sufficient now to supply six men with labor. 

He has reason to believe that the parts and machines he formerly made are no longer 
needed abroad because of the great quantities of tobacco now manufactured there 
(in foreign-made “utensils”). There is no prospect of the writer’s business increasing 
without a repeal of the Act of 1789. He has not had one engine ordered although he 
has twelve engines and presses ready. Apparently, as further proof that the tobacco 
excise bill was inimical to the trade, the writer mentions a dealer who was unable to 
compete with the smugglers, as they regularly undersold him. Baker suggests that 
the committee call before the bar two “disinterested, independent, useful” gentlemen, 
whose names he gives.

T he author was a member of a commission of noted agrarians sent to inspect 
the flourishing tobacco plantations of the Venetian State. These had been estab¬ 
lished by the Farmer General, Count Girolamo Manfrin, at Nona, in Dalmatia, in 
1786. Zucchini’s Lettera is an account of the inspection tour. 

An enthusiastic report is made of the enterprise and associated details, such as climate, 
buildings, and quality of the soil at Dalmatia. The character of the peasants par¬ 
ticularly pleased the author; he recounts various anecdotes about them. He suggests 
various improvements which might be made in agricultural methods, chiefly through 
the introduction of new machinery. 

The work is an almost continuous eulogy of Count Manfrin who, says Zucchini, after 
many experiments, brought his prodigious establishment almost to the point of per¬ 
fection, within four years. At the time of writing the project had cost 214,298 silver 
ducats. In a footnote Zucchini remarks that he saw five hundred fields of tobacco 
under cultivation. A good part of the work is devoted to accounts of other crops, 
methods of soil fertilization, plans for diversifying the agriculture in Dalmatia, in¬ 
creasing the live-stock, etc. (At end: Zara, 26 Agosto 1790.)

Instructions for drawing up charges of fraud in reporting seizures of tobacco, with model outlines of 
the wording to be used in varying cases. March 9, 1731. 

Employees of the Farms, who were required to carry a copy of these instructions with them at all times, 
had only to select from the forms the one fitting the case at hand, copy the outline, and fill in the blanks 
with the quantity and kinds of tobacco and equipment seized and the names and descriptions of person, 
places, and events concerned. The examples given cover every possible circumstance with which the 
agents might be confronted and continue, with the same precision of detail, through the seizure itself, 
the commitment of the accused to prison, the issuing of summonses, and the witnessing of signatures, 
right up to the point where, barring an almost inevitably vain attempt to contest the charges, no further 
action remained to be reported or taken beyond the formal condemnation by the appropriate judges 
(». n. 342, n. 4). 

Because there was no recourse to justice except through courts before which these proces-verbaux of 
monopoly agents were practically omnipotent, it will be seen that the power of the monopoly—tran¬ 
scending thereby even that of provincial parliaments and all other legislative bodies—derived in large 
measure from this authority vested by the king in its personnel. The importance of the proces-verbal 
as the basic weapon of the Farms in subjugating a people to the economic tyranny of the ancien regime 
is amply illustrated throughout the sections of Tobacco dealing with the monopoly in France by the 
innumerable decisions recorded which were obtained in favor of the Farmers-General on the principle 
of the incontrovertibility of their agents’ testimony.

998-A) call for the 
elimination of the printed fabric trade, the suppression of tobacco cultivation, the surrender of the 
papal rights to the monopoly of the manufacture and sale of tobacco, and the revision of various 
customs measures which tended to create a tariff wall between the Comtat and the surrounding 
French territory. The tobacco monopoly is to be leased to the Farmers-General of France, in the 
name of a citizen of Avignon,s for 9 years® beginning April i. The lease price, which is to cover the 
indemnities to planters and manufacturers of tobacco and to handlers of printed fabrics as well as the 
monopoly rights, is to be fixed at 230,000 livres^ annually, payable in specie in advance. The Farmers- 
General to whom His Majesty shall award the leases of the Farms of France shall upon each renewal 
thereof take over this lease on the same terms. Tobacco is to be sold at the prices obtaining in 
France and the representatives of the new Farm are to be authorized to set up administrative and 
distributive machinery at their discretion. Powers of monopoly agents, procedures to be followed in 
litigation, and penalties for violations shall be regulated by an ordinance containing 26 articles 
{v. n. 998-D) to be issued by His Holiness in conformity with the draft already prepared, which shall 
be affixed to these minutes.

Cases must 
be appealed to the Gov.-Gen. and persons unable to pay their fines are to be punished “according to the 
laws of the land.”“ Tobacco prices as agreed upon in n. 998-B are specified and the usual provisions 
made for registering monopoly seals and swearing in employees of the Farm, who are placed under 
the safeguard of the Pope.

Against several smugglers of tobacco and other dutiable goods, some of whom 
are sentenced to be hanged, others to the galleys, banishment, etc. The convicted were ch^fly 
inhabitants of the pays de Labourd. Those who had escaped from prison were to be hanged in effigy 
and their property confiscated (cf. n. 998, concluding H).

Except in special cases when suspicions 
are well founded, permission must be obtained from the bishop of the diocese and agents must be 
accompanied. The Letters Patent and record of registration are for the Paris cour des aides. (In 
n. 802 the Letters Patent are addressed to the cour des comptes of Burgundy (for Franche-Comte) 
at D 61 e, with record of registration therein.)

Decree (of the Council of Lorraine). Nov. 7, 1734- Prescribes the penalty for failure to conform to 
the provisions of nos. 995-A and 997-B. A police officer of the town of Epinal is fined 25 francs, 100 to 
be exacted in the future.

Concerns the privileges and exemptions of the in¬ 
habitants of the village of Baillon in Artois in the matter of import and export duties and taxes on salt 
and tobacco. Together with many other towns along the three-league frontier {v. n. 343), Baillon 
had protested the attempts of the Farmers-General to abolish its franchises. This decision restricted 
the community to 3 lbs. of tobacco per family a month, under supervised distribution.

The Farmers-General, who had taken over the lease of the tobacco monopoly in 1730 (». n. 992), contested 
the Secretaries’ right to continue thereafter to collect the fees of 25 livres per ic»,ooo of the annual 
lease prices allowed them by an Act of 1704 for drawing up those of any monopolies not a part of the 
combined royal Farms (». n. 350, final If). They are to accept the 100 livres per million stipulated for 
the latter leases.

Exempts tobacco entering Paris for the Farmer’s 
account from the 7 sous per cwt. tax claimed by the boarding officers, dispatchers, and night watch¬ 
men, and from all other duties. Since the list of merchandise sold by weight exempt from these 
recently reestablished duties, contained no mention of tobacco, the newly organized official collectors 
vainly plead for a favorable verdict.

Regulations are minutely prescribed in the 26 articles for keeping precise records, 
to account for the cultivation, manufacture, traffic in, and vending of, tobacco throughout the prov¬ 
ince. Wholesale transactions to go through the warehouses under the supervision of the control 
board at Besangon.' (Gondolff, p. 578-) 

The enforcement order of the new intendant, which is printed at the end, following the king’s Letters- 
Patent addressed to him, instructs his deputies to rescind, after Feb. 15, the right of anyone to trade 
in tobacco who has not taken out new registration papers.

Lease of the combined general Farms of Lorraine and Bar, Sept. 7, 1737. To Philippe le Mire, for 7 
years from Oct. i. The total price of the lease, including the salt, tobacco, and other tax Farms, is 
3,300,000 livres a year. The regulations concerning the tobacco monopoly are contained in Articles 
57 to 71. 

This “declaration in the form of a lease” was signed by Stanislas, King of Poland, who had obtained 
the sovereignty of Lorraine and Bar by an arrangement with his son-in-law, Louis XV. He surrendered 
the financial administration of his estates to the latter {v. n. 1002-A, II3) in return for a yearly subsidy. 

“His Majesty judged it fitting,” the preamble of n. 1040 states, “to give the Farmers-General the re¬ 
sponsibility of administering the Farms of these provinces. A separate lease of these Farms was made 
out to them to run from Oct. i, 1737, since which time it has been renewed simultaneously with that of 
the Farms of France and for the same period of years” (n. n. 103S-B). Philippe le Mire was, then, the 
prete-nom {v. n. 342, n. 8) of the Farmers-General of France.

Act * of the Royal Council of Finance (of Lorraine). Nov. 11, Authorizes agents of the Farms 

Stanislas {v. n. iooi-b) is convinced, the text 
states, that the King of France will not refuse to grant Lorraine agents the same privileges (p. n. 
1003).

Instructions for the troops stationed along the Lorraine and Bar frontiers. Nov. 26, 1737. These 
were drawn up by La ( 7 alaiziere, the intendant whom Louis XV had commissioned to apply the 
French system of taxation in Lorraine and Bar, and were given out as orders of the King of Poland, 
at whose request, it is stated, French troops were detailed to work with monopoly agents in stamping 
out organized smuggling.

Letters Patent.^ Feb. 4, 1738. Permits agents of the Lorraine and Bar monopoly to pursue smug¬ 
glers who may take refuge within His Majesty’s kingdom. This was a reciprocal agreement to that 
made by the King of Poland in n. 1002. Smugglers might be imprisoned and tried in French territory 
at the discretion of the agents making the arrests. (Gondolff, p. 578.) In n. 802 occurs the record 
of registration by the cour des comptes (etc.) of Burgundy at Dole.

The king’s command following insists upon observance of these instructions 
which had been issued in a previous Act ignored in several districts, particularly in Languedoc, on 
the grounds that the mounted police had been forbidden to interfere in matters not directly con¬ 
cerning them.

The in¬ 
habitants of these towns, chiefly in Luxemburg, were obtaining many times the quantities they 
could consume, allegedly for illicit redistribution throughout Lorraine and Bar.

Orders and instructions issued by the regional director (of the Farmers-General) from Valenciennes.* 
Sept. 30, 1738. On the division of the proceeds of seizures, etc., of tobacco in the province of 
Hainaut.“ The rates specified were to obtain during the Farmers-General’s lease (p. n. 992, 1f4) 
awarded in the name of Jacques Forceville for 6 yrs. from Oct. i, 1738. A memorandum, dated 
Sept. 18, 1750, is printed following these instructions, calling attention to the Company’s ruling 
on the above orders contained in n. 1036-A, Art. 33 (j'.p., n. 2).

Act of the Chamhre des Comftes of Lorraine. Jan. 21, 1739. Rules that the formalities required 
of monopoly agents in drawing up charges' need not be observed by army men. Conviction of a 
dealer accused of selling contraband is upheld on testimony based on information given by army 
officers. 

DELIBERATION Pour le partage des captures, confifcations & amendes du Tabac, pendant le Bail de Jacques 
Forceville. Du 30. Janvier 1739. [Colophon:] A Paris, De ITmprimerie Royale. 1739. (A, 6 leaves.) 

Resolution (adopted by the Company of Farmers-General). Jan. 30, 1739. On the division of the 
proceeds of seizures, confiscations, and fines, during Forceville’s lease (ti. n. 1005-A). (Gondolff, 
p. 579.) Former measures (t>. n. 993-B) are considerably revised. The directions contained in 
the 35 articles are made explicit beyond dispute. Rewards in general are proportionately more 
generous for actual participants in the capture of smugglers and contraband, but are payable only 
after each case has been conclusively decided in favor of the monopolist. Cooperating troops are 
favored on the terms of a clause contained in n. 998-F. 

It is of interest to note that, in the list of bounties offered, tobacco from the privileged provinces (now 
including Lorraine— v. n. iooi-b) is rated on a par with Virginia, Brazil and Holland commanding a 
slightly higher premium, and Spanish—the influx of which into the Bayonne territory (&. n. io 57"F 
and n. i there) is dealt with—2 to 4 times higher. 

SENTENCE du Bailliage de Nancy. Du 31. Janvier 1739. (Included in n. 779, on Ooijb-uj'’.) 

Decision of the tribunal at Nancy (Lorraine). Jan. 31, 1739. Another verdict of guilty against 
the same individual whose appeal in n. 1005-B was disallowed.

Act of the King’s Council of State. July 21, 1739. Extends to the territory of Franche-Cornte 
bordering within three leagues of the Lorraine and Bar frontiers the restrictions against cultivation 
and free trading in tobacco. (Gondolff, p. 579.) The sale of tobacco other than for smoking is 
prohibited in several towns additional to those listed within the defined territory. The intendant 
is given power to enforce this Act. 

In n. 802 (on Zzv““'’) is printed, following the text of the Act, the intendant’s ordinance, allowing one 
month from date thereof. Sept, i, 1739, for disposing of tobacco.

Ordinance of the Intendant of Franche-Comte. Sept. 2, 1739. Forbids the licensed dealers of 
Besangon to store tobacco anywhere but in their own residences. In violation of the same provi¬ 
sion in n. 1001, some traders had been keeping tobacco they were selling on commission in storage 
in the municipal warehouses without obtaining the required permission from the intendant.

Resolution (adopted by the Company of Farmers-General). Dec. 18, 1739. On replacing store¬ 
house-keepers who do not achieve their yearly quotas. (Gondolff, p. 579.) The Company is grati¬ 
fied by the results of its bonuses to those who exceed their sales quotas, but has been prompted 
thereby to clear out unprofitable employees. A form letter, printed on the last page, is to be copied 
and issued to storehouse-keepers. They are required to familiarize themselves with the contents 
of the resolution.

Disallows appeal after one month 
from date of notification of sentences imposing fines unless the amounts specified have previously 
been deposited with the Farmer. {Cf. n. 346-A.) A copy of a letter is printed as a parenthetical 
note to the provision requiring judges to issue, free of charge, revised verdicts sentencing to the 
galleys those who have failed to pay their fines. It contains a warning to restore to the monopolist 
sums already accepted for performing this service. 

DELIBERATION en Faveur des Directeurs, et des Controlleurs Generaux. Du 5. Avril 1740. [Colophon:] 
De rimprimerie de G. Lamesle . . . [Paris] 1740. (4 leaves.) 

Resolution (adopted by the Company of Farmers-General). April 5,1740. In favor of the directors 
and comptrollers-general. (Gondolff, p. 579.) As an incentive to greater zeal in behalf of the 
monopoly, the Company offers, in the 12 districts where fraud was most prevalent, a bonus of 6 
deniers per lb. of tobacco sold in excess of fixed quotas. Directors and comptrollers-general of the 
remaining 24 districts into which the realm was divided are to receive 3 deniers the lb. 

Typical of the structure of the administration of the Farms and the attention given by Paris head¬ 
quarters to minutiae are the “observations” accompanying the model tables, printed at the end of this 
resolution, for computing bonuses. It is observed that the figures of actual sales are to be put down 
rather than the specimen ones used in the illustrations and that if there is a deficit, no copy of the model 
order for paying a bonus will be issued. 

INSTRUCTION Pour les Commis des Fermes Generales, et Ceux de la Ferme des Postes, Du 20 Avril 1740.

Instructions to be followed by the employees of the General Farms and of the postal system. April, 
20,1740. Postal carriers were not to be halted except at offices or searched except in the presence 
of postmasters, etc. 

These were drawn up by joint agreement between the directors of the 2 monopolies, in an attempt to 
conserve the revenues without unduly interfering with the mail service.

1001, tobacco may be peddled only as a sideline with the usual wares 
handled by peddlers, who must register copies of their licenses.

Act of the Parliament of Brittany. July 14, 1740. Reprimands judges of the court of first instance 
at Vannes for issuing interlocutory decrees in the case of a fracas over tobacco smuggling and orders 
them to render a decision based on the monopoly agents’ testimony, in conformity with the ordi¬ 
nances on the subject. 

ARREST du Confeil Royal des Finances . . . Qui fixe le prix des Tabacs. Du 23. Juillet 1740. (Included in 
n. 779, on Rr*i®-ij'=.) 

Act of the Royal Council of Finance (Lorraine). July 23, 1740. Sets prices for the sale of tobacco. 
One of the clauses in the lease (n. iooi-b) forbade raising prices without express permission, which 
is hereby given. None to exceed the equivalent obtaining for the same kind of tobacco in France.

Another case in which the monopolist 
had to go to the King’s Council to get a favorable decision in a case which had gone against him in 
the Chambre des Comptes.

According to the heading, the ruling in this case was similar to that of n. lOii-B, disallowing certain 
technical grounds on which the Chambre had based its decision. The contents reveal, however, that the 
Chambre was concerned with preventing the monopolist from condemning a smuggler to the galleys for 
life for first offense in default of payment of his fine, which the accused had appealed. The verdict of 
the Council, upholding the sentence of the court of first instance, imposing fine and confiscation, would 
appear to have left the case just where it was at that point.

Failing 
to control the illegal traffic in the neighborhood by the strictest customs laws, the monopoly obtained 
this decree.

Annuls a decision of the election of Laon and 
sentences a workman for fraud. The court of first instance affirmed the justice of arrests and fines 
for possessing negligible amounts of tobacco. It had exonerated the defendant on the legal grounds 
of irregularities in the monopoly agents’ proch-verbaux. In its decision it admonished the retail 
distributors of the Farm to make sure that every smallest quantity sold was clearly stamped. 
Upon request of the Farmer, the case was remanded from the cow des aides, where it was being 
appealed, to the Council of State. Followed by the commission of the same day.

Pleading his case, the Farmer protested that, if unpunished, such petty frauds 
could undermine the monopoly so near the Artois frontier where smuggling was rampant and where 
the population could supply itself entirely from contraband frequent purchases easily obtained in 
small quantities. Nos. 994-B, 1013-B, and 1019-D are cited as precedents for this decision.

616), but in view of the vast increase in value since then,* His Majesty 
will certainly concede the justice^ of its claiming indemnity for the losses^ it has sustained because 
of subleasing to the Farmers-General (Art. ii) and for the expenses it has incurred in building up 
the revenue of the Farm (Art. 12). Over 60 of the 80 million are granted on these grounds, the 
remainder being concerned with other monopolies of which the Company had been dispossessed 
{y. n. 590, concluding paragraph).

Edict of the King. June 1747. Ordains that on July i the exclusive rights to the sale of tobacco 
shall revert to the King, the Compagnie des Indes to receive a perpetual annual revenue of 9,000,000 
livres for the surrender of its title thereto, payable from the proceeds of said monopoly. (Gondolff, 
p. 214.) 

This income amounted to a 5% interest on 180,000,000, 80,000,000 of which was accounted for by n. 
I02S-A (?.».). The remaining 100,000,000 represented the sum the Company had lent the Royal Treas¬ 
ury (t). n. S79 -a)' and consisted of 2 parts: (l) the 90,000,000 considered the contract price of the per¬ 
petual rights to the tobacco monopoly (». n. 616); (2) the difference of 10,000,000, on which the govern¬ 
ment had been paying the Company interest of 300,000 a year since 1723 (v. ibid.). 

It is explained that this proposal to include the tobacco monopoly in the lease of the general Farms 
again had been under consideration since 1730 when it was perceived that, because of the possi¬ 
bilities of increasing the revenue thereof still further, it would be advantageous to the nation s 
finances to do so; but that it had been postponed until the actual yield could be determined with 
greater certaintyRestitution is to be made to the Company, besides the provisions noted above, 
of the import and export duties on tonnage which it formerly collected {cf. the conclusion of n.

Mayors and aldermen 
to make public proclamation of the regulations at the letting out of mass in each parish and to be 
held personally liable to fine for infringements.

The Parlement of Franche-Comte is severely reprimanded and reminded that the king 
has taken unto himself and vested in the intendants* he has commissioned all authority with re¬ 
spect to the regulation of tobacco-growing in the province {v. nos. 997, 1006-A, etc.). Following 
the text are printed the commission and the intendant’s enforcement order requiring copies of this 
Act to be posted wherever n. 1042 has appeared.

Ordinance of the Intendant of Franche-Comte. May 16, 1755. Orders the keeper at Saint-Claude 
(fi. n. 999) to imprison anyone brought to him at the Farmer’s behest. Because many soldiers 
were serving time there, the keeper had put up objections to having women arrested for smuggling 
committed to the same jail.

1033, n. i) was obliged to purchase from Besangon, 
at prohibitive transportation costs, Alsatian tobacco which the Farm imported duty free (». n. 
1031). The intendant, in this case, made an exception to the ruling in n. 1001, despite opposition 
from the monopoly.

All decisions inflicting 
corporal punishment to be put into effect without appeal upon expiration of month allowed for 
deposit of amount of fines. {CJ. n. 346-A.) The commission is addressed to the Chamhre at Dole.

Subjects tobacco to the tax of 4 sous on a livre' and 
“ eliminates the 1 sous per lb. collected by the monopolist on grating tobacco.^ The 4 sous tax 
is payable for a period of 10 years from Oct. i, on the price of tobacco, exclusive oj the 2 sous. The 
revenue therefrom is to be collected by the Farmers-General for the King’s account.^ The poids 
de marc^ is henceforth to be the standard weight by which tobacco shall be sold uniformly through¬ 
out the kingdom.

Unable to pay it, the victim had himself been sent to the 
galleys, but the agents, upon appeal, were let off with the light punishment decreed above. 

During the period of these proceedings, Jean-Jacques Prev 5 t, who is mentioned in the text, was the 
nominal holder of the Farmers-General’s lease which had been renewed by Act of July 6, 1762, for 6 
years from Oct. l, 1762 (Gondolff, p. 583).

Act of the King’s Council of State. Sept. 9, 1766. Reiterates its commands to the courts of first 
instance and of appeal in Normandy to cease requiring tobacco monopoly distributors to register 
their permits on being sworn into office; orders restitution of all tobacco seized and fines exacted 
from dealers, and nullifies all forced agreements to remit cost for tobacco released to them. 

The Acts authorizing Henriet and Prevot to take over their leases of the tobacco Farm (a. the final 
H’s of nos. 1044-A and 1045-0) had included clauses setting the fees court registrars were entitled 
to charge for swearing in dealers for the monopoly. Dealers are not however to be required to 
register their commissions unless the Farm requests them to do so. An earlier Act of the Council 
of State had already ruled on this. Any other interpretation of the aforesaid is false and is ad¬ 
vanced merely to impede the monopoly. The Cour des Aides of Rouen is severely censured for its 
behavior and the intendants of the generalites of Rouen, Caen, and Alengon are ordered, in the 
king’s commission of the same date which follows the text of the Act, to see to it that these pro¬ 
visions are adhered to.

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Apparently because of the recalcitrance of the courts of Normandy to which jurisdiction over tobacco 
fraud cases belonged (f. n. 1045-E and infra), the commission set up at Reims (v. n. 1048 and n. l there) 
had been empowered, for 2 years (from Jan. 8, 1767), to try cases arising in the generalites of Caen, Alen- 
fon, and Rouen. Upon the expiration of this period the new commission provided for in the present 
Letters-Patent is to take over the functions of sovereign smuggling tribunal. 

Lettres de Jussion^ of April 19, 1769, are included, ordering ratification of the above Letters-Patent. 
These are followed by the text of the Act and record of registration by the Cour des Comptes, Aides, 
et Finances of Normandy, which did not fail to include, withal, several emendations and protests 
therein.

At the time this commission was set up, Jean Alaterre was the nominal holder of the Farmers-General’s 
lease, which had been renewed by Act of Nov. 24, 1767, for 6 years from Oct. l, 1768 (Gondolff, pp. 547 
and 583). Gondolff (p. 547) records the share of the tobacco monopoly in the annual rental of this lease 
of the combined Farms as 22,541,238 livres. He does not record the sums for which the tobacco Farm 
figured in the 2 preceding leases (&. the final ^[’s of nos. 1044-A and 1045-D).

Declares the city of Bayonne and the Labourd 
territory subject to the restrictions of the tobacco monopoly, establishes offices and depots for 
distribution at prices set by the enactments, requires traders to declare their tobacco monthly and 
export it within 2 months, and forbids interference with monopoly agents. (Gondolff, p. 584.) 

The text of this Act reveals that the Council of State had previously attempted (by Act of Jan. l, 1754) 
to include in the territory of the Farm this land of incorrigible smugglers (&. n. 999-A), who claimed an 
“immemorial right to the freedom to trade in tobacco” and had joined in protest with the privileged 
provinces against the imposition of n. 1031. Both the 1754 Act and the attempt to ruin their trade by 
the heavy import duty proved to be futile, as, indeed, according to Gondolff (p. 463), did the present Act 
(c/. n. IOS7-F).

It is stipulated that tobacco is to be uniformly sold throughout all the territories covered by this 
lease at the same prices, to wit, those set by n. 591 {q.v., at n. 3), plus the 2 sous per lb. granted by 
an Act of Nov. 28, 1730, on tabac ficele {v. n. 1044-A, n. 3), plus the 5% increase in price on all kinds 
of tobacco (except canteen, for the troops) ordered by nos. 1044-A, 1046, and an Edict of Nov., 1771. 

Gondolff (pp. 260, 32s, and 547) states that the tobacco Farm figured in this lease for 23,526,090 livres 
per year and (p. 264) that it began to take the form of uregie interessec from this point on as a result of 
the Act of the Council of Jan. 21, 1774, which stipulated a division of the proceeds above that figure with 
the State. The latter was to receive out of the first 4 million, 50%; out of the next 4, 40%; the next 4 
33H%r over 12 million, 20%. Despite their violent objections to this step, the Farmers-General 
found this to be the most profitable of all the leases of the i8th century and the Crown’s revenue increased 
because of it by over 30 million livres (ibid., citing Delahante). Cf. n. 10S7-A.

The courts of Picardy had postulated 
various other requirements not in conformity with the above ruling, which is to be uniformly ob¬ 
served throughout the kingdom.

Marine intelligence is to be exchanged be¬ 
tween the consuls of the 2 countries, and reciprocal rights of search and seizure granted their rev¬ 
enue agents. In contrast with the secret agreement of 1768, the articles of this covenant, which 
makes specific provision for the salt and tobacco trade (royal monopolies in both countries), are 
to be fully communicated to the proper authorities of the Farms.

The parliament, ardent opponents of the Farmers-General 
and violent partisans of the movement to return to dealers the right to grate tobacco themselves, 
had had an analysis made of the snuff being distributed. The analysis having proved monopoly 
tobacco to be “injurious to health,” they had ordered shipments confiscated and burned. The 
text of the Act is followed by the king’s commission of the same day, addressed to the intendant. 

The annulment of this Act by the Council of State did not put an end to the controversy, however, 
which continued, despite occasional palliative measures (v. n.

Part of a long series issued on the subject of snulf, this Act represents a further attempt to appease 
an aroused popiJace {v. n. 1057-0) and to settle by legislation the questions of the monopoly’s 
exclusive right to manufacture snulf and of the quality which it distributed. The Act calls for 
a system of depositing with the intendants sealed samples for comparison in controversies over 
quality,' an increase in the number of factories maintained by the monopoly, with careful super¬ 
vision to insure the best possible product, and an adequate supply of carottes for those consumers 
wishing to grate their own tobacco.

This report records an interchange of memoranda, which include the opposing opinions of the 
Admiral of France {v. nos. 1054 and 1057) and the Farmers-General, between Monseigneur' and 
De Calonne, the Comptroller-General of Finance.^ On the authority of n. 1038, the Farmers- 
General had obtained a court order from the election of La Rochelle for the confiscation of the ship, 
but the Admiral, who submitted his opinion to Monseigneur for a decision, contended that the boat 
should be classed as a derelict and reclaimed accordingly, because of the circumstances under which 
it had been brought into port by a fisherman. De Calonne’s intention of laying the matter before 
the Council (of State) is expressed in the penultimate paragraph. 

A notation in the margin of p. i reads [trans.j: “The Admiral’s memorandum of observations com¬ 
municated the 9th of June to the Comptroller-General.” This apparently refers to a further advice 
solicited by Monseigneur at the suggestion of De Calonne, after the Farmers-General had refused 
to reconsider their stand. 

The last lease to the Farmers-General was awarded in the name of Jean Mager, on March 19, 1786, 
according to Gondolff (p. 546), for 6 years from Oct. i, 1786 (but c/. n. 1053-c), with the price of the 
tobacco monopoly rated at 29,000,000 livres per year.

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TOBACCO AND THE FRENCH REVOLUTION 

(Numbers 105 9-A—1105-B) 


\X 7 HEN the aristocratic absolutism of France reached its point of final disintegration, 
’ ^ in 1789, many of its institutions were left unsupported and, therefore, vulnerable. 
The promptness with which the more flagrant evidences of the old system were attacked 
indicated a spirit of vengeance born of long suffering. 

Among the earliest to be thus openly challenged was the despised General Farm. Realistic 
disapproval of this “fiscal excrescence” was marked by disobedience of, or physical 
assaults upon, monopoly officials, and the practical nullification of customs barriers and 
excise laws, without benefit of legal sanction. The considerable income to the state from 
various levies on salt, tobacco, spirits, market-tolls, etc. began, in consequence, to diminish 
rapidly. 

The restoration or control of these revenues became a subject for urgent discussions in the 
Assembly. If the members of the various legislative bodies had not, themselves, determined 
upon the abandonment of the monopoly system, the temper of the people would have 
directed them to this decision. The Farm—any kind of monopoly then—had become a focal 
point of popular wrath. The general public needed no legal testimony of specific offenses 
committed by the Farm; it had the evidence provided by a hundred years of monopolistic 
practise. 

The justice of the public demand for abolition of the Farm was conceded by the legislators. 
But how, then, meet the “fiscal immutables.^” The Revolution demanded sacrifices; the 
treasury demanded tax yields. In what path lay the logical compromise? Could a form of 
government monopoly, in tobacco for instance, be established without contravening the 
inviolable ethic, so widely proclaimed then, of the rights of man? Could domestic cultiva¬ 
tion of tobacco be entirely prohibited, or continue to be permitted in certain privileged 
provinces without violating the popular national principles of the social contract? The 
debate over those two problems alone was to rage for several years. What attempts were 
made to solve them, what efforts to salvage a part of the monopoly system, what plans 
and compromises and temporary laws were adopted are told in detail in the accounts of 
debates, memorials, petitions, and le^slative acts recorded in the following pages. 

Not all of the tracts or published accounts pertinent to the discussions over tobacco 
legislation are in the Arents collection. In order to provide a clear survey of the subject 
a historical summary, partly derived from original sources, is chronologically inserted. A 
bibliography of the more important works which deal with this portion of French history 
is here supplied,' as there appears to be no published work which deals fully and specifically 
with this division of French economic history."* These were the sources of information for 
Miss Sarah Dickson, who conducted an extensive research into this part of the Arents 
library.

When all the taxes on tobacco, salt, and other necessary commodities are suppressed, the author 
observes, they can be replaced by a single impost. This will reduce prices of essentials for the 
poor, and make the cultivation and sale of tobacco free.

T he director of the Farms, M. de Maisoncelle, has, in a recent pamphlet," defended the 
tobacco and salt monopolies. It is here proposed to reply to his objections to their 
suppression. Among the opinions held by the director it is noticed that he regards tobacco 
as an article of luxury; that French soil is not adapted to its cultivation; that the domestic 
product is inferior to that grown in America. But, asks Mittie, is not French tobacco much 
cheaper, even if inferior in quality ? And is it not outrageous that the monopoly administration 
• charges 3 livres, 12 sols for what it buys from foreign countries for 6 sols? The regulations 
of the administration, he goes on to say, deprive thousands of citizens of work, and its laws 
send many to the galleys or to the scaffold.

The penal laws for tobacco smuggling, it is pointed out, are far stricter 
in France than those in force in Turkey. Indeed the Turkish laws are humane in comparison 
with those of France or Spain.

On March 27, 1790, C. G. Lambert, controller-general, sent a memorial to the Assembly, 
together with the first of a series of letters on the tobacco revenue. He pointed out that 
this branch of the treasury was then sustaining serious losses and, in later communications, 
that this revenue was declining further, monthly.” He asked for immediate consideration 
of a decree which would insure income from tobacco, suggested that municipalities be 
required to collect taxes on that commodity and, later (June 17, 1790), advised the Assem¬ 
bly that only the system of exclusive privilege for manufacture and sale of tobacco could 
reclaim the disappearing revenue. Any compromise form of taxation would be inadequate, 
Lambert explained. 

The Abbe Gouttes of the finance committee presented a report, April 23, 1790, containing 
a tentative decree for the continuance of the prevailing system of taxing tobacco, and 
providing further precautions against smuggling. The Assembly ordered a report by the 
committees of taxation, agriculture, and commerce.

ALTHOUGH the author is opposed to the monopoly system and to indirect taxation, he 
nevertheless disapproves of any revision whereby a direct tax is adopted too suddenly. 
He is convinced that 'the tobacco tax is one of those which must be decreased or removed as 
soon as the financial state of France permits. It is not, however, an impost which can be 
replaced by another. 

Those who use tobacco, it is here stated, are in the minority, there being but 16,000,000 livres

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worth consumed among a population of 24,000,000 persons. On the basis of individual annual 
consumption of at least 6 livres of tobacco, only one person in nine is a smoker or snuffer. 
It would be unjust, the speaker continues, to tax all nine, in order to make tobacco cheaper 
for those who use it. He refers to a “very large” package of petitions, sent to him by the 
controller-general, asking that the present duty be continued. 

If the tobacco tax is reduced by half, as was done with the salt impost, there will still be objec¬ 
tions to the residual tax. The legislators must choose between two principles: to seek revenue 
in the commerce of tobacco and forbid its domestic cultivation, or to derive income from the 
commerce and permit its cultivation. The first method has been most frequently in effect 
and it has produced a revenue of about 30,000,000 livres annually. A further plan would be 
to place an import duty on leaf tobacco, tax the manufacturers, place an entry duty of one- 
third (value) at cities, and impose a license tax upon retailers. Cultivation in France would, 
of course, be prohibited. 

Freedom to grow tobacco would encourage smuggling. The tobacco tax method of the past 
is the simplest, surest, and least vexatious. The financial state of the nation does not permit 
it to relinquish the revenue from tobacco. The author describes various potential methods of 
taxation, if the free cultivation of tobacco were permitted, and explains why they would be 
impracticable. 

The objection made by some, that the French pay tribute to America for tobacco, is disposed 
of. The liberties of the French, the speaker announces, will be much greater when most of 
the tobacco is obtained from abroad and a guard maintained at the borders. If the price of 
tobacco be reduced smuggling would decrease and, therefore, as much revenue would be de¬ 
rived from this commodity as heretofore. There should, too, be uniformity of laws in all 
departments concerning tobacco, and no exemptions from the tax. 

It is clear, therefore, that the tobacco tax must be continued, that the regulations be made 
uniform, and that the price be reduced one-fifth and progressively diminished as the public 
debt decreases, until the monopoly is finally eliminated. 

These three “fundamentals” are incorporated in a plan of a decree proposed by Dupont de 
Nemours. Various committees on fiscal matters, it is suggested, should confer on methods 
for the control of the tobacco revenue and for an administration of the tax which will make 
that impost least oppressive.

The author, a physiocrat, was one of the foremost French economists and financial experts. Through 
his leadership the Assembly suppressed individual taxes on salt, tobacco, etc. Dupont’s address to the 
Assembly was made 23 April 1790 and it represented the first move to abolish the tobacco monopoly. 
His proposals were reported on by the committee on finance and commerce, 13 September 1790— v. n. 1063.

W HETHER or not the cultivation of tobacco should be free in France would appear 
to be essentially a simple problem. In a free state, admittedly, citizens should be able 
to sow what they like and to reap the harvest. But it will not be denied that, in a social state, 
personal liberty has its limitations. Everyone is willing to sacrifice a little of his liberty to 
preserve the nation. This is the basis of the social contract. 

Either free cultivation of tobacco or its entire prohibition are the only logical solutions of 
the problem. Any modification of prohibition would be more vexatious than absolute restric¬ 
tion on domestic planting, and would entail all the inconveniences of uncontrolled cultivation. 

Unless the law protects it by an artificial valuation, native French tobacco cannot compete 
with the foreign product. It can only be financially productive under a monopoly. If foreign 
tobacco were excluded, then the demand for tobacco in France would entail the use of too 
much land. Therefore, viewed from the point of what is best for the kingdom, the free cultiva¬ 
tion of tobacco in France must be considered detrimental. 

The chief objection is to be found in the actual exercise of liberty to cultivate tobacco in 
several parts of the kingdom. This freedom favors some sections; is unjust to others. As 
soon as the right to grow tobacco would be permitted, every Frenchman would take advantage 
of it because the French always exaggerate everything, even liberty! 

A dearth of other crops and, perhaps, famine would result from the unrestricted planting of 
tobacco. The present condition of national finances shows that every resource has been ex¬ 
hausted. Duties must now supply the fiscal needs of the state. An improved administration 
would provide a greater yield from the tobacco impost; indeed, supply funds for more than 
a third of the maintenance of the army. The foreign commerce of France depends upon the 
continuance of the existing tobacco tax. Trade with the United States is particularly im¬ 
portant, and much of it has gone to England, the natural enemy of France. Tobacco is the 
most valuable of the raw materials imported from the United States. Unless it is bought 
from them, they will not be able to purchase French products. This commodity is now ac¬ 
quired dearly by France from England. It provides a commercial link with the United States, 
and France must not be indifferent to its relations with that country, for it will yet develop 
into one of the great powers. 

In order to illustrate the possibilities of commerce with the United States, the author is ap¬ 
pending a memoir on tobacco, which he addressed to the Assembly’s committee on taxation, 
19 April last, as well as the copy of a letter to M. Necker." In this “Extrait d’un memoire 
fur le commerce des Etats-Unis” he explains the advantages which certain states have over 
others, in relation to the production of tobacco. Virginia, it is remarked, is the center of the 
trade. Despite the vast business America has carried on with tobacco, France has profited 
little in its commerce with her, as the field has been left to the English and the Scotch. The 
marquis quotes from the work of Brissot de Warville {cf. n. 1120) on the statistics of the 
tobacco trade of France with America. 

There are, therefore, two methods open: to abandon the tobacco monopoly lease and in place 
of the income from it to substitute import duties, a tax on manufacture, and a consumption 
tax,^ or to continue the existing system. In the latter event it would be necessary to examine 
the accounts of the monopolists and control them by certain regulations, so that their ad¬ 
ministration would not be oppressive to the people, nor unprofitable to the state. The marquis 
recommends the establishment of French companies in America to supply tobacco direct, and 

I Xhen controller-general. from these three taxes would be 36,025,000 livres,

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is opposed to the importation of tobacco solely from one individual, such as “Monsieur M.”^ 

In the letter to Necker, dated from New York, 12 May 1789, the author observes that, while 
his chief instructions (when minister in the United States) were to acquire all possible in¬ 
formation concerning the commerce of France with the new republic, he was hampered by the 
fact that neither the individual States nor the Congress had any exact knowledge concerning 
their commercial situation. France, unfortunately, speculated in its commerce with the States, 
whereas the English remained in control of the American market. But the English had not 
over-extended credit to the States, whereupon the latter sought trade with other nations. 
Details are given of the commercial history of the United States, from the period of the Revo¬ 
lution. The Americans failed to pay for goods supplied to them on credit, but that condition 
has now been corrected. 

A letter to the Due de la RochefoucarJt, from Paris, 19 April 1789, is included. In this the 
author iterates some of the opinions already advanced by him in his Observations. The marquis 
expresses the hope that the committee (of taxation), of which the duke is the head, will con¬ 
sider his plans favorably.

'T'HE committee of taxation" has considered (i) what administration has been established 
for the collection of the proposed revenue on tobacco; (2) what its effects would be upon 
the liberty of the people; (3) whether or not the monopoly system could be preserved; (4) 
whether the intended plan would produce as great an income as heretofore; (5) which, among 
the various methods proposed, would be as profitable as the monopoly system, and (6) which 
plan holds the greatest assurance of revenue for the state. 

In order to maintain an administration to collect the taxes on tobacco, it has been necessary 
to enforce severe laws against smuggling, and to hire an army of inspectors. The proposed 
plan of exclusive privilege vested in the government, would, if adopted, be unjust, as it would 
tax the rich and the poor equally, increase the price of tobacco, and prevent the use of land 
only suitable for the cultivation of that plant. The continuance of the old monopoly system 
is excluded, because of its abuses and oppressions. Much of the revenue formerly supplied 
from the manufacture and sale of tobacco under the monopoly must, of necessity, be aban¬ 
doned. (Signed by the committee, Roederer, La Rochefoucauld, et al. [13] September 1790.) 

The “Projet de Decret” follows: (I) everyone is free to cultivate tobacco; (II) after next 
January, tobacco may be sold and manufactured freely; (III) until January next, only the 
privileged provinces may continue to manufacture and sell tobacco; (IV) the importation of 
foreign manufactured tobacco shall be prohibited; (V) the importation of foreign leaf tobacco, 
its manufacture and sale, shall be forbidden to individuals, but is to be carried on by an ad¬ 
ministration for the benefit of the public treasury; (VI) foreign leaf tobacco may continue to 
be admitted to our ports, is to be warehoused by the administration, and re-exported when 
unsold, and (VII) the Assembly shall determine the kinds of tobacco that the administration 
will manufacture and sell, and establish the prices for them.

T he aim of an enlightened le^slature, Schwendt pronounces, should be to increase do¬ 
mestic production and manufacture. The committee has, therefore, proposed the free 
cultivation of tobacco in France. All the provinces should have this right, heretofore held 
only by those on the frontier. There could be no substitute for the culture of tobacco and its 
manufacture in the Rhine departments. If these industries were prohibited there, foreigners 
would seize on this lucrative commerce. 

The author then makes an impassioned plea to the Assembly not to ruin his constituents at 
Strasbourg by prohibiting their accustomed trade in tobacco. It would be impossible, he 
states, to indemnify them for its loss. He denies that the cultivation of tobacco exhausts the 
soil and prevents the production of essential crops. Indeed, the cheapness of meat and bread 
in Alsace provides proof that stock-raising thrives there. 

That part of the proposed law which would establish a monopoly of imported tobacco would 
prove detrimental to the commerce of the Rhine provinces. The manufacturers customarily 
blend foreign and domestic tobaccos and there is a wide demand for this mixture. Domestic 
tobacco, in fact, must be mixed with the American variety in order to be good. Freedom to 
cultivate tobacco, if it becomes general, will bring about increased commerce. 

In the author’s opinion, cultivation and manufacture of tobacco should be unrestricted and 
an import duty placed only on imported leaf. During the initial years the manufacture and 
production should be controlled in order to maintain a proper balance.

I N HIS earlier pamphlet^ Duvaucel had stated that the present system dealing with tobacco 
would have to be altered. It was inherently weak, unpopular,, and financially unsound, 
because of favoritism and exemptions. But control of the trade, he went on to say, could 
not be immediately abandoned, nor could tobacco be freed of taxation. There was a revenue 
of 30,000,000 livres at stake. Unless the manufacture of tobacco were supervised the product 
would be adulterated and might even contain poisonous ingredients. Furthermore, unre¬ 
stricted cultivation would invite neglect of essential crops for the more profitable tobacco. 
There would be overproduction as well. Duvaucel had also advanced the idea that all ex¬ 
emptions (a part of the monopoly system) be discontinued, and that the prohibition of culti¬ 
vation be extended to the whole of France. 

His Lettre, a supplement to his Reflexions, develops the plan for ending exemptions. He makes 
a series of recommendations: domestic growing of tobacco to be unconditionally prohibited; 
the government to exercise a monopoly for the supply, manufacture, and sale of the com¬ 
modity; no tobacco to be warehoused within three leagues of the frontier and searches there 
for contraband to continue, as heretofore; tobacco to be manufactured in special factories; 
privileged provinces to relinquish their right to grow the plant and to be indemnified for its 
loss; the price of tobacco to be fixed at 40 sols the lb.; tobacco manufactured abroad to pay a 
duty of 20 sols the lb. (Various matters relating to retailers, municipal control of dealers, 
etc. are included in the author’s plan.) France requires 18,000,000 lbs. for annual consump¬ 
tion. To supply this, 27,000,000 lbs. must be purchased abroad, owing to waste in transit, 
etc. This would cost 9,000,000 livres. 

As the United States Congress is giving public lands in order to attract settlers, Duvaucel 
suggests that 4,500 farmers be sent to America. {Cfl. n. 1062 at n. 3.) They would have to 
be transported and be furnished with equipment and the means to maintain themselves for 
a year, in return for a fixed quantity of tobacco to be supplied to France. After three years, 
the author believes, the quantity exported by these emigrants would be sufficient for the 
French market. The cost of the suggested settlement would be 6,000,000 livres but this could 
be repaid by the proceeds of the tobacco crop. 

If this scheme be adopted, the government need no longer purchase foreign tobacco, the French 
merchant marine would be aided, and work would be provided for the numerous employees 
of the monopoly administration who would lose their places under the system proposed. The 
French tobacco settlements in America might prove to be the basis of another, greater, Canada. 
As a practical means of carrying out his proposal the author suggests that the United States, 
which is paying interest on its large debt to France, accept its depreciated collateral securities 
(now in French hands) at face value, in return for the concessions of land. The interest on 
the debt could be paid in equipment, to be delivered to the French settlers in America. 

A table of operating expenses under the old monopoly system (18,000,000 livres) compared to 
the costs (6,000,000) under Duvaucel’s scheme of emigration and settlements in America is 
appended to his tract.

On October 12, 1790 Bone et Compagnie sent an address to the Assembly, asking for the 
retention of the monopoly. The firm offered 32,000,000 livres for the tobacco Farm, 
provided that the privileged provinces were included within the jurisdiction of the lease. 
One section of their project struck an original note: the entrepreneurs proposed to sup¬ 
press smuggling through the cooperation of the contrabandists themselves. They planned 
to associate the smugglers with their own organization. It would thus be to the advantage 
of these former lawbreakers that the duty on tobacco be paid. Smugglers, the company 
proclaimed, were only subordinates of wealthy persons who would not take risks them¬ 
selves. The firm’s petition was referred to the committee on taxation."

The projected decree (n. 1064) was discussed in the Assembly (on November 13, 14, 
and 16). On the last day, discussion was adjourned until the committee could provide a 
plan containing an adequate substitute for the tobacco tax. Among the speakers were 
Estourmel (v. n.

T he bill (n. 1064) under consideration proposes that the cultivation of tobacco be per¬ 
mitted in any part of France — not restricted to the privileged provinces. It is fortunate 
that tobacco was taxed, as it brought in a large revenue from a luxury commodity. Estourmel 
notices that, in 1661, attempts were begun to make tobacco “indigenous” to France. After 
the American Revolution the French conducted a valuable trade with the United States, im¬ 
porting principally tobacco, but business men deceived the Americans who, therefore, now 
trade principally with England and other countries. A table of raw tobacco imported, from 
1774 to 1783, is provided in order to demonstrate the great advance in the price of this com¬ 
modity, in administrative and manufacturing costs.

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Public interest requires that the cultivation of tobacco be freely permitted in France, in order 
to supply the domestic market at reasonable prices. The tobacco of Prussia is no better than 
that grown in the privileged provinces of France." The latter resembles that of the Ukraine 
and the Palatinate. Frederick IPs system, which combines free cultivation with taxation of 
tobacco, is held up to admiration. It only remains to be proved, Estourmel remarks, that the 
production of tobacco, under simple, unoppressive rules, can be successful through a system 
of exclusive governmental control. The public need of tobacco may thus be satisfied and the 
state’s income maintained. Figures are provided to indicate the amount of tobacco con¬ 
sumed in France and the quantity which could be produced on a stated amount of land. The 
manner of cultivation is described. 

The nation may enjoy the profits from tobacco and, within a few years, increase them far 
beyond the revenue formerly derived, without any violent change. The author presents a 
“reasoned plan” for the management of the tobacco revenue and a bill for the free cultiva¬ 
tion of tobacco. His bill provides that each proprietor is to declare the amount of land he 
will sow with tobacco; that a government administration of the manufacture of this product 
be established; that this regime purchase the domestic crops and sell them only within the 
kingdom; that no foreign tobacco be sold unless manufactured in France, and that the As¬ 
sembly exercise control of the regime, fix the price for the sale of tobacco, and regulate its 
manufacture.

TT HAS been proposed by the committee of taxation (n. 1063) that the cultivation of do- 
mestic tobacco be made free and that the foreign product become an object of government 
monopoly. Whether or not this plan is compatible with the best interests of French com¬ 
merce is a matter for serious consideration. (In a footnote Petion explains that he owes his 
facts to the writings of Claviere" and Brissot,“ and to the observations of Mr. Short.^) 

The tobacco revenue under the committee’s project would yield about 12,000,000 livres. 
Through the proposed administration the privileged companies would purchase tobacco from 
the more important houses and would export specie in return. This would result in “an 
unfavorable rate of exchange” with London. 

Apart from financial considerations, however, Petion believes that cultivation should be free 
and that a tax on imports would represent a system easier to control than a government 
monopoly. The obvious and only danger — increased smuggling — could be largely over¬ 
come by warehousing imported tobacco at the ports of entry. It could be stipulated that only 
French and American ships convey tobacco — a plan which would favor the French merchant 
marine. While the freedom to grow tobacco would diminish the state’s direct revenue from 
this commodity, the import trade of France would, nevertheless, be considerably increased.

A n attempt has been made tp discredit the tax on tobacco by saying that the sale of 
■ it is an exclusive privilege, incompatible with the French constitution, and that the penal 
code required to enforce it is outrageous. But if the state has not the right to avail itself of 
the opportunity to receive revenues from certain privileges that it grants, then the state has 
no right to the exclusive control of the mail, manufacture of money, of lotteries, etc. The 
national sale of tobacco is not different from the usual rights of government, nor is it contrary 
to human liberty. 

To make the tax on tobacco just it is necessary to do away with the severe punishments for 
smuggling, and to prevent any individual from profiting more than another for the privilege 
of selling it. It is the state which should profit. The substitutes offered for the tobacco tax 
provide only a specious relief, since the revenue must come from some tax. The author com¬ 
ments on the necessity for taxation, and remarks that the tobacco impost is not really un¬ 
popular, and that the poor benefit more than the rich from the taxation of luxuries. 

If properly administered, the revenue from the sales of tobacco could reach 40,000,000 livres 
annually. At the time of the death of Louis XIV, who created the monopoly of tobacco, the 
income from this source scarcely reached 1,000,000 livres. 

It is proposed to sacrifice this large revenue and impose direct taxation as a substitute. The 
partisans of free cultivation say that the French pay a tax to foreigners and not to the state, 
since they spend money for tobacco in America. But the Americans buy goods in return, and 
purchases of tobacco abroad leave the fields of France free for other crops. The author then 
presents information about the cultivation of tobacco in various parts of France and the sup¬ 
posed revenue to be derived therefrom. In his opinion the latter represents no certainty of 
profit. The proposed bill is examined; the Abbe objects to those sections of it which make 
cultivation free, prohibit the importation of foreign manufactured tobacco, etc. 

Some of the restrictions in the bill under consideration, it is pointed out, are senseless and un¬ 
workable. Foreign tobacco will always be imported, legally or otherwise. The proposition 
that the Assembly determine the kind of tobacco to be manufactured and sold, and to fix 
the prices is opposed by the author. Is it possible, he asks, that the deputies of the Assembly 
are as competent to decide about the kinds of tobacco as the employees of the monopoly, and 
is it really the duty of the legislative branch of the government to fix the prices for this com¬ 
modity? The Abbe concludes with the assertion that he has refuted the arguments advanced 
in the bill. He feels that it is the duty of the Assembly to continue the tobacco monopoly.

T he speaker makes a bitter attack on “those ancient blood-suckers of the people,” the 
monopolists. He denies the validity of various arguments advanced by the Farmers 
General: that the tax on tobacco affects chiefly the minority; that it would be injurious to the 
public health if freely used by all; that its free cultivation would ruin other industries. 

In countries with more liberal laws, Rewbell announces, tobacco is in common use. In Alsace 
the cultivation is free and the health of the people there is good. Furthermore, there are sam¬ 
ples of poisoned tobacco in the committee room — and this product comes from the monopoly! 
Do not, the speaker urges, permit the tobacco administration to entice the Assembly to swallow 
the bitter pill of the tobacco tax, while sugaring it with promised reforms and modifications. 
The “new” tobacco administration is the old monopoly under another name. 

This administration proposes to prohibit the cultivation of tobacco absolutely throughout 
France, to permit its distribution only by the government, to prevent any tobacco shop from 
being established within three leagues of the border and, in order to enforce this last provision, 
to continue searches of homes, etc. Do you understand, Rewbell asks, what this plan means? 
The Farmers General desire to extend their power over all individuals, so that everyone will 
now be subject to search for contraband. This is what they have the effrontery to propose 
in the interests of a handful of employees of the administration. 

The speaker provides figures about those parts of France which could be used for tobacco 
cultivation to meet the domestic demand. The monopolists’ argument that only a minority 
use tobacco is shown to be fallacious. The tax is actually an oppressive burden on the ma¬ 
jority, who are the users of tobacco. The trade with America is discussed, and it is remarked 
that it would be improved if the restrictions on tobacco were eliminated. Rewbell is amused, 
he says, at the words “public good” in the tobacco monopolists’ arguments. Witness the 
results of their administration: in Alsace, where cultivation is free, good tobacco is sold at 
15 sols the lb., while in the parts of France under the Farm’s control the cheapest is 2 livres 
the Ib.l 

If the monopoly is not abolished the speaker threatens to return to his province, as other 
deputies will to theirs. They will sacrifice everything, even perish, he announces, before 
Frenchmen will become the satellites of the oppressive and atrocious monopoly. He then 
proposes a compromise measure, with a tax reasonable for the times: importation of manu¬ 
factured tobacco to be prohibited; imported raw tobacco to be taxed 25 livres per cwt.; free¬ 
dom of cultivation to be permitted throughout France; a fixed consumption-tax to yield 12 or 
24,000,000 livres according to the state’s need. This excise is to be imposed equitably among 
the provinces (based on their population) and will be reduced annually. The tax can be met 
by each province through license-taxes on manufacturers and tobacco dealers. In the event 
that these latter taxes fail to produce the expected yield, the deficit can be met by the direct 
tax on real property. 

The speaker’s plan is incorporated in the “Projet” appended to his pamphlet. He suggests 
further methods for assuring the revenue from tobacco in the event that his provisional scheme 
fails to produce the amount required.

T he partisans of free cultivation argue that Alsace and other privileged departments of 
France cannot be deprived of their right to grow tobacco without causing a revolt, and 
that, as the relation of France and the United States is based on free trade in tobacco, this 
commodity should not be subject to an import duty. But the writer considers it unfair that 
only certain provinces may grow tobacco freely. If twenty thousand persons are employed 
in Alsace raising tobacco, they could as well raise wheat, etc. The employees of the admin¬ 
istration will lose their places if the committee’s project is adopted, and their rights should 
be considered, as much as any other citizens’. 

If foreign manufactured tobacco be prohibited it will, nevertheless, be smuggled. This product 
is far superior to the domestic kind. The tobacco raised in France cannot be sold abroad 
because of its inferior quality. Freedom of cultivation in France will destroy the commerce 
with America, of which tobacco is the staple. They will not buy our brandies, etc. if we do 
not buy their tobacco. The French love novelty, and they would cultivate tobacco to excess, 
neglecting essential crops. M. Rewbell (v. n. 1071) is sacrificing the safety of the whole king¬ 
dom to the selfish interests of his own province. By ridiculing the Farmers General, he is 
playing to the gallery and is acting unworthily.

T he committee’s project (n. 1064) before the Assembly contains two propositions which 
are inimical to the interests of agriculture and industry. The proposed liberty to culti¬ 
vate, manufacture, and sell domestic tobacco is wholly impracticable in conjunction with an 
exclusive privilege (or its equivalent) for the importation, manufacture, and sale of foreign 
tobacco. 

A government administration of the manufacture and sale of foreign tobacco is not presented 
by the committee as a monopoly, but, the author of this address states, it is closely related 
to it. Certainly there is an equal aversion, on the part of the people, to both forms of con¬ 
trol. Though it may appear that an impost on tobacco will affect chiefly the rich, the poor 
are equally addicted to the use of this commodity. A monopoly on foreign tobacco would 
strangle the trade in that product. A duty on imported tobacco, together with the free cir¬ 
culation of the home-grown product, is the only constitutional method. 

Tobacco processed in France, as is well known, is highly preferred because it combines dif¬ 
ferent kinds. The best snuff, for instance, is made from a mixture of American and French 
tobaccos. A monopoly which would hold the sole right to manufacture these mixtures would 
be most disadvantageous to the unfortunate French cultivator, with his market thus limited. 

Liberty of trade in tobacco would bring about the establishment of many factories to supply 
native consumption as well as the export trade. This would greatly encourage the small 
capitalist in France. The Revolution demands that the currents of industry be unobstructed, 
because great numbers of people, who would otherwise misuse their liberty, need employment. 
No one, if he had to compete with a monopolist, would have the incentive to invest in the 
manufacture of tobacco. 
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It is unwise to maintain that if tobacco is not grown grain will be, because the experience of 
Lorraine and of Flanders shows this supposition to be false. An impost on tobacco would 
yield 30,000,000 livres; the committee reduces this to 12, and flatters itself that it has salvaged 
this sum for the nation by adopting the monopoly. There is no observable advantage in this 
method, however, for it has the same formalities and vexations as the old excise system. An 
import duty on tobacco would provide the expected 12,000,000 easily, and would represent 
a more dignified system for a nation that has just abolished monopolies and special privileges. 

France imports 30,000 bales of foreign tobacco annually, each weighing 1000 lbs. This is 
worth 30,000,000 livres which is reduced to 27,000,000 [by allowances, etc.]. A duty of 10 
sous a lb. would yield a revenue of 13,500,000 livres. It may be objected that importation 
would decrease if cultivation were unrestricted. Even if the income from duties were reduced 
through smaller imports, the amount would be free of the expenses associated with a monopoly. 

The large import duty [10 sous] would not be felt by the user because he would only be paying 
30 sous a lb. for the best rape and 22 sous for cords [pigtail]. [The committee on imposts had 
estimated that the tobacco to be sold by the proposed monopoly would be priced at 40 sous 
for cords and 48 sous for rape\ Even if there would be a difference of several millions between 
the two methods, should the state put commercial prosperity in danger and insult infant liberty 
for such a sum, in order to maintain a monopoly ? Other considerations besides these should in¬ 
fluence the state. America, indebted to France for liberty, has nevertheless always preferred 
commercial alliance with England. It has always been supposed that it was similarity of lan¬ 
guage, religion, and customs that drew the two countries together. The real truth is that the 
commerce of America has been repelled from our ports by the monopoly on tobacco.' The 
principal product which could keep alive commerce between the United States and France is 
tobacco. 

The minister, M. de Vergennes, would have suppressed the monopoly on tobacco, but he was 
made to believe that it would be impossible to replace the 30,000,000 livres of impost thus 
brought in. The timidity which is inseparable from despotism caused him to leave the task 
to the National Assembly. If the Americans could have real competition in buying their 
tobacco, they would soon re-establish commercial relations with us. That would give the 
French a market for their brandy, their wines and other articles. 

It is not to be denied that a duty on tobacco would give opportunities to smugglers. There 
should be a decree that no tobacco be imported except in French vessels of 200 tons or over 
and that three-quarters of the cargo be tobacco (cf. n. 1090). The American tobacco could 
be carried in their vessels, but with the same restrictions. All other tobacco imported would 
be subject to confiscation. Tobacco in leaf coming from French colonies must pay the same 
import duty. Further details of the handling of imported tobacco, etc. are given, and it is 
suggested that all imported manufactured tobacco be charged a prohibitive duty, in order to 
protect the home manufacturer. (Signed, the Representatives of the manufactures and com¬ 
merce of France.

B efore the tobacco monopoly is superseded, the author suggests, it should be deter¬ 
mined whether that method of taxation really contravenes the principles of liberty, and 
what less onerous and inconvenient taxes could replace it. It is remarked that all the indirect 
taxes could not be replaced by a tax only on property (cf. n. 105 9-A). The forms of taxation 
in force in Europe and the disadvantages of each are briefly noticed. It is the author s opinion 
that the duty on tobacco is the tax most easy to collect. 
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It is true that the penal code associated with the monopoly of tobacco is severe, but its ha 
ness is necessary because of the violence of smugglers. A member of the National Assem y 
has erroneously stated in a memoir that the expenses of the tobacco administration are 37 
per cent But expenses of operation must be distinguished from costs of manufacture and 
Lie. The author recognizes various factors in the price of any article ; value of the raw product, 
cost of manufacture, profit to manufacturer, wholesaler, and_ retailer and, additionally e 
tax Even if the commerce were free, the consumer would still have to rneet all these basic 
costs, except the tax. Therefore, the figure of 37 per cent is inaccurate because it neglects 
the before-mentioned fundamental factors of value: cost and profit. 

Under the administration proposed by the deputy the so-called expenses would be nil, as the 
treasury would receive the price paid by the consumer over the cost of manufacture, including 
the merchant’s profit. The expenses of frontier guards would not be chargeable to the tobacco 
administration because these officers are required in any event. _ The internal expenses of 
facture would be the same as under a system of free trade in tobacco, and dealers pro ts 
would be restricted to a minimum. The exclusive privilege of the trade in tobacco (in ot er 
words, a monopoly) is not contrary to the Constitution, the deputy announces, because is 
right belongs to the nation — not to a privileged group. In the author s opinion, the govern¬ 
ment can forbid free cultivation of tobacco, and retain the exclusi ve privilege of its sale without 
violating the principles of the rights of man, because its prohibition would be based on the 
welfare of the nation. Unrestricted cultivation of tobacco would curtail the use of land 
necessary for essential grains. 

None of the reasons adduced against the monopoly are as strong as that of self-interest. The 
Belgian and Alsatian departments wish to continue the free cultivation of tobacco, without 
any tax But it is unfair to permit free cultivation in some parts and not in others. T e 
deputy provides a plan for reducing the annual crops of tobacco grown in the privileged 
provinces by a sixth each year for six years. The crops are to be_ purchased by the state for 
Lsale The provinces could be indemnified for their loss of cultivation rights by reduction 
in other taxes or by some form of premium. Methods of retail selling which would be fairer 
to the consumer than heretofore, are suggested by the author. He embodies the various argu¬ 
ments and ideas, as stated in his Considerations, in a plan for a decree. In this he sugges s 
that laws for the punishment of smugglers be fixed by legislative committees and that, pending 
the adoption of a new law, the present one remain in force, with some relaxation of penalties.

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TV/r ANY bills opposing the cultivation of tobacco in France have been introduced. Some 
propose to prohibit the growing of it even in the heretofore privileged provinces; others 
to settle tobacco farmers in America under the control of a new monopoly. These plans, if 
accepted, would create conditions more intolerable than those which existed before the “era 
of liberty.” It is important that the terrors of the old regime be remembered and the re¬ 
establishment of that system be prevented. 

Why should a monopoly be set up to manufacture foreign tobacco, as has been suggested? 
It would only encourage smuggling and destroy the morale of a free nation. The proposed 
bills are all based on the fear of levying a too heavy direct tax. But the project for a monopoly 
would produce only 12,000,000 livres. Further objections to any form of tobacco monopoly 
are stated. The liberty to cultivate this plant, it is declared, is a basic right of the free citizen. 
A moderate duty on the imported leaf and a slight increase in the direct tax would provide 
the amount of 12,000,000 livres expected from the suggested monopoly.

TJFRHAPS the only tax due the state is that on real and personal property. If this levy 
yields an insufficient amount, then it must be supplemented by other imposts. It is only 
just to tax luxuries first and among these the most logical commodity is tobacco. This product, 
it is estimated, is used by only a ninth of the nation. An administration for the control of 
the tobacco traffic is not necessarily contrary to individual liberty. Free cultivation of tobacco 
will interfere with the monopoly, and reduce the production of such necessities as wheat. 

Of what advantage is M. Rewbell’s plan (n. 1071) of abandoning the monopoly and increasing 
the cost of tobacco by a tax on importations of the leaf? There has been much said about the 
severity of the tobacco laws. But the usual penalty for violations is a fine of 1,000 livres, 
and it is common knowledge that the courts usually accept 200 or 300 livres.' The laws are 
administered so that the penalty is appropriate to the violation. 

The author provides a table of proposed tobacco prices, under the control of an administra¬ 
tion, which he believes will not bear too heavily on the people. He offers a bill in place of 
that of the finance committee.^ In this the cultivation of tobacco is to be prohibited in France, 
with a proviso that the Assembly decide whether it is to be continued in departments at present 
allowed to plant tobacco. The bill further provides that importation of the foreign manu¬ 
factured product is to be prohibited; foreign leaf to be permitted in designated ports; leaf 
from French colonies or the United States, in French or American ships, to be given prefer¬ 
ence; the present personnel of the general administration to supervise the tobacco trade and 
collect the duties; tobacco to be sold at assigned depots-, the Assembly to enact legislation on 
penalties and, for the present, the old ordinances to remain in force.

W ILL the Assembly return to the owners the right to cultivate and sell tobacco freely, 
or will it continue to maintain the exclusive privilege of this cultivation and sale? A 
monopoly, to be effective, must revive all the horrors of the old regime. Already a penal 
code is being considered, though it is proposed that the old, severe penalties be abandoned 
and fines substituted. But smugglers are, for the most part, people without means. It would 
soon be necessary to restore the former punishments. 

According to the principles of liberty laid down by the Assembly, it is only just that the 
cultivation of tobacco should be free. The most specious argument against it is that the plant 
injures the soil. On the contrary, three abundant harvests can be derived in succession. The 
cultivation of tobacco is more necessary to Flanders than to any other province, and its sup¬ 
pression there would force most of its land to lie idle. Furthermore, this cultivation employs 
large numbers of workers. Flanders being a maritime land, is unhealthy, and the smoking 
of tobacco is deemed necessary to the health of its inhabitants. Prohibition of cultivation 
would force the French to buy tobacco from America, to which land we would have to send 
large sums of money each year. If we had a war with England we could not, then, get our 
supply of this commodity.

T he Assembly committee, it is remarked in the author’s preface, has reported that the 
government’s expenses can be met without a tax on tobacco. But as some costs must 
have been overlooked by them, it seems unwise to abandon this revenue. The author notices 
the discussion then current about whether a tobacco monopoly is to be retained and gives 
the reasons for opposition to a tax on tobacco. He considers the possibility of obtaining a 
substitute revenue by means of duty on foreign leaf and a state monopoly of manufacture 
and sale. He then iterates his faith in a tobacco tax and attempts to refute the argument 
that such an impost is contrary to the liberty of individuals. It is true that the old 1 egime 
was too severe, but the regulations of a new monopoly would be reasonable and just. All 
stringent penalties have already been abolished. 

If cultivation were free, the manufacture of foreign tobacco would diminish in proportion to 
domestic planting. The quality of the product, both in curing and manufacture, would be 
poor. The trade with America would be adversely affected. The Americans cannot afford 
to take risks on their trade with France; they must be assured of a market for their tobacco. 

When the Assembly considers the enormous expenses of the state and the number of taxes 
it has already eliminated, it will understand that direct taxation cannot replace the tobacco 
impost. As a result of the arguments advanced (in this pamphlet), one must conclude that 
a tobacco monopoly cannot be avoided for the good of the public treasury. The authoi 
proposes, therefore, a bill for the continuation of a monopoly of manufacture and sale; the 
prohibition of cultivation throughout the kingdom; the appointment of licensed dealers to 
sell tobacco at established prices; prohibition of searches of private homes for contraband; 
establishment of moderate fines for violations of tobacco laws, etc., and release of convicted 
smugglers. Growers in the privileged provinces shall be offered inducements to raise other 
crops; manufacturers of tobacco there are to be indemnified, etc., etc. The author devotes 
a considerable part of his pamphlet to explain that a tobacco administration which collected 
a tax would produce a large income for the state and that, despite the committee’s apprehen¬ 
sions in this matter, smuggling would not increase. Furthermore, the collection of taxes would 
not necessarily be attended with great expense and other inconveniences.

^ I "'OBACCO is cultivated in Alsace in more than one hundred communities, as far as 
Haguenau and along the Rhine. In various towns there are fifty-five factories, manu¬ 
facturing not only snuff, but a number of them smoking-tobacco as well. The individual 
tobacco grower prepares it for the pipe and transports it himself to be sold in Switzerland or 
Germany. The estimate of the tobacco harvest at 50,000 cwt. is much too low; 70,000 cwt. 
is a closer figure. The chief means of export of this tobacco is by the Rhine. Prohibition 
of the culture of tobacco would close factories in France and destroy its navigation. Manu¬ 
facturers would then establish themselves at Fort de Kehl, which would become the center 
of smuggling. It would have a very evil effect on our foreign commerce. 

The proposed tobacco tax cannot be reconciled with the Constitution, which guarantees lib¬ 
erty, for it would be necessary to revive the old penal code and the searching of homes. Alsace 
contributes to the indirect taxes, and will pay others from which they have heretofore been 
exempt, but the tobacco tax is one that has always been foreign to its people. The National 
Assembly will oppose the preservation of the tobacco tax, because it is useless and hopeless 
of success. A list is given, headed by Strasbourg, of about a hundred principal places in Alsace 
where tobacco is cultivated, together with the amount produced by each.

TN THIS “patriotic reply of an Alsatian to the hasty opinions of the deputies of commerce 
of Strasbourg . . .” (n. 1079), the author addresses himself to the deputies — not to the 
Assembly. He denies the right of the committee to ask, in the name of Alsace, for the con¬ 
tinuation of the free commerce in tobacco in that province. They do not represent the people 
there, he states, but a few greedy tobacco growers and dealers. 

Alsace must sacrifice its tobacco privilege in the interests of the state. The proposal made 
by Rewbell in his bill (n. 1071) to tax the consumer would, if enacted into law, establish a 
worse system than the old regime, for every man’s tobacco pouch must then be examined. 
Arguing from the decree of 1789, which permits the state to use private property when neces¬ 
sary, the author insists that this provision applies also to the property of tobacco growers 
and manufacturers. He distinguishes three classes interested in tobacco: growers, manufac¬ 
turers, consumers, and indicates to what indemnities each is entitled when they are deprived 
of freedom to cultivate or trade in tobacco. An account is provided of the prices of tobacco, 
of the profits derived from it, and of crops harvested in Alsace. (These figures vary widely 
from those given by the deputies in n. 1079.) The loss of the right to grow tobacco could be 
compensated for by premiums to those who cultivate flax and other products needed by France. 
The amount of premiums to be offered, the quantity of smoking-tobacco and snuff which 
Alsatian consumers are permitted to buy at fixed prices, and the establishment of monopoly 
stores are matters considered by the author. He states that there are forty manufacturers 
in Strasbourg and ten outside of that city in Alsace. The more considerable merchants could 
be placed in the bigger factories to be established by the state in Alsace, in the general bureau, 
and in the tobacco warehouses. The lesser merchants could be attached to the warehouses 
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of the districts, and the workers could be employed in the factories and other departments 
of the government tobacco monopoly. 

The author concludes with some general observations on taxation and the expenses of the 
nation, which cannot be met by taxes replacing that on tobacco. He pleads with the Assembly 
not to abolish the tobacco tax.

Roederer, as chairman of the committee on taxation, presented the second {cf. n. 1063) 
proposed decree on January 29, 1791. Its provisions were: (I) cultivation, manufacture, 
and sale of tobacco to be freej (II) importation of manufactured tobacco to be prohibited, 
(III) leaf tobacco, to be brought into designated ports only and to pay a duty of 50 francs 
the cwt.; (IV) leaf tobacco permitted to be stored in administration warehouses for a year 
and re-exported without payment of duty; (V) the manufacture and sale of tobacco not 
to be allowed without payment of a license tax, to be fixed; (VI) a government admin¬ 
istration to be established' to manufacture and sell tobacco for the benefit of the treasury, 
which company is not to be required to pay the import duty. 

The plan of the committee was discussed at considerable length in the Assembly and 
opposed by Mirabeau (&. nos. 1081, 1085), Delaville-le-Roulx (&. n. 1083), Bouchette 
{v. n. 1086), et al. The most important speech favoring the plan was made by Roederer 
(v. n. 1089). (See the historical comment following n. 1089 for the disposition of the 
proposed decree.)

T he subject of the tobacco tax now under discussion is intimately connected with the 
general fiscal system. The author will, however, consider only the last bill (u. supra). 
The plan does not provide for the sale, by the administration, of tobacco at a fixed price. 
It is necessary to examine its provisions, to determine whether or not they are compatible 
with the interests of French commerce. 

It is a palpable contradiction to permit the free cultivation and importation of tobacco and, 
at the same time, to tax its manufacture and sale in France. It was the author’s belief, three 
months earlier, that the tax on tobacco should be eliminated because of sufficient other taxes, 
or replaced by a better tax, or that the old monopoly be continued. But it now appears that 
the revenue on tobacco is indispensable. It would seem necessary, therefore, to determine 
whether it would be an error to abandon the tobacco monopoly system. 

The duty proposed in the bill under consideration would be inadequate as a source of revenue. 
It is ineffective as a protective tariff, for even though American tobacco costs three times as 
much as the French domestic product, it will still be imported. Furthermore, with cultiva¬ 
tion free and no monopoly established to receive and warehouse tobacco, foreign merchants 
would fear to ship their tobacco to an unstable market, which would lack established con- 
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signees. The committee’s bill, therefore, would produce little revenue, promote fraud, de¬ 
stroy French commerce with America (an important branch of France’s trade), injure agri¬ 
culture (through overproduction, soil exhaustion, etc.), and be unfair to those sections of the 
country where there has always been freedom to cultivate tobacco. 

Count Mirabeau proposes the following as a substitute measure: The entire tobacco commerce 
to be reserved by the nation for the benefit of the public treasury. Designated deputies to 
supervise this monopoly. Snuff to be sold by the government monopoly at 2 livres, 8 sous 
the lb., or 3 sols the oz., and smoking-tobacco at the same price. Importation of foreign manu¬ 
factured tobacco to be prohibited. Foreign leaf to be imported, warehoused, and sold by the 
government monopoly. The cultivation of tobacco to be prohibited. Those provinces which 
have heretofore enjoyed the privilege of free cultivation to retain it until 1796. Indemnities 
for withdrawal of the privilege to be settled upon by a committee. A penal code, with more 
moderate fines than heretofore, to be devised. The king to be requested to free tobacco 
smugglers who have been unable to pay their fines. Those smu^lers found guilty of violence 
or rebellion, however, to be subjected to the present punishments (galleys, etc.). Cf. n. 1076.

30, 1791: “Your report on tobacco seemed to me to have a great success—but what will Alsace and 
Flanders say of it?” (Ill, p. 34) 

The same work contains a letter of the Count de Montmorin to Mirabeau, February ii, 1791: “They 
are warming up the tobacco affair as well as that of the [duties on] entrance to Paris . . . that of tobacco 
is more embarrassing, for if one takes the side of permitting cultivation, there is a certain sacrifice of 
about 30 millions which must be made up on other things and in a more annoying way; on the other 
hand, if cultivation is forbidden, the officials will not fail to attribute their ill-success to this prohibition. 
Things are not going well in Alsace.” (Ill, p. 33) 

Mirabeau, the idol of the populace at the period of his address, was elected president of the Assembly on 
the day following his delivery of the Discours, January 29, 1791. He died a few months later.

T he authors have been commissioned by the township and merchants of Strasbourg to 
indicate to the Assembly committees on taxation and commerce the dangers which must 
result from the suppression of tobacco cultivation in Alsace. They had been sustained in their 
statements by the deputies of the two departments of the Rhine. The arguments, now ad¬ 
vanced, will sufficiently demonstrate the impossibility of benefiting the public treasury, if 
the free cultivation of tobacco in the Rhine departments is prohibited. 

Objections are expressed to statements made by the anonymous pamphleteer (n. 1080) who 
criticized the opinions of Rewbell (n. 1071) and those presented in n. 1079. Readers are in¬ 
sistently reminded that the present writers are the official representatives of Strasbourg, sup¬ 
ported by the deputies of that province. The patriotism and the good faith of their opponent 
is here questioned, and he is denounced as an enemy of Alsace. 

In order to demonstrate the inaccuracy of the anonymous writer, who favors the suppression 
of free tobacco cultivation in Alsace and the establishment of a monopoly on its sale there, 
the authors state that in the village of Matzenkeim alone at least 2,000 cwt. of tobacco (the 
product of 400 acres) are annually harvested. Whoever is familiar with that territory knows 
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that the plantations extend not only in the plain between Strasbourg and Schlestat, but all 
around, as far as Haguenau. Its cultivation is extremely important in the territory of Stras¬ 
bourg. The citizens received the right of cultivation from God direct, and not from any 
monarch, so that he who wishes to take this right away may be accused of impiety and sac¬ 
rilege! Alsace produces about 50,000 cwt. of tobacco annually from about 10,000 acres; most 
of the tobacco raised is exported. The proposed tax of 50 livres the cwt. on imported leaves 
is exorbitant, and would only encourage smu^ling. The interests of commerce, combined 
with that of the public treasury, would best be served by a tax of 25 livres the cwt. on tobacco 
imported by the administration.

T he speaker is opposed to the plan to establish an administration for the tax on tobacco. 

M. Dupont de Nemours has stated that the general tobacco monopoly annually processed 
26,000,000 lbs. of leaf, which produced 16,000,000 lbs. This,_at the flat rate of 60 sols the lb., 
creates a revenue of 48,000,000 livres. It is easy to establish the falsity of this statement. 
American leaf tobacco does not lose more than 5 per cent in weight during the process of 
manufacture, and European leaf not more than 10 per cent. The administration has a treaty 
with Robert Morris (but a. n. 950 n. 3) to take 40,000 hogsheads of tobacco, weighing 1,000 lbs. 
each. It buys, besides, 10 or 12,000,000 lbs. elsewhere in Europe. That is 50,000,000 lbs. 
of leaf, amounting to at least 45,000,000 lbs. of manufactured tobacco, producing a revenue 
of 135,000,000 livres. 

Details are provided of the cultivation of tobacco. The author insists that this plant benefits 
rather than harms the soil. He is of the opinion that domestic cultivation will not affect 
general commercial relations with America. If France no longer requires American tobacco, 
the United States cannot be offended. The manufacture of this commodity in France gives 
employment to unskilled labor. Those who maintain that tobacco is a luxury, and that only 
its consumers should pay the tax, ignore the benefits which the people would derive from 
cheap tobacco. The author demands general freedom to cultivate, manufacture, and sell 
tobacco, because this system will be of value to the nation. 

Revenues cannot be obtained from any tobacco tax without resorting to the former cruel 
punishments for smu^ling. Eliminate the tax, and tobacco will be cheaper and smuggling 
will cease. It may be objected that an indirect tax must be imposed to take the place of the 
tobacco tax. This is a simple matter; such taxes could be derived from liquor, stamps, etc. 
Foreign manufactured tobacco should be prohibited, though the French have little to fear 
from the competition of that commodity. It will aid navigation to moderate the duty on 
American leaf tobacco carried in French or American ships. Article VI of the Assembly bill 
under consideration, which provides for a national administration to manufacture and sell 
all tobacco for the benefit of the public treasury, is specifically condemned by the speaker.

I T WAS the opinion of Mirabeau {v. n. 1081) that the plan of the committee for obtaining 
revenue from tobacco could not produce 8,000,000 livres annually. Roederer had asked 
the speaker some questions on the basis of his calculations. His reply includes the estimate 
of the committee on taxation that 40,000 acres planted to tobacco would suffice for the king¬ 
dom. The committee has also stated that 20,000,000 lbs. of manufactured tobacco are con¬ 
sumed annually, but Mirabeau adds a third to the total for waste in manufacture. On a basis 
of 2 livres, 10 sols the cwt., he values the import tax on foreign tobacco at 3 to 400,000 livres. 
The proposal of Roederer to tax this foreign commodity 50 livres would, Mirabeau believes, 
only prevent its importation. An internal tax of 20 or even 40 per cent on an exclusive right 
to manufacture tobacco would be ineffective because such taxes could be evaded. It should 
be acknowledged that the consumption of tobacco may increase in the future, but not suffi¬ 
ciently to yield the revenue expected by the committee. 

The speaker then submits figures for the year 1788. The net income to the state was more 
than 37,000,000 livres. He suggests that the prices of tobacco be reduced by two-fifths be¬ 
cause such a step would increase consumption and, therefore, provide a greater yield to the 
treasury. It is further proposed by him that the free cultivation of tobacco continue for six years 
in the privileged provinces, but that the crops therefrom be sold to the national administra¬ 
tion for resale. 

Mirabeau had been asked how revenue could be obtained from tobacco since the old penalties 
were abolished. He replies that, although the punishments have been mitigated, they would, 
nevertheless, be effective because the price of tobacco will be more moderate. Smuggling 
would, therefore, neither be necessary nor profitable. It is not to be forgotten, he adds, that 
the committee on taxation began its report by stating that an impost on tobacco was neces¬ 
sary because the nation required that revenue.

N O DOUBT it is regrettable to lose a revenue of 30,000,000 livres, and it remains to be 
seen what method may be contrived to collect this amount. The cultivation of tobacco 
in the frontier provinces could be prevented by the use of force, but such a method hardly 
accords with individual liberty. The departments of the frontier should, in particular, be 
leniently treated in this matter to compensate for the fact that they are the first to suffer from 
foreign invasions. The speaker remarks especially on Flanders where the suppression of to¬ 
bacco planting might well ruin the countryside. The condition of that province proves that 
this agriculture does not injure the soil within a few years, as has been claimed. 

Should the cultivation of tobacco be prohibited, it would merely encourage France’s neighbors 
to carry it on. How can smuggling then be prevented? By establishing a double line of 
troops at the frontier? If tobacco farming be made illegal, contrabandists will increase. It 
would still be necessary to mix foreign with domestic tobacco. It is only just, therefore, to 
tax imported tobacco. The inhabitants of the frontiers will be glad, then, to help enforce 
the collection of this duty.

W HILE Alsace was not affected by the salt monopoly or the subsidies, or the stamp tax, 
etc., the rise in the general tax, owing to the abolition of the special imposts, does entail 
a levy on that province. It is, also, now subjected to other, new taxes never before imposed 
there. 

The growing of tobacco is not a privilege but a natural right in Alsace — a condition which 
existed when this province was joined to France. It is all very well to state that American 
tobacco should be given preferential treatment, but not if this preference is detrimental to 
France’s best interests. Furthermore, the importation of American tobacco cannot be avoided, 
as it is required to mix with the domestic product. Schwendt is of the opinion that the high 
duty proposed by the committee on foreign tobacco is fifty per cent too high. He denies that 
tobacco cultivation exhausts the soil or requires extraordinary labor. 

The departments of the Rhine do not fear competition from the rest of France in raising to¬ 
bacco because most of their trade is with Germany. If the monopoly continues, and the 
Rhine provinces are subjected to it, Schwendt fears that the Palatinate and other parts of 
Germany will profit by this commerce, and the ancient glory of Strasbourg will depart. 
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It would not be practicable to pay indemnities [for revocation of the right to cultivate tobacco] 
to the grower and manufacturer in the Rhine provinces. Such a step would invite many 
evils: illegal cultivation and manufacture, spying, etc. The arguments employed for the aboli¬ 
tion of the salt tax and other oppressive imposts apply as well to tobacco. Schwendt pro¬ 
poses duties on import and manufacture, and, if needed, a sales tax on tobacco to provide 
the required revenue. He demands that the committee’s plan be adopted, with minor changes.

T he author did not expect, when he replied (n. 1084) to the first attack of the Alsatian 
tobacco merchants (n. 1082), that they would attempt to represent him as a criminal.' 
They do not, he protests, speak for the people of Alsace; they are but the agents of a few 
tobacco merchants, while he is an honest and patriotic citizen of that province. He reviews 
some of the arguments made by the deputies of Strasbourg. They maintain that a tobacco 
monopoly is impracticable if the Constitution is to be preserved. But the author has shown 
that they must surrender their personal rights to sell tobacco, for the good of the state — an 
opinion with which, he remarks, Mirabeau is in accord. 

The figures of tobacco harvest yields in Alsace and the quantity of manufactured tobacco 
exported from Strasbourg, as given by the deputies, are again disputed. The statement that 
the prohibition of tobacco cultivation would entail the loss of shipping on the Rhine is false 
because cargo vessels do not go from Strasbourg to Basle and the merchants of Strasbourg 
do not use this part of the river to export tobacco. By the convention of 1751 the negligible 
shipping (from Strasbourg to Mainz) is confined to Swiss, Italians, and Germans. 

In reply to the opinion that taxes could not be collected on importations from north of the 
Rhine and that smuggling could not be prevented, the author insists that a moderate duty 
could be easily collected, once custom-houses are established. The writer concludes by stating 
that the Assembly must not sacrifice 30,000,000 livres a year, and attempt to substitute for 
it a personal tax on every head of a family. The tobacco tax is voluntary, in that it is paid 
only by consumers; a general tax is paid by all. The national income from tobacco should 
not be reduced for the sake of forty tobacco merchants.

' There was, apparently, a further attack on the This pamphlet has not been traced, 
author, issued after the publication of n. 1084. 
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Secondary means applied to this tax are fiscal police to prevent smuggling; fiscal laws to punish 
contrabandists, and special courts to enforce these laws. It is generally agreed that these 
secondary methods produced a system contrary to the rights of man in society. Fiscal police 
not only guarded borders, but searched homes., Fiscal laws exacted extreme penalties. No 
one in the Assembly regrets the abolition of the methods whereby the tax was formerly col¬ 
lected. But the question is, what plan shall now be accepted? First, examination must be 
made as to what interest the nation has in any means adopted. Then, inquiry must be made 
whether the nation is justified in putting into operation the plan accepted. 

The speaker’s opponents (i.e., Mirabeau and others) proclaim that it is not unjust to establish 
a monopoly, if it does not interfere with the rights of citizens. The committee is of the opinion 
that in those provinces where the sale of tobacco has been free a monopoly would be contrary 
to the rights of the manufacturers and employees there, unless it provided for their welfare. 
In regard to the prohibition of the cultivation of tobacco the government must face the same 
situation. It must indemnify all whose livelihood is affected by a monopoly. Obviously, such 
indemnification is impossible. The government does not have the right to prevent the grow¬ 
ing of tobacco; therefore it cannot enact prohibitory laws for this husbandry. 

In regard to the nation’s interest in these matters, it has been pointed out by Mirabeau that 
32,000,000 livres cannot be derived from the consumption of tobacco unless its cultivation 
be prohibited. With that opinion the speaker concurs. But his further researches show that, 
even if free cultivation be denied, the treasury cannot obtain from tobacco the revenue pro¬ 
vided by it in the past. Among the factors curtailing this income are the enormous quantities 
of contraband now in France, and the considerable amount of tobacco grown last year in 
various parts of the kingdom. Mirabeau has proposed that all this tobacco be seized, but 
how could he force the people to surrender it ? Only by returning again to the old oppressive 
measures. The bill proposed by Mirabeau is a tacit admission of that. Since smuggling can¬ 
not be prevented by the methods formerly employed, it has been proposed that the price of 
tobacco be reduced in order to discourage fraud. But revenue would be curtailed by this 
method which, in itself, could not suppress smuggling. The import duty would still be very 
high. 

In England, where the cultivation of tobacco is prohibited, the method of obtaining revenue 
from this commodity as formerly in operation in France, has always excited the emulation of 
Parliament. The English government has never, however, been able to derive nearly as much 
revenue from a tobacco tax as has the French treasury. The fact should be recognized, there¬ 
fore, that in order to acquire 32,000,000 livres from the consumption of tobacco, the old regime, 
with all its evils, was necessary. But we should not look at the fruits of this regime (so easy 
to gather), but at its roots. We would then deplore it, remembering the despair of the un¬ 
fortunates whose blood nourished its growth. '' 

Since the old regime was abolished in 1789, the income from tobacco has been severely reduced. 
It is no longer a matter of losing 32,000,000 livres; it has already been lost. The present sys- 


O NE of the differences of opinion, during the past six months’ discussion about tobacco, 
arises from confusing the tax on this commodity with the manner of collecting it. The 
committee agrees with many who feel that the revenue of 32,000,000 livres derived from the 
consumption of tobacco should not be abandoned. While it is an injustice to charge the poor 
the same rate as the rich, for one of the few pleasures they can afford, the committee is never¬ 
theless aware that the tobacco tax has its advantages. As Mirabeau has said, it is one of the 
best of the worst taxes. It pays for itself imperceptibly from day to day; it is not exorbitant 
and it is a pleasure tax. 

This is the opinion of the committee and of a large part of the Assembly. The question is: 
how is this impost to be collected? Four immediate methods are now in force for safeguarding 
it: a double monopoly, that of manufacture and of sale; prohibition of domestic cultivation; 
exclusion of foreign manufactured tobacco; the exclusive trade in foreign leaf tobacco. 
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tern, with its prohibitions, has resulted in supplying no more than 12 to 14,000,000 livres in 
revenue, as admitted by Mirabeau. About half of this will have to be used to indemnify the 
provinces where tobacco has always been raised and whose privilege to do so is being revoked. 
We should be able to obtain as much by ^mple taxation alone. The committee’s project will 
raise 8,000,000 livres. This would come from manufacturers’ and retailers’ license-taxes, im¬ 
port duties of 40 livres the cwt., and from a national factory. 

It has been said that, if the cultivation of tobacco remained free, France would not have 
enough land to devote to the production of wheat. Yet one has but to remember, in disproof 
of this opinion, the examples of the Belgian and Rhine departments, which are rich in wheat 
and which are the only parts of the kingdom where tobacco cultivation has been permitted. 

It has now been shown that the nation has neither an interest nor a right to maintain the to¬ 
bacco monopoly. The speaker demands, therefore, that the Assembly vote on the first article 
of the bill of the committee. These are the terms: all persons shall be free to cultivate, manu¬ 
facture, and sell tobacco in the kingdom.

On the same day (February 12) that Roederer spoke. Article I of the second proposed 
decree {v. ante, p. 120) was adopted (v. n. 1092). Within the next two days Article II 
was accepted as proposed (v. n. 1090); Article III amended and adopted. By the amend¬ 
ment, the import duty was reduced to 25 francs. French ships carrying tobacco directly 
from America were to pay but three-quarter of this duty (v. nos. 1090 and 1092). A 
slight amendment was made to Article IV, which was then incorporated with the others 
(v. n. 1092, last line). Article V was tabled, and Article VI, being adopted, was num¬ 
bered V. This last article was altered in regard to exemption from duty, the administra¬ 
tion being required to pay the same tax on imported tobacco as private importers.

M 'HE decree of the Assembly, i and 4 March 1791, receives royal assent. Hereafter the 
entry into the kingdom of manufactured tobacco shall be prohibited. The importation 
of leaf tobacco is permitted, provided that it be of the growth of the United States, the Spanish 
colonies, Russia, or the Levant, and be carried only in ships of French registry or of the afore¬ 
mentioned countries. Ports of entry (twenty-two in all) are specified. Foreign tobacco, in 
leaf or in bales, of whatever origin, may enter the custom-houses of Strasbourg, Valenciennes, 
and Lille, by paying a duty of 25 livres the quintal. The same tax is chargeable on tobacco 
imported in ships of the United States, Spain, or Russia. The lower amount of duty of per¬ 
mitted foreign tobacco brought in French ships is to be 18 livres, 15 sous, the quintal.

A report on the suppression of the tobacco and salt monopolies and a projected decree 
were read to the Assembly by Roederer on March 5, 1791. Three articles of the pro- 
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posed decree were adopted. I. Beginning April i, 1792, the entry duties to cities were 
to be regulated by two administrators who would be appointed by the king. From that 
date, too, the General Farms are abolished and the leases revoked.' A number of for¬ 
mer employees of the Farms are to be retained to collect the entry duties. II. The 
finance committee is to present a decree for settlement of the Farms and for the liquida¬ 
tion of their property, etc. {cf. n. 1094). III. Upon the passage of this decree the direc¬ 
tories of the departments are to make an inventory of the tobacco, salt, and all other 
holdings of the monopoly lessees and deposit these records with the treasury {cf. n. 1098).

An address was read, on March 12, 1791, from thirteen thousand tobacco-growers 
living in the four districts of the Department of Bas-Rhin, thanking the Assembly for 
the decree of February 12 {v. ante, p. 127) which permitted the free cultivation of to¬ 
bacco. (The amended law was actually passed on March 20; v. infra.) 


A new draft, in a different order, of the articles already separately adopted on February 
12—14 (&. ante, p. 127) was read to the Assembly on March 20. It contained four (not 
five— V. ante, p. 127) articles and was enacted into law. On the same day additional 
articles, to the three accepted March 5 (&. ante, p. 127) and the three passed March 8 
{v. supra, 1l2) (concerning the suppression of the Farms), were adopted. This decree 
comprised in all seventeen articles (three relating to salt). The adaitional provisions 
on tobacco related to leases of the former monopoly factories (for periods of nine years), 
the time when payments of leases were to be made, methods for taking inventories, and 
other details of procedure.

Those 
participating to the extent of twenty or more shares are to have a voice in the management. 
Various other pertinent matters are noticed: dividend dates, stock-holders’ meetings, notaries’ 
offices where the subscription books are open, etc. A model of a share and a dividend coupon 
are appended to the tract. The company is to be formed under the name of Joseph Delaville- 
le-Roulx et Compagnie, for nine years.

The author, a successful businessman, was a member of the Etats-Generaux in 1789 and of the Assemblee 
Constituante, 1789-1791. In 1796, he was appointed municipal administrator of Lorient and, in 1800, 
he became a member of the Senat conservateur. He wrote, as well, Mon opinion sur la culture et la 
fabrique du Tabac, published in 1798. 
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On January 8, 1792, workers in the tobacco administration petitioned the Legislative 
Assembly for two months’ salary. The plea was reported on February 14, with the 
recommendation that it be tabled.

W HEN the Constituent Assembly suppressed the tobacco monopoly, it attempted to 
dispose of the tobacco on hand by discouraging, temporarily, the importation of the 
foreign product. A high tariff was placed upon foreign tobacco and this measure had, to a 
certain degree, the desired effect. {Cf- n. 1090.) Because of the high duty, however, various 
ingredients for the mixing and manufacture of tobacco have been lacking, and this factor has 
intensified smuggling. 

It is proposed, therefore, to reduce the duty on imported tobacco to 10 livres the quintal on 
leaf from French or Spanish colonies, the United States, the Ukraine, and the Levant if car¬ 
ried in French ships. That brought in in Spanish, American, Russian, or Levantine ships, or 
conveyed overland to the custom-houses at Lille, Valenciennes, and Strasbourg is to pay 12, 
livres the quintal. Tobacco carried in any other ships than those specified is to pay 15 livres 
the quintal, and the same duty is to apply to cigars.' 

In the proposed bill, which follows Destrem’s report, it is further planned that leaf tobacco 
imported on ships be placed in custom-houses tax-free for eighteen months, unless used be¬ 
fore that period. Importers are to pay the storage charges, and deputies of the excise 
administration are to have ready access to the warehouses. Contraband or manufactured 
tobacco seized by the administration is to be taxed 15 livres the quintal.

1090), formerly 18 
livres, 15 sous the cwt. on leaf tobacco, is to be 10 livres; that formerly taxed 25 livres is 
to pay 12 livres 10 sous the cwt., and a tax of 15 livres the cwt. is to be levied on all other 
tobacco, except cigars which are to pay 25 livres {cf. n. iioi-a). The duties of 10 and of 12 
livres, 10 sous are assessed on tobacco to be imported or which, at the time this decree is in 
force, shall be in customs warehouses. 

Leaf tobacco brought in by sea may be warehoused, duty-free, for eighteen months. It is 
dutiable thereafter and also if it be removed from the warehouse.

A deputation of tobacco merchants petitioned the National Convention, on October 2, 
1793, for contingent indemnity. If the maximum retail price (to be fixed by law) should 
prove to be less than that already paid to the government administration by the mer¬ 
chants, they wish to be protected against loss. On October 4 the warehouse-keepers of 
tobacco asked for an increase in the price of that commodity, above the maximum fixed 
by law, lest they be ruined. (No disposition of these pleas appears to be recorded, in 
available records.) 

In the Council of Five Hundred one of the members moved, on November 23, 1796, 
for the adoption of a resolution fixing a duty of 60 livres the cwt. on imported leaf to¬ 
bacco. Dupont de Nemours and others opposed this, asserting that the proponents of 
the project hoped for a restoration of the former tobacco monopoly. On November 30, 
the Council of Ancients rejected the proposed resolution. 

Pierre Maree demanded (March 27, 1797) that the Council of Five Hundred consider 
the matter of the tobacco tax which, under the old regime, brought in 30,000,000 crowns. 
Consideration was withheld until Count Joseph Defermon des Chapelieres read his report 
on finances, the day following. In this address it was recommended, inter alia, that the 
system of exclusive sale of tobacco be re-established. 

On March 29, 1797, that portion of the law of September 5, 1792 (n. 1102) which had 
reduced the import duty on tobacco was altered and the amount of duty fixed by the 
law of March 15, 1791 restored {v. n. 1092). This change was approved by the Council of 
Ancients on April ii, 1797. On September 29, 1797 a report concerning the resolution 
on finance of September 5 was read to the Council of Ancients. 
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LAVOISIER, Antoine Laurent (1743-1794)

T he General Farm having been suppressed in March, 179^5 officials were ordered to 
liquidate their assets and make a report by January i, 1793 - former monopolists 

did not foresee the violent character of the immediate future, they proceeded, methodically, 
to an audit of their accounts. At the end of December, 179^5 when it was clear that the 
Farmers’ reports were far from ready, Etienne Claviere, minister of finance,^ paid tribute to 
the loyalty and zeal of the former monopolists and their associates. But the temper of the 
public had become dangerously impatient. It was firmly believed that, in conjunction with 
other anti-social activities, the Farmers had mulcted the treasury of 130,000,000 livres.^ The 
Convention appointed an auditing commission, headed by Antoine Dupin, a former minor 
associate of the Farm. The commission was hostile and undoubtedly biased, for several of 
its members were once employees of the Farm, and had been dismissed. Five months later 
the former monopolists regained control of their records and continued their own audit of 
the Farm’s books. But the demand that the “blood-suckers of the Republic’s wealth” be 
punished became too vehement for denial. The Farmers were arrested in November, 1793 
and were not permitted to proceed with their final report. An indictment of serious character 
was supplied to the prosecution by Dupin. It was then (about January, I 794 ) that Lavoisier 
was requested by his former associates'’ to draw up a refutation of the charges laid against 
them. 

In the lengthy memorandum s produced by Lavoisier are recorded several of the inculpa¬ 
tions” which were directed specifically against the tobacco monopolists. The third states 
that rape was sold by the Farm at an excessive price: 3 livres, 12 sols the lb. The defense 
replies that the Farm had, actually, supplied this tobacco at less than the legally fixed price. 
Figures to substantiate this statement are provided. 

The fourth “inculpation”® relates to the excessive watering of tobacco.’ In reply to this 
charge the defense shows that the Farm bought a third more tobacco than was used in process¬ 
ing, as the inferior leaves were destroyed. There was, therefore, no necessity to add water or 
other extraneous material to tobacco in order to increase its weight. It would have been

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simpler merely to retain the imperfect leaves. The records prove, Lavoisier goes on to say, 
that a considerable part of the added water* evaporated before the tobacco was sold and that 
the price to retailers was calculated on the dry weight.' It is argued, in answer to that part 
of the indictment charging adulteration, that the Farm had itself undertaken to rasp tobacco 
in order to prevent any fraudulent additions to the pure tobacco by dealers. The practice 
thus curtailed by the Farm had been formerly in vogue among vendors." 

Dupin'' delivered his report to the Convention on May 5, 1794. He asserted therein 
that the monopolists’ accounts were incomplete and that their reports of the financial 
situation of the Farm were inaccurate and inadequate. The crime of “la mouillade” 
was again stressed. It was then decreed by the Convention that the accused be brought 
before the Revolutionary Tribunal.

The manuscript is complete through the “troisieme inculpation.” Leaf “D l” [pp. 21—22]," here lacking 
appears in the printed text under the heading “Quatrieme Inculpation relative a la Fabrication et a la 
Mouillade du Tabac Rape,” and includes the accusation itself, four paragraphs of the reply, and a table. 
The published version then follows the text of the MS. (folios “D 2”—“D 6”), except for a brief para¬ 
graph at the head of “D 2” relating to the manufacture of snuff, “la mouillade,” etc., and an excised 
portion on the verso of “D 3.” Replacing this deleted passage in the MS. is an insertion, apparently 
in Lavoisier’s hand. This substitute copy, with some minor textual variations, appears in the printed 
text, which, however, omits the two paragraphs which follow it, in the original MS. The omitted para¬ 
graphs deal with the criticisms of the free tobacco factories, established since the suppression of the 
monopoly.'^ The fifth to eighth “inculpations,” inclusive, are lacking in the MS. which concludes with 
the ninth, tenth, and eleventh “inculpations.”'^ (These do not deal with, or refer to, tobacco.) 

The text employed by Grimaux includes the corrections made in the MS. by Lavoisier, except for some 
trifling deviations or omissions. 

Lavoisier, one of the outstanding scientists of France, entered the Farm in 1768. He was a titular 
Farmer General in 1779; one of the regular Farmers in 1780. From all accounts he seems to have been 
an excellent official, who placed his great scientific attainments at the disposal of his associates and, 
according to his understanding, of the public. The temper of the men who controlled France during 
the Terror, however, was not to be influenced by the honorable reputation of any of the Farmers. That 
a man had been a monopolist or a managerial associate of the hated Farm, was, ipso facto, certain proof 
that he was guilty of the various crimes then charged against the ex-Farmers. Those predecessors who 
first brought the Farm into ill repute were beyond the reach of all official tribunals. 

Despite Lavoisier’s refutation of the charges and the intercession of Mme. Lavoisier in behalf of her 
husband and his associates, the Farmers were guillotined after a meaningless hearing before the Revo¬ 
lutionary Tribunal.

T he law of the previous 9 vendemiaire [30 September 1797], Article 94, provides for an 
increase of duty on foreign tobaccos in expectation of a yield of 10,000,000 francs. But 
the legislature did not expect that this amount would be derived solely from duty on foreign 
tobacco. It planned the adoption of other measures to supplement that revenue. 

Present duties are 18 francs, 10 sous the cwt. on tobacco brought in by land and on French 
ships, and 25 francs the cwt. if carried in foreign bottoms. The annual return is 1,800,000 
francs. To obtain a yield of 10,000,000 francs, the duty would have to be 163 francs the cwt. 
—an obvious impossibility. Such an impost would encourage smuggling, increase domestic 
tobacco cultivation, etc. It would, further, bring about a deterioration in the quality of to¬ 
bacco manufactured in France because expensive foreign tobaccos could not be used, only 
inferior domestic blends. 

Augmentation of revenue can be obtained neither from large increases in import duties, nor 
from a re-established monopoly, nor from a manufacturers’ tax. The last, alone, is a method 
which would invite abuses. The consumption of tobacco in the republic and its associated 
provinces is, roughly, 40,000,000 lbs. annually. ^Vith a manufacturers tax at least two-thirds 
of this would escape the levy, because insignificant quantities of tobacco would be made up 
in small factories where checking would be difficult. The Constituent Assembly abolished 
the monopoly and permitted free cultivation of tobacco. Its committee proposed to continue 
the manufacture of foreign tobacco, as heretofore, in the seven factories then existing, for the 
benefit of the national treasury. However, under the influence of oratory, the Assembly sup¬ 
pressed the latter measure on the ground that it was contrary to the principles of liberty. 

Since this revision, the question of tobacco taxation has been frequently discussed. Plans to 
increase import duties have been rejected. It was feared that the old abuses of the abandoned 
monopoly would return. Villers is not now proposing a new regime, he says, but merely 
presenting measures to increase the revenue of tobacco, as provided by law. He therefore 
offers a bill whereby (i) a duty of 50 francs the cwt. would be imposed on tobacco imported 
by land or on French vessels, and 60 francs on that carried in foreign bottoms; (2) a govern¬ 
ment system of selling tobacco, in competition with private dealers, be established and, (3) 
the tax per acre for land cultivated in tobacco be increased to 40 francs. The sale of tobacco 
by the government, Villers insists, will not be a monopoly, for private dealers will continue 
to conduct business. But even if the government were the sole vendor of tobacco that fact 
would not contravene the principles of liberty. The government already monopolizes^ money 
coinage, the post, etc. for the public good. Such sales would, indeed, stabilize quality and 
prices. Government tobacco, unlike that of private manufacturers, will be unadulterated. 

If nationalized factories once again reached their old perfection they could produce 24,000,000 
lbs. of tobacco. Taxes on 15 to 20,000,000 lbs. of this could be relied upon. Together with 
the increased tax on domestic cultivation, there would be a revenue yield of ii to 12,000,000 
francs annually. The eight existing government factories and their current utility are then 
described. The author defends the rise in taxation on tobacco. He cites Jefferson and Franklin 
as authorities who warned planters against concentrating on tobacco culture in America. 
Emphasis on this crop is even more pronounced in France. The operation of the project 
proposed by the speaker is then explained. A resolution of the Council of Five Hundred, 
which embodies Villers’ plan, concludes the tract.

Villers, a member of the secular clergy, was presiding over the Conseil des Cinq-Cents at the time his 
report was made. 

At the conclusion of a report (December 5, i 797 )j Villers presented a plan supplementary 
to that made by him November 11,1797 (n. 1 103). It was attacked (December 14) by Riou 
de Kersalaun (n. 1103-A) and others, who protested that its adoption would ruin many 
families in the Bas-Rhin Department. Discussion continued on December 15, with the 
majority of the members involved, including Woussen (i;. n. 1104) and Tallien {v. n. 
1104-A), disapproving of the plan. The Council of Five Hundred thereupon rejected it. 
Tallien was appointed head of a committee to formulate and present another bill.

T he speaker approves of indirect taxes for various (obvious) reasons presented by him 
here. He adds that they are not incompatible with liberty and it is not essential that 
they be attended with tyrannous methods of collection. It is the opinion of some that the 
Revolution came about in order to destroy indirect taxation. Riou believes, however, that 
indirect taxes were suppressed in order to produce the Revolution! That suppression deprived 
the crown of financial resources and thus its principal supports were undermined. The re¬ 
public must be consolidated by assuring its public revenues. It was provided by a recent 
law that tobacco produces 10,000,000 livres revenue annually, but the project of the finance 
committee will not accomplish this. 

When trade is again stabilized (after the war), the price of tobacco will decrease as the hazards 
of commerce are removed. This commodity will command its former prices: 30, 35, and 40 
francs the cwt., delivered at French ports. The committee’s project, however, would place a 
tax on this article almost double its price. This procedure not only violates the principles of 
political economy, but would encourage smuggling. Factories will spring up, just beyond the 
frontiers of France, to manufacture snuff intended for illegal sale here. The proposal of the 
committee, furthermore, will interrupt French trade with the United States. Unless France 
purchases their tobacco, they will not buy the products of France, and they will institute 
tariff reprisals. The relations of these two countries will become seriously strained. 

Is the republic, the speaker asks, to enter into competition with private manufacturers of 
tobacco and thus ruin the very persons whom it expects to pay these heavy import duties? 
In fact those who favor the committee’s plan expect the disappearance of private competi¬ 
tion in order to establish national manufacture. Riou provides an elaborate calculation in 
order to demonstrate that the high initial governmental expenses for those factories would 
allow a yield of but 1,652,500 francs the first year and not the 20,000,000 expected by the 
committee. Actually there would be no net proceeds the first year because of costs involved 
and, as the treasury would be unable to meet these expenses, the threat of a new monopoly is 
imminent. As soon as the committee’s project is rejected, the author promises to introduce 
a plan which will be practical.

T he plan of the finance committee, as the speaker understands it, comprehends on one 
hand the exportation of 37,000,000 francs in specie and, on the other, the imposition of 
46,000,000 in taxes in order to obtain a yield of 8-10,000,000. A loss of 10,000,000 francs in 
capital would immediately ensue from the vast reduction of domestic cultivation. Despite 
the committee’s professed objection to a monopoly the effect of their proposed prohibitive 
duty on imported tobacco will be to crush the private manufacturer and create a government 
privilege, since the official factories will be free of the import tax. The committee says that 
it desires free cultivation of tobacco to continue, but they are, in actuality, suppressing this 
industry by the prohibitive tax they plan to place on every acre sown. The ostensible purpose 
of this part of the plan is to discourage domestic culture of tobacco so that more of it will be 
imported and thus augment the revenue. In effect it will completely suppress tobacco farm¬ 
ing in France. It is obvious that low priced, domestic tobacco manufactured in small private 
factories can successfully compete with foreign tobacco manufactured by government plants. 
These small factories will be ruined if the home industry in tobacco cultivation is discontinued. 

The republic was not founded to carry on the traditional acts of kings: to destroy freedom of 
manufacture and agriculture. It will not approve a plan for enriching foreign nations by 
exporting 37,000,000 livres (in specie), according to the committee’s own figures, to purchase 
tobacco abroad for manufacture in France. And this exportation of specie would increase as 
the demand for tobacco grew. The argument that the French can pay for this raw tobacco 
by exporting their products to America is specious, as these products also represent wealth. 
Furthermore, French luxury industries have not yet been restored to their pre-Revolutionary 
efficiency. Their full production is required in order to exchange goods for absolute necessi¬ 
ties, and the tools for manufacturing raw materials. 

It would be wiser, therefore, to continue to grow tobacco in France, thus reserving its specie. 
The proposed taxes, too, would involve the establishment of the same army of officials which 
brought such odium on the old regime. The continuance of cultivation in France will, on 
the other hand, add to the nation’s wealth. His opponents, Woussen says, have stated that 
the French consume 40,000,000 lbs. of tobacco annually. If all this were produced in France 
and sold for only 10 sous the lb., that alone would add 20,000,000 francs to the national wealth. 
Even if half of the consumers prefer foreign tobacco, despite its high price, there would still 
be 10,000,000 francs produced internally. Furthermore, some parts of France raise such ex¬ 
cellent tobacco that it has a market among neighboring peoples—perhaps 5,000,000 lbs.— 
which yields a further gain of 2,500,000 francs. 

Further refutation (part of it scornful) of the committee’s plan is made by Woussen. He is 
particularly indignant over the proposal to tax each acre under tobacco cultivation, pointing 
out that, since the crop is a risk but the tax a certainty, the cultivator could be ruined.

Opinion of Tallien 
opposing the plan of the finance committee on tobacco. Meeting of 25 frimaire year 6 [15 December

T he necessity to increase the government’s revenue is admitted, but the interest of those 
who pay the taxes must also be considered. The (finance) committee’s proposal (y. n. 
1103) is then stated by Tallien. This plan provides for an immense import duty—a project 
certain to provoke retaliatory tariffs. Spain, Italy, and Portugal will profit at the expense 
of France. Frenchmen will not be able to sell their products abroad because of the lower 
prices of foreign competitors. To establish a governmental sale of tobacco, with nationalized 
factories, would have even worse effects. The government, being relieved of paying the high 
duty, would be able to undersell and, consequently, ruin the private manufacturer. The 
wealth of the government would thus be employed to destroy private wealth and industry. 
Furthermore, the initial cost of the proposed enterprise would entail the use of all the revenue 
derived from it for several years. 

Tallien disagrees with the committee’s argument that government control of tobacco and its 
regulation of coinage are comparable. He further contends that a tax on each acre of tobacco 
planted would serve to destroy this cultivation. The committee admits that the purpose of 
this provision is to discourage tobacco growing in France. It is the speaker’s opinion that this 
step is tyrannical and impolitic. After some further observations, Tallien proposes that the 
committee, with the addition of several members experienced in such matters, present a new 
plan. This must provide a duty on both raw and finished tobacco that will not be inequitable 
nor so heavy as to encourage smuggling. The duty on the raw product must be paid by the 
manufacturer and that on finished tobacco by the consumer. Thus the interests of the 
treasury, of agriculture, of industry — and the liberty of citizens — will be preserved.

Tallien was a prominent revolutionary leader during the Terror and the Directory. He was instru¬ 
mental in the fall of Robespierre. 


The report on Tallien’s plan was presented February ii, 1798. The proposals then made 
are the same as those in n. 1105. After a debate in the Council, the measures were 
adopted on March 8. The plan was further debated in the Council of Ancients. It was 
rejected by them on April 21 and, therefore, not enacted into law. The project which 
succeeded it was presented by Bailleul, September 3, 1798.

T he urgency of the situation is such that the Council resolves: i. Nothing is to be changed 
in the laws regarding free cultivation of tobacco in France. 2. Manufactured tobacco 
from abroad will continue to be forbidden. 3. Leaf tobacco from abroad will continue to pay 
the import duty fixed by the law of 22 germinal year 5 [ii April 1797]. 4. There is to be no 
change in the rules for warehousing leaf tobacco imported from abroad, as provided by the 
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law of 5 September 1792. 5. A duty of 10 sous the lb. will be imposed on tobacco manu¬ 

factured in existing factories, and those established hereafter, no matter what the source^ of 
the leaves. Smoking-tobacco will pay only 6 sous the lb. 6. In order to obtain the reduction 
in duty for smoking-tobacco, manufacturers must permit officials to check the varieties of 
tobacco during its production. They have three months in which to pay the duty. 7 - Manu¬ 
facturers must announce the arrival of shipments of leaf, three days before receipt, to col¬ 
lectors of the tax. Carriers must have receipts from customs officials if leaf is brought from 
abroad, or from other officials at the point of loading if domestic leaf is carried. 8. Where 
suspicion of fraud or adulteration of tobacco exists, tax officials have the right to check on 
the kind and quality of tobacco, but their searches of manufacturers’ premises must be in 
conformity with constitutional guarantees. 9. Costs of executive measures for enforcing the 
present law must not exceed 10 per cent of the net proceeds, etc. 10. The (local)^ directory 
shall cause the duties to be paid on the manufactured tobacco, from the publication of the 
present law; inventory shall be taken and the taxes paid with an interim of six months, in 
six payments month by month.

Bailleul expressed the opinion that the new plan presented by him provided for a just 
and equitable tax, in that it was distributed between the manufacturer and the retailer.' 
It was essential to the efficacy of the new project, Bailleul declared, that the exact amount 
of tobacco processed in each factory be determined by the inspectors. The probable 
yield from taxes in the year 7 [September 11 ,1798 - September 21,1799], if this plan were 
to be adopted, was estimated as 3,500,000 francs through import duties and 9,000,000 
francs from the levy on manufacturers and retailers of tobacco. In time of peace this 
income would be greatly increased.

T hat part of Bailleul’s plan, which would place a high duty on tobacco importations, 
is approved by the author. The effect of this tax would be to encourage domestic culti¬ 
vation of the plant. The United States has grown rich by bringing tobacco to Europe. It 
must be evident that French commerce is adversely affected by a system which permits only 
the tobacco of M^aryland and Virginia to be manufactured in France. The Americans do 
not use French goods and they drink IMadeira and Oporto wines a kind of national unfriend¬ 
liness to France. As the present importations of tobacco vastly exceed exports, the French 
merchant marine has fallen into decay. 

The duty on foreign tobacco should be 35 francs the cwt. It is not necessary to depend upon 
America for all importations of this commodity. The French colony of Santo Domingo pro- 

1 This provision was, however, altered in the resolution when it was adopted. 
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duces tobacco superior to that grown in Virginia. In order to insure the proper value of this 
variety, importation of American tobacco into that island should be prohibited, or it should 
be required to pay the proposed duty for importation into France. Louisiana' grows tobacco 
superior to the American kind, and its product is cheaper. Tobacco brought in in French 
vessels should pay a tax of only 15 francs the cwt., instead of 35. This is, says the author, 
a required amendment to Bailleul’s bill which proposes a reduction in duty of only a fifth of 
French ships.

The French colony of Saint Domingue (soon to become independent) was then one of the most prosperous 
of tropical settlements. Leborgne de Boigne had been appointed secretary of the commission sent to 
the island to assure its pacification after the negro rebellion. He remained there as an administrator 
and succeeded (1792) in bringing about the passage of the law recognizing the political rights of the 
negro. He was elected (1798) deputy for the colony in the Council of Five Hundred, in which capacity 
he continued for several years. 


In the debate on this proposed law, one opponent asserted that it was essentially the 
same as that of Tallien {v. ante, p. 141). The principle of a tax on tobacco was approved 
by the Council of Five Hundred, but various objections were made by them to Bailleul’s 
proposal, which was returned to the finance committee. 

Within the next few days (from September 8, 1798 on) several articles were adopted, 
some having been amended. One of the changes required that manufacturers alone 
(not retailers) pay the levy referred to in n. 1105. Bailleul read his amended Resolution 
on September 19 (n. 1105-B). This contained an additional provision: that tobacco 
in warehouses also pay the import duty. This provision was promptly adopted by the 
Council.

T he majority of the thirty-two articles here published contain amendments to Tallien’s 
plan (n. 1105). The specific amount of duty on foreign leaf tobacco is set at 30 francs 
the cwt., unless imported in French ships. The duty, then, is to be 20 francs. The tax on 
tobacco processed in France is reduced. Other articles deal with the calculation, by municipal 
authorities, of tobacco manufactured in their districts, based on the number and kind of 
machines employed; and when and how tobacco taxes are to be paid. The Resolution deals, 
further, with procedure for declaration of warehoused tobacco, tax-payments, penalties for 
false swearing, procedure of executive bureaus, duties of tobacco manufacturers in posting 
their factories, etc., and penalties for violations of law by them. Drawback of two-thirds of 
manufacturers’ tax is to be allowed upon exportation. Details are provided of manufacturers’ 
certificates of exportation and official procedure of their registration, etc. and of equal division 
of fines between municipalities and the public treasury, directions for returns of tax reports 
by local and central authorities and tax protests to the central administration (the court of 
last resort in these matters).

Bailleul, a physiocrat, was imprisoned during the Terror. Upon his release he resumed his seat m the 
Convention of 1794. He was a member of the Tribune in 1799 - Among the works from his prolific pen 
was Du Monopole et de la Culture du Tabac, i8l8. 

On September 30 the definitive draft of the resolution was approved by the Council and, 
on October 30, Jean F. P. Rossee presented the accepted bill to the Council of Ancients 
with the recommendation that it be rejected. 

Further discussion took place. On November 12 the much debated bill was approved 
and became law. A deputy of the Department of Bas-Rhin submitted for discussion, 
on May 14, 1799, three proposed alterations. Only the third, which brought smoking- 
tobacco and carotte within the provisions of Articles XXI-XXV, was finally approve .

at work on tobacco farms, which require many hands. Consumption of tobacco in 
France is very considerable and, if good tobacco be produced, the industry will thrive. 
The Farmers General paid 14,000,000 livres for foreign tobacco and smuggling cost 
them 3,000,000 more. Home-grown tobacco should, therefore, be worth 17,000,000

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livres to the state. In reply to the objection that tobacco cultivation replaces other 
produce of the soil, De Villeneuve states that not all the land of France is fertile. 
Tobacco is grown on lands now useless for other crops. 

The history of tobacco, its initial discovery in America, a botanical description of 
several cultivated species of the plant, etc. occur in the first chapters. De Villeneuve 
mistakenly remarks that this plant is indigenous to Africa and Asia, as well as America. 
He makes the suggestion, in one portion, that an account of the terrible despotism of 
the tobacco monopoly in France should be written so that future generations would 
never again submit to such a tyranny. The temperate zone, it is noticed, produces 
the best tobacco. Meterological observations made in Hungary in 1775 and 1776 are 
reported, with a monthly schedule of the temperature and an explanation of its rela¬ 
tion to the cultivation of tobacco. Several chapters deal with the kind of soil re¬ 
quired, fertilizer, acreages, etc. A small farm (eight acres) will produce a much 
larger profit per acre than one of forty acres, for the former can be operated with 
greater economy. Mention is made of various garden vegetables which could be 
grown in place of tobacco in the event that frost kills the latter crop. 

All the details of cultivation, harvesting, curing and preparation, manufacture and 
selling of smoking- and snuff-tobacco are painstakingly given. An account of the 
costs and profits of farming, processing, and distribution is provided. In the supple¬ 
ment information is given on tobacco cultivation in the countries listed in the title, 
including tables of the cost of transportation from each place to France. Concluding 
the work is a list of books on tobacco, “drawn from the King’s library,’’ containing 
about three dozen titles of original works.

The species described are N. Tabacum, N. rustica, N. glutinosa (some¬ 
times called, the author observes, “tabac do Mexique”)? which was introduced to 
Brazil in 1789, and N.fruticosa. A part of the treatise is devoted to explanatory 
accounts of the two colorful illustrations which accompany it, and of the plan of 
Cachoeira, the district described in the text.

T he report given to Father Giovambatista by Count Vitturi is here summarized. 

The count, having been appointed superintendent-general of agriculture in E)al- 
matia by the Venetian Senate, had made an inspection of the state tobacco plantation 
at the little town of Nona in Dalmatia. 
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A brief physical description of Nona is given. It had had a large port, now closed. 
The tobacco plantations, about eight years in existence, cover fertile ground which 
has lain fallow for generations. There are 1,240 fields sown to tobacco which are 
farmed by imported Italians, as well as by neighboring villagers. On some occasions 
1,700 farmers labor on these plantations, but usually only 800. Count Vitturi makes 
some able suggestions for improvements on the plantations and concludes his account 
with an appeal (in which his editor joins) for reform of the antiquated agrarian laws 
of Venice. 

Father Giovambatista points out in his notes that excellent tobacco is being produced 
at Nona in stony ground. The mortality among the laborers there, which was 
originally caused by miasma from the long-fallow ground and a stagnant stream, is 
rapidly decreasing. The wages of men and women laborers are stated. It is Count 
Vitturi’s desire that this plantation supply all the tobacco required by the State of 
Venice and thus eliminate importations of this commodity. The annual consumption 
in the State is 2,500,000 lbs. To supply this would require an additional 1,030 to¬ 
bacco fields.

The 
negative results of various remedies used in the treatment of the ailment are described. 
Having observed that tobacco was employed to cure mange in animals, the author 
applied an infusion of tobacco and water to poor patients suffering from scabies. As 
a result of his success with this remedy it was adopted at the hospital where he was 
an interne. 

A prescription for the decoction, which includes two pounds of the best dried leaf, 
is provided together with directions for its application. Dr. Becu acknowledges that 
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his remedy would not be as efficacious in chronic or complicated cases of itch, or 
when the malady is caused by ah internal condition. An account is given of the cost 
of the treatment, when administered in hospitals. A large number of plant substi¬ 
tutes for tobacco, in the treatment of itch, are supplied.

SCOTLAND, Barons of the Exchequer 

[AUTOGRAPH COPY OF A LETTER. TO THE LORDS COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
TREASURY.] Edinburgh, 8th February 1793. 

T he Barons of the Exchequer of Scotland inform the Lords Commissioners of 
the Treasury that a difficulty has arisen in the department of the customs in 
consequence of the late tobacco Act. Several Acts and statutes are then recited, re¬ 
lating to subsidies and revenues. Doubts having arisen (because of some clauses in 
these several Acts) whether the hereditary and other revenues of the crown in Scot¬ 
land were protected, it was enacted and declared that all those revenues do belong to 
and are at his majesty’s disposal. But by a subsequent Act (1789; n. 966) the officers 
of the customs were thrown into a new embarrassment. This Act declared that the 
duties and drawbacks on imported and exported tobacco and on snuff, imposed by 
the Consolidating Act, should cease. New duties were imposed, to be paid into the 
Exchequer, without any notice being taken of his majesty’s rights. 

As the new subsidy, the barons remark, is the chief branch of the civil list revenue in 
Scotland, they ask if it would not be proper to have his majesty’s interest restored 
through the introduction of an effective clause in some pending revenue Act. 

A further difficulty has arisen over the matter of confiscated tobacco, the king’s share 
of which, during the two preceding reigns, had been regulated by a section in the 
Act 12 George I, cap. 28. By the Statute of 24 George II, cap. 41, sec. 27 {v. n. 769) 
it was enacted that all tobacco seized and condemned should be burned. No money 
was, therefore, payable from this source to George II for eight years prior to his death. 
This law was repealed by an Act of 29 George III, but the monies arising from the 
sales of confiscated tobaccos are directed to be made part of the consolidated fund. 

The barons submit the question to their lordships as to whether, when the Act of 
24 George II (above referred to) was repealed, the monies arising from the sale of 
confiscated tobacco should not have been restored to the civil list, for his majesty’s 
benefit. 

The writers notice that they are including a clause for the consideration of Parlia- 
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ment. They state that the appended paper contains a recommendation for the res¬ 
toration of both, or either, of the provisions in question. (This portion is lacking in 
this MS.) A request is made that future bills affecting Scotland, dealing with similar 
matters, be first submitted to the barons before they are voted upon by Parliament.

T he daily paper, “Diario de Barcelona,” had published an attack by Dr. 

Mitjavila on Spanish rappee which, he stated, was dangerously poisonous as it 
contained lead. De los Rios’ refutation of this charge was refused publication by 
the same journal. He therefore issues it as a tract. 

Various familiar medical writers, who had attacked snuff in the past, are referred to 
by the author. In defence of this sternutatory he quotes the celebrated anatomical 
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authority Giovanni B. Morgagni and the “three other lights of our century,” the 
celebrated Fredrik Ruysch, Marcello Malpighi, and Lorenz Heister. The general 
argument advanced by De los Rios is that, even if there be some lime mixed with 
snuff, the few grains that finally reach the vital organs are insufficient to cause harm. 
Dr. Mitjavila, he concludes, is arousing groundless fears by his attack upon snuff.

T his report opens with the statement that the most laborious occupation on 
the island is tobacco growing and that carelessness in this cultivation can ruin 
an entire plantation. Several pages are then devoted to directions for sowing and 
reaping tobacco. Suggestions are made for re-establishing the tobacco revenue. It 
is recommended that the control of the renta be separated from the intendancy [of 
the royal treasury] and assigned to a general director who will be responsible only to 
the ministry in Spain. A table of maintenance costs for two tobacco workers for a 
year (including all equipment) concludes this section of the report. 

Accompanying the manuscript is an account* headed (trans.): “Information on all 
the employees of the exchequer of this island, with designation of their duties and 
their pay. Compiled by the chief auditor’s office [of the treasury] for presentation to 
his lordship, the visitador general, captain-general Don Jose Pablo Valiente, in com¬ 
pliance with his communication of the third of the present month.” The contents of 
this section are explained by its heading. The report is dated at Havana, 8 July 1793 
and is signed by Jose Vidaondo.

The recipient of Vidaondo’s report, Jose Pablo Valiente y Bravo, went to Cuba in 1786 (hav¬ 
ing been appointed intendant of the royal treasury) chiefly as an investigator and fiscal re¬ 
organizer. He instituted many important reforms in the financial system of the island and 
rendered valuable services in the redemption of the expensive annuity bonds which burdened 
the royal revenue {cf. n. 1113). In 1799 he was promoted to the Council of the Indes. {Cf. 
Obras del Excmo. Sehor D. Francisco de Arango y Parreho, Havana, 1888, Vol. I, pp. 257—259 
et passim.) 

‘ While apparently unrelated, both manuscripts to the visitador general, Valiente y Bravo. i 
were probably part of a general report submitted 
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From 1789-1794 the production of tobacco in Cuba totalled 250,000 arrobas. By 1803, how¬ 
ever, production had decreased by more than a half. The diminution was attributed to scarcity 
of proper land, the concentration upon coffee growing and the vexatious restrictions of the 
tobacco monopoly. The suppression of the monopoly in Cuba, in 1817, brought about a 
revival in tobacco production. (Alexander Baron von Humboldt in Ensayo politico sobre la 
Isla de Cuba, Havana, 1930, Vol. I, pp. 225 et passim.) 

The captain-general (governor) of Cuba then was the celebrated Luis de las Casas y Aragorri. 
His six-year term (1790-1796) is referred to as “the golden age of Cuba.”

The order of August 13, 1764 authorized the for¬ 
mation of a tobacco junta, with the viceroy as chief. In New Spain the monopoly 
was established (1765) by the visitador general, Don Jose de Galvez, and factories 
were erected in the important cities. 

The progress of the monopoly is then related and the names of the various officials, 
contractors, and dates of leases listed. Cordova and Orizaba,* together with two 
other towns“ were then authorized to grow tobacco. The historical survey and the 
figures provided in his tables prove, in the author s opinion, that the tobacco revenue 
administration in Mexico is in a flourishing condition. The tables give (i) a state¬ 
ment of the gross value, expenses, and net value of the tobacco revenue since the 
beginning of the monopoly, 1765-1792; (2) a resume of costs for building the cigar 
factory at Mexico City, and maintenance from its establishment in 1770 to the first 
part of 1793, and (3) an account of the number of cigar wrappers and boxes manu¬ 
factured from June 173 I 7 ^ 9 j when the first factory for these supplies was opened, 
up to 1793. To this last is an added note on the profits accruing to the revenue from 
this source up to 179^*

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Juan Vicente Giiemas Pacheco de Padilla Hercasitas y Aguayo, second Count of Revilla 
Gigedo, was viceroy of New Spain 1789—1794. Historians are of the opinion that he was the 
most able of the viceroys of Mexico. He attempted financial reform by systematizing treas¬ 
ury accounts and made careful fiscal reports to Spain. {Cf. Los gobernantes de Mexico, Manuel 
Rivera Cambas—Mexico, 1873—II, p. 479.) Olea’s summary and tables were undoubtedly 
compiled for the use of the viceroy. 

Humboldt observes that the tobacco monopoly of New Spain yielded to the royal treasury a 
net profit of £833,400.^ Mexico then imported from Cuba nearly 56,000 lbs. of tobacco. 
Before 1794 the Cuban crop was estimated at 7,875,000, but this had been reduced by half 
(at the time Humboldt was compiling his data). Vexatious restrictions on planters were 
among the reasons, says the historian, why tobacco cultivation diminished to so considerable 
a degree. “ Of all the reforms proposed in the administration of colonial finances, the most de¬ 
sirable are the suppression of the tobacco system and the abolition of tribute from the Indians.”

D on Manuel de Sousa y Melo and his associates, citizens of Lisbon then resident 
in Madrid, have been awarded the sole privilege of supplying the tobacco 
monopoly with leaf from Brazil. The contract, signed 13 July 1794, has been ap¬ 
proved by the king. It is to be in effect for five years, commencing 25 October 17 

The conditions of the contract require delivery from Lisbon into the customary Spanish 
ports of entry, with the contractors assuming all risks. Only perfect tobacco is to 
be delivered, but permission is granted to ship any spoiled leaves to Genoa or other 
places outside Spain. An inspector is to be appointed by the monopoly, another by 
the supply agents, and, if required, a third is to be assigned by local authorities. 

Details of procedure in weighing, selling-prices, payments, etc. are given. Owing to 
risks to shipments during the current war, the contractors are to be allowed a bonus 
of 4 per cent over the net agreed price. In the event of war with Portugal the con¬ 
tract is automatically cancelled and all obligations discharged, and the surety of 
450,000 reales deposited with the monopoly for compliance with the terms of the 
contract is to be forfeited.

T his report deals with the progress of the tobacco monopoly during the pnod 
of De Arredondo’s viceroyship and was drawn up for his successor (r. concluding 
account, infra). That part of the record which concerns the methods employed by 
the viceroy to improve the tobacco then consumed in Argentina^ is of unusual his¬ 
torical interest. 

The inferior quality of the product supplied by the monopoly^ entailed either a very 
large loss in revenue or the importation of contraband Portuguese tobacco from Brazil 
to mix with the Paraguayan tabaco negro. In order to increase the income from to¬ 
bacco the viceroy was compelled to violate the decrees governing the royal revenues, 
which prohibited importation of tobacco from Brazil. He concluded a secret agree¬ 
ment which gave sanction to the smuggling of the forbidden tobacco. (A discreet 
merchant, Tomas Antonio Romero, signed a contract for the importations in De¬ 
cember 1790.) 

Romero agreed to bring in 6-8,000 arrobas and a thousand negro slaves. The king 
approved the private contract^ but it was suspended when his majesty learned that 
Romero was employing Portuguese shipping for his importations.^ The difficulty 
must, however, have been adjusted, for the MS. account treats of the subsequent 
procedure of the monopoly (i 792 -i 795 ) and indicates that Brazilian tobacco continued 
to be used to improve the mediocre Paraguayan kind. That the viceroy s Judgment 
was sound in arranging for the importation of tobacco from Brazil is evident from 
the revenue returns for tobacco of the period. The three fiscal records appended 
(a. infra) show that income from this source was almost six times as much, between 
1790-1794, as it had been in the preceding five years. 

Additional to matters concerning the Brazilian tobacco importations, etc. the report 
treats of smuggling, manufacture, and other subjects associated with tobacco, f tiese 
were provided for the consideration of the new viceroy.

The second account, made by the general auditorship of the royal tobacco adminis¬ 
tration, concerns its revenue yields in the thirteen captaincies-general of the vice¬ 
royalty in two five-year periods. These are calculated from 1789, and from 1790 to 
1794, both inclusive, with comparative figures of increase or decrease. Signed by 
Antonio Pablo Marin at Buenos Aires, 24 April 1795. 

In the third account, made by the general auditorship of the royal tobacco adminis¬ 
tration, the income is shown from sales at the capital and at Montevideo. Two 
periods are reported, from 1789 to 1791, and 1792 to 1794, both inclu,sive. The com¬ 
parative increase in income of the second period over the first is indicated. Signed 
by Marin, 5 June 1795.

De A,rredondo, viceroy from 1789 to 1795, acquired an enviable reputation as an adminis¬ 
trator. During his term of office this Spanish colony enjoyed its greatest period of com¬ 
mercial prosperity. 

It was customary for the retiring viceroy to supply his successor with a confidential report, 
and De Arredondo compiled one for the new administrator, Don Pedro Melo de Portugal y 
Villena, when he relinquished office, March 16, 1795. 

Pedro de Angelis, who edited a fragment of De Arredondo’s report in 1836® did not know 
that the present MS. had survived. It was unknown, too, to Quesada who discussed an earlier 
report of the viceroy in his article (a. supra in References). The MS. is, therefore, unpub¬ 
lished. In his account, Quesada states that he lacked information on the years from 1792 
through 1794. But, he remarks, by a happy accident, a balance-sheet of the revenues and 
expenses of the viceroyalty, 1790 to 1794, had come into his hands. He reproduces this, 
expressing regret that the portion on the tobacco monopoly is lacking. But the Arents manu¬ 
script contains these missing parts, in the three financial reports noticed above. They too 
are, therefore, unpublished. 

According to Levene {p. supra, in References) the annual revenue from the tobacco monopoly 
of that period in the Rio de la Plata was 600,000 pesos.

EXPORTS OF AMERICA. SECTION I. TOBACCO.^ 

Of all the articles which France may procure from the United States, tobacco is 
the moft important one to the inhabitants of the two countries. If it cannot be 
claffed with our moft urgent neceffities, it follows them fo clofe, that excepting 
cafes wherein the ufe of it excites difguft, the deprivation of it ordinarily difcovers 
the laft degree of mifery. 

We muft not be furprifed at its general ufe.—^The man greedy of fenfations has 
found one lively enough in tobacco; it is perhaps the only one which he can enjoy 
at pleafure without injuring his health, diminiftiing his ftrength, or fufpending his 
work of meditations . . . obfervers . . . have always wiftied that fo Ample an 
enjoyment fliould be improved and become lefs and lefs expenfive; and they can¬ 
not refledf without horror on the crime of that fifcal induftry, which, hardened by 
monopoly to increafe its profits, adulterates fnuff fo much, as to make it pernicious 
to health. 

The confumption of tobacco muft therefore become more and more confiderable, 
and the commerce of this leaf, already very important, cannot be decreafed but 
by the diminution of its cultivation; which the policy of America will never permit. 

The cultivation of tobacco is by no means proper for the European States, which 
have acquired population enough to apply another kind of cultivation to all their 
good lands. 

It is true the Alfaciens cultivate a little tobacco, and they boaft of it; but they 
would make a greater profit if they cultivated their lands for provifions. This 
experience is decifive for France, where none of thofe rich lands exift which are fo 
well known in America. It is therefore the intereft of France to get tobacco from

pensive in France. Lafayette, he observed, proposed 
the abolition of the monopoly in 1786 and had 
recommended an import duty of 32)4 sous the lb. 
This portion of the original work is a well written 
survey of the conditions affecting the French- 
American tobacco trade then. 

The second French edition (April, 1791), from 
which Barlow made his translation, contains an 
additional eleven pages by Claviere dealing with the 
controversy then agitating the French Assembly (v. 
ante, pp. 103 ff.) which matter is also excluded by 
Barlow. 
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abroad, but it muft be paid for by her manufactures: ftie may enjoy this advantage 
more fully with free America than with any other country. I will not repeat the 
reafons of it; I will obferve only, that the free Americans, having an immenfe ex¬ 
tent of lands which cannot be cleared but in the courfe of feveral centuries, muft 
have, for a long time to come, tobacco to fend to Europe, fince this production 
pays with ufury the expenses of clearing. 

It is true, that the cultivation of tobacco in America muft be farther and farther 
from the fea, and that the expences of carriage may become confiderable. 

But different confiderations place this epocha at a diftance: 

Tobacco sown in virgin soil, readily available in America, is more abundant and its 
cultivation less expensive; the numerous waterways of America lend themselves to 
cheap transportation of this commodity; the excellent tobacco, grown on the banks 
of the Ohio and the Mississippi, is easily conveyed to the sea itself, and an increase 
in the price of tobacco would not affect France, if America would give preference to 
French manufactures in exchange for this produce of their soil. 

Therefore the fpeculation, moft to the intereft of France, is to take as much to¬ 
bacco as fhe can confume from the Americans, and pay for it with her manu- 
facffures."" [M 4*"] 

In the Appendix,^ among several occasional references'* to tobacco, occurs the inter¬ 
esting observation that 

Great quantities of tobacco are alfo yearly raifed by the inhabitants of the Illinois, 
both for their own confumption, and that of the Indians; but little has hitherto 
been exported to Europe. [S s'"] 

“A ftate of the Commercial Intercourfe between the United States of America and 
Foreign Nations. Written in . . . June, 1792, by Jefferson, is given in full in the 
appendix. Several of the passages in this treatise deal with tobacco: 

Our fliips are free to carry thither [France] all foreign goods which may be carried 
in their own or any other veffels, except tobaccoes not of our own growth; and they 
participate with their’s the exclufive carriage of our whale oils and tobaccoes. 

During their former government, our tobacco was under a monopoly, but paid no 
duties; and our fhips were freely fold in their ports, and converted into national 
bottoms. The firft National Affembly took from our ftiips this privilege: they 
emancipated tobacco from its monopoly, but fubjedfed it to duties of eighteen livres 
fifteen fous the kental [quintal], carried in their own veffels, and twenty-five livres 
carried in ours, a difference more than equal to the freight of the article. 

Our tobacco, for their [Great Britain’s] own confumption, pays is. 3d. fterling the 
pound, cuftom and excife, befides heavy expences of colledfion.

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From tables publifhed in England . . . we learn that of the rice and tobacco im¬ 
ported there before the war, four-fifths were re-exported. We are allured, indeed, 
that the quantities fent thither for re-exportation fince the war, are confiderably 
diminifhed, yet lefs fo than reafon and national intereft would dictate. 

Denmark lays confiderable duties on our tobacco and rice carried in their own 
vefTels, and half as much more if carried in ours; but the exadt amount of thefe 
duties is not perfedtly known here.

The original edition of this work bore the title De la France et des Etats-Unis, ou de Vimportance 
de la revolution de VAmerique pour le bonheur de la France . . . et enfin la situation actuelle 
des Etats-Unis, London, 1787. It was translated into English as Considerations on the relative 
situation oj France and United States oj America, London, 1788. 

Barlow translated Brissot’s Nouveau Voyage des Etats-Unis in 1791, presumably about the 
same time that he made an English version of the second French edition of De la France et 
des Etats-Unis . . . 1791, which appeared as Vol. Ill of the Nouveau Voyage. . . The source 
of the latter translation was slightly fuller than the original work of 1787. Barlow’s version 
was first published in English in 1794- 

Brissot® (a leading Girondin who died on the scaffold’) writes: “I studied all the books which 
could give me light on the new fatherland which I had adopted in my heart. Dumbfounded 
by the ignorance in France, in this account, I resolved to publish a work in which I examined 
the condition of the United States ... I hoped that the picture of the future prosperity of 
the Americans would inspire my countrymen to imitate their conduct and finally win back 
their liberty . . . My treatise was published, in 1787, under Claviere’s and my name. It 
will be easily seen that all the commercial portion belongs to that profound man . . . such was 
the fear of the [French] ministry of seeing the philosophy of commerce and the prosperity of 
a free people develop that they opposed a thousand obstacles to the sale of this work . . .” 
(Trans, from his Memoires-, v. supra, pp. 

Brissot and Claviere’s work was “an argument against the mercantile theory and for greater 
freedom of trade, especially for closer commercial relations between France and the United 
States ...” (E. Ellery, p. 472).

Having made some references to the English excise law of 1643 2.22) and the 

tariff statute of ibbo’' the author observes that 

The adts which impofe thefe excife duties, are hedged round with a moft formidable 
phalanx of injunctions and prohibitions . . . 

The numerous revenue laws upon which that of 1789 (n. 966) depended is indicated 
by the fact that that Act filled “an hundred and fifty three folio pages.” [B/] 

Now if there ever was an excife law, that overftrained itfelf, that of i794j [United 
States] upon fnuff, comes under this defcription. The price was, on a medium, 
about fourteen or fifteen cents per pound. The excife was eight cents additional, 
or fixty per cent. Mr. William Smith of South Carolina was one of the principal 
advocates in Congrefs, for this law; and yet, on another occafion, he faid in the 
fame affembly, that twenty per cent, was too great a temptation for merchants. 
He was in the right, and it followed of courfe, that fixty per cent, was too great a 
temptation for tobacconifts. It has been often faid in Congrefs, that eight cents 
per pound would not be felt by the confumers of fnuff. This is very doubtful. 
But let it, for a moment, be granted. They will frill be felt very fenfibly by the 
manufadturer . . . 

It is ftrange to fay, that as much fnuff will be confumed when it is dear, as when 
it is cheap. The reverfe is always the cafe, and it is at prefent experienced by the 
fnuff makers of Philadelphia. 

The matter of reduced sales, owing to increased costs imposed by the excise, is then 
further considered, with the warning that the high tax must inevitably injure the 
credit of snuff manufacturers. [C^^-D/] 

Comparison is made between the Act of 1794 and that passed by Parliament in 1789 
to indicate that parts of the former were based upon the British Act. The American 
copy, the author notes, is far more rigorous than its model, and he deplores its op¬ 
pressiveness. [E/—Ej^] 

While this bill [Parliament, 1789] was framing, Mr. [Alexander] Hamilton invited 
Mr. Thomas Leiper, and Mr. Gavin Hamilton, both tobacconifts in Philadelphia, 
to call upon him. His motive was profeffedly to colledt information, in what 
manner an excife on tobacco and fnuff would be moft likely to do leaft injury to 
the manufadturer. The original draught of the bill contained an excife of four 
cents per pound on tobacco, which was expunged by the houfe of reprefentatives. 
[G3*>, note] 

That part of Pitt’s address to Parliament, when he introduced the bill of 1789, re¬ 
lating to the quantity of tobacco smuggled, domestic consumption, import duty, etc., 
the passage of the bill and some of its subsequent history, are here briefly recorded 
by Callender. [G4^-H3ri

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Section II of this work deals with the bill introduced in the House of Representatives 
for laying an excise on refined sugar, tobacco, and snuff; the protests made subse¬ 
quently by the merchants and manufacturers involved; the petitions presented to 
various legislative bodies and the president, and the elimination of the word “to¬ 
bacco” from the bill. 

In the memorial submitted to the House of Representatives, May 1794, it is stated 
that in the city of Philadelphia alone, (and there is fcarcely an inland town in the 
whole ftate which does not contain one manufadlory) there are at leaft twenty- 
feven manufadlories eredled; that in thefe manufadlories there are at leaft four 
hundred perfons, men and boys, hired and maintained, that the wages and mainte¬ 
nance of thefe perfons require a conftant difburfement of money; and that the 
fates of manufadlured tobacco are only to be made on a long and precarious credit. 
If, then, to the charge and rifques of fuch a trade, a tax fhould now be added, 
nearly equal to fifty per cent, upon the produce, your honorable houfe cannot but 
perceive the inevitable ruin that will enfue . . . 

To the fouthward of Pennfylvania, the inhabitants, generally fpeaking, only ufe 
the unwrought leaf of the tobacco, and few, if any manufadlories are eftablifhed: 
confequently, on this ftate, (which manufadlures only half of the tobacco that is 
manufadlured in the United States,) and her fifter Rates to the eaftward, the whole 
weight of the tax, and the odious inconveniences of its colledlion, muft fall . . . 

Before the revolution, the American confumption of manufadlured tobacco was 
almoft exclufively fupplied by Britifh manufacturers. In Pennfylvania there exifted 
but one fnuff-mill; and all the other colonies could reckon but one more. Since 
the eftablilhment of peace, the fupply from Great Britain has fo diminifhed, that 
the laft year’s importation did not exceed 1,3801b. of common fnuff; and 4,4451b. 
of tobacco, worked into fegars or Maccuba fnuff; while, on the other hand, after 
fatisfying the home demands, the grofs quantity of 30,0001b. of fnuff was exported, 
during the fame period, from the port of Philadelphia alone. (Signed by Leiper 
and Hamilton for the tobacco manufacturers of Philadelphia.) [I,*’; I/; U*’] 

Statement of the Snuff and Tobacco Manufacturers. 

Manufactured tobacco is of a late date in this country. Previous to the war, little 
or none was ever ufed, at leaft in New-England; the inhabitants there were ac- 
cuftomed to ufe the leaf-tobacco, and that of their own raifing. The manufadlure 
was begun in the large fea-port towns, for the accommodation of foreigners, and 
failors, who wanted it for their fea ftores, and to carry as ventures to those places, 
where tobacco was heavily dutied. By degrees the ufe of manufadlured tobacco 
has extended into the country . . . 

The price of tobacco by the hogfhead, in New-York, is four-pence one farthing 
per pound . . . This is cafh; no credit ever being given on leaf-tobacco, in any 
part of America. The expence of work is two-pence three farthings per pound, on 
what is called fpun or plug tobacco; only two-thirds of the leaf, on an average, can 
be made into this kind of tobacco. The lofs in ftems and dirt will amount to one 
penny per pound. Every pound of good plug tobacco, therefore, cofts the manu- 
faClurer eight-pence per pound; and the general felling price is nine-pence . . . 
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This leaves a profit to the manufadlurer of twelve and an half per cent, out of 
which he muft pay fhop-rent and be fupported. The remaining one third is made 
into the coarfer kinds . . . The profits on this part, are not far from thirteen per 
cent. (Signed by Samuel Russel, agent for the snuff and tobacco manufacturers 
of New York City.) Kf] 

Mr. Leiper, for the fnuff makers, ftated that there were feventeen fnuff mills on the 
continent. Thefe, at fixteen hundred dollars per mill, would 
produce 27,000 Dollars. 

Sixty hand mills at eighty dollars each, would yield 4,800 

Total 32,000 

Congrefs will either give up their excife on refined fugar and fnuff, or the manu- 
fadlurers will give up their bufinefs, and thus a link will be reftored to the chain 
of our dependence on the Britifh nation.

Worthington C. Ford observed that “Of all the foreigners who were connected with journalism 
in the United States at the beginning of the century, James Thomson Callender was easily 
first in the worst qualities of mind and character . . . The excise duties on spirits, sugar and 
snuff excite him to uncontrollable outbursts of anger.” {Thomas Jefferson and James Thomson 
Callender, Brooklyn, 1897, pp. 3, 5.) 

Because of a pamphlet published by him in Edinburgh, Callender was indicted for sedition in 
1793. He fled to America, became an anti-Federalist pamphleteer and journalist and pro¬ 
duced a History of the United States for rypS. In that work he included a scandal about 
Hamilton and was, perforce, required to remove himself to Richmond to escape an indict¬ 
ment issued against him in 1798. 

Jefferson befriended this journalistic gadfly, believing him to be talented and much persecuted. 
But he libelled John Adams in another work, 1800, was sentenced to imprisonment and was 
later pardoned by Jefferson. His intemperate nature, however, brought him shortly to an 
attack upon his benefactor. Not long afterwards he died in poverty.

Those who handle this commodity 
are grouped as follows: wholesalers; retailers; coffee-sellers and clubs; inn- and hotel- 
keepers, classified by the number of servants in their employ. The tax is based on 
the quantity sold by each. Information is provided on the tax liability of sellers, 
requirements for filling out returns for tax purposes, penalties for failure to comply 
with the decree, etc. In this copy the blanks contain, in ms., the name of a dealer 
who is thereby instructed to make a written declaration of his tobacco stock from 
January 1795 to January 1796, at which time the tax assessed is to be paid at Leyden.

E ach chapter in this handbook is concerned with some part of the cultivation 
and harvesting, etc. of tobacco, from seed-beds to drying-sheds. A brief his¬ 
torical account of tobacco is provided, and the general locations of plantations in 
Western Europe mentioned. A footnote in this section refers to a custom of the 
Tyroleans who chew tobacco (called by them “kuitoback”) which, after mastication, 
they dry and then smoke. 

The cultivation of tobacco could be very lucrative in Bavaria, the author observes, 
because of the large number of fallow, unused fields available. This husbandry has 
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Title of Fleischmann, 1791 

been especially lucrative at Ansbach (then Prussia), and at Nuremberg. Fleischmann 
had, he says, opened the first tobacco factory in Bavaria. The venture was a failure, 
however, owing to high taxes and the hostility of the monopolists of Nuremberg and 
Ansbach, who withheld tobacco leaves ordered by him. In 1789, the author states, 
the government of Hanover ordered the superintendent of the royal brick factory to 
instruct people in the domain of Herrenhausen in tobacco cultivation. The opinion 
that this crop is harmful to the soil is vigorously denied by the author.

A fter a brief historical account of tobacco, Lavedan gives the usual nomencla- 
^ ture of the plant, with reference to many familiar authors. One of the terms 
in this section, apparently of late origin, is “molera. ” Tobacco received this synonym, 
the author remarks, because it relieves the pain of the molars through its remarkable 
remedial properties. 

In order to preserve the original strength of tobacco in transportation the Indians 
make a strong brew of its roots. When this has cooled sufficiently the leaves are 
thoroughly soaked in the concoction. After the leaves are removed they are twisted 
into cords and placed in the sun to dry. The process of drying is concluded in the 
dark. The Indians believe that the leaves derive additional strength from immersion 
in the root-brew. Lavedan, however, questions the value of this method, believing 
that this crude treatment reduces the natural strength of tobacco. 

After some general observations on the climate best suited to tobacco, the introduc¬ 
tion of the plant into Europe as a garden ornament, the forms in which it was first 
used by Indians and by sailors, etc., Lavedan arrives at the chief part of his treatise. 
In that section he maintains the place of tobacco in the materia medica. Tobacco 
has, he says, great purgative powers. Its smoke is of considerable benefit in the 
treatment and cure of numerous maladies—the usual ones are here recorded—includ¬ 
ing the venereal diseases. Dr. Hayo' of the University of Salamanca, in 1545? recom¬ 
mended tobacco smoke as remarkably efficacious in cases of syphilis. Dr. Eusebio 
VaUi, in his essays on various chronic diseases, said that women should smoke. Pedro 
Lopez de Leon, out of his hatred of tobacco, made some unfounded statements in 
his book .3 He said that, in the kingdom of Carthagena in the Indies, he dissected 
some bodies “by order of justice” and found the livers reduced to cinders and the 
brains black as soot.'* De Leon ascribed this fuliginous (and somber) condition to 
the use of tobacco. Lavedan ridicules the assertion and refutes it. 

The four conditions advanced by Galen for the use of medicines must be observed by 
those who require tobacco: proper quality, quantity, time, and appropriate treat¬ 
ment. Lavedan affirms the value of tobacco smoke as a prophylactic in periods of

plague, and of snuff as a sternutatory, etc. The perfuming of tobacco is described. 
Those of choleric temperament must not employ this herb as its inherent “constitu¬ 
tion ” is too like their own. Eight reasons have been submitted by those opposed to 
the use of tobacco. Among these occurs the old opinion that the employment of it 
causes sterility; that it was not a necessity of the ancients; that Galen often affirms 
that smoke is dangerous to the human body, etc. Furthermore, it is charged, the 
use of snuff is a filthy habit which spoils one’s appearance, and its popularity has 
brought into disuse the laudable custom of saluting sneezers with the equivalent of 
“God bless you!”^—a custom which originated at the time of the plague in the year 
590. (Those who were about to die were thus saluted as the sneeze was an indica¬ 
tion of imminent or present illness!) But Lavedan disproves the validity of these 
arguments, with the conviction of a confirmed panaceist. His concluding chapters 
in this section deal further with the remedial virtues of tobacco and of snuff and the 
great comfort the moderate use of the herb provides to those in solitude. [A^-G,'’]

A DISSERTATION ON . . . TOBACCO. London, 1797. 

A BRIEF botanical classification, followed by several paragraphs on the nomen¬ 
clature of tobacco, opens this popular anti-tobacco tract. The history of the 
introduction of the plant and of the custom of smoking into various countries is given 
with references to, and quotations from, some familiar writers. In this section the 
Latin verses in Durante (n. 66) are reprinted with the observation that they repre¬ 
sent the “moft concife and fatiffadlory view of the medicinal excellencies of this 
herb ...” A “faithful, though not very elegant tranflation of Mr. Des Maizeaux” 
is then supplied. Of this Clarke remarks 

To this high-ftrained panegyric nothing need be added, as every thing that was 
formerly attributed to the wood of the true Crofs, in behalf of the foul, is here 
attributed to Tobacco in behalf of the body. [C,’’] 

Thereafter occur a series of quotations from medical authorities on the dangerous 
(sometimes lethal) character of tobacco taken in the form of smoke or snuff, together 
with some case histories which had come to Clarke’s personal attention. The opposi¬ 
tion to the use of tobacco expressed by various monarchs and ecclesiastics is mentioned. 
The author concludes with some earnest exhortations to tobacco users, urging them 
to desist for the good of their health, property, time, friendships, memory, and “ Lafily. 
For the fake of your foul. ”

He recites an anecdote associated 
with it: “Robert Hall,^' when at Cambridge, acquired the habit of smoking from being in 
Parr’sf^' company; and being asked why he had commenced, answered, T am qualifying myself 
for the society of a Doctor of Divinity, and this (holding up the pipe) is the test of my ad¬ 
mission.’ When presented with Clarke’s pamphlet on The Use and Abuse of Smoking, he

T he preface contains a curious account of the origin of tobacco (with reference 
to a Psalm of David), a notice of its introduction into France by Nicot, mention 
of the work by Buc’hoz (n. 953) and others, the sonnet ascribed to Graevius (p. n. 
465), and an allusion to the medicinal uses of the plant. 

An argument precedes each canto. The mock-heroic poem (in doggerel verse) com¬ 
mences with an invocation to Minerva, Truth, and a friend (one of the principal 
tobacco manufacturers). The poet sings extravagant praises of the divine herb, and 
of its “precious physical and moral” effects and advantages. He reports the dis¬ 
covery of a remarkable snuff, of such amatory qualities, that it will cause its user to

The poet acknowledges that he has found his chief happiness 
and consolation in smoking and snuffing. However poor and spendthrift he has been, 
he has never parted from his rolls of tobacco. He lauds chiefly the “twisted pipe 
(la pipe cordee) one calls Sigarre.” In his epitaph will be written that his worldly 
goods consisted of two carottes and a pipe. An epilogue contains an “envoi, to the 
members of the nasal district, department of nostrils.”

AN ACCOUNT is given of the tobacco monopoly in Prussia, which was in opera- 
xjL tion during the reign of Frederick II (v. n. 843). The anonymous pamphleteer 
finds much to condemn in that monopoly and he praises the edict of 6 June 1787 
which abolished it. (E. n. 948, concluding notes.) 

The recent war with France has brought Prussia into debt and the king, Frederick 
William II, plans, therefore, to re-establish the system as a means of reducing the 
state’s debt. A royal order, 24 May 1797, has already been issued, which prohibits 
'the importation of tobacco leaves, but the monopoly is not to be in effect before 
January 1798.^ 

The author disapproves of all state monopolies. Among his reasons for opposing 
them are the expenses entailed (an argument supported by impressive figures), the 
fact that the proposed monopoly would control cultivation, manufacture, as well as 
the sale of tobacco, and because the system inevitably encourages smuggling and is of 
chief benefit to foreigners. Alternative measures are advanced by the author: in¬ 
creased taxes on tobacco and on salt; confiscation of Catholic and Protestant church 
property. The opinion is several times expressed that a monopoly would meet with 
strong public disapproval.

T he arguments presented in the anonymous pamphlet (n. 1128) are here dis¬ 
puted. Kosmann’s chief reason for supporting a tobacco monopoly in Prussia 
is based largely on the conviction that its re-establishment (June, 1797^) represents 
a sound fiscal policy. Current conditions, too, recommended that the monopoly be 
adopted. 

He points out that adulteration of tobacco and dishonest weighing were common 
practises of the trade and that, in consequence, profits were excessive. The monopoly 
will correct these evils. Tobacco is best able to sustain a tax as it is a luxury com¬ 
modity. (Frederick the Great had attempted to discourage the use of coflFee and of 
sugar because he thought them detrimental to the health of his subjects, but people 
refused to relinquish these products both of which became tax-free in 1787. Kos¬ 
mann devotes much space to a defense of coflFee.) 

The monopoly will give security to the merchant, who can depend upon unadulterated 
tobacco and honest weights. The state can compensate the manufacturer who must 
now relinquish his factory. The only possible disadvantage to the re-establishment 
of the monopoly is the revival of tobacco smuggling and the use of informers. But 
these are minor matters in face of the state’s present revenue needs, which can be 
best met by a tobacco monopoly. The anonymous pamphleteer is condemned for his 
suggestion that church property be confiscated, but Kosmann would not disapprove 
if such unnecessary places as cloisters were expropriated.

T he extension of the monopoly system into the Philippines met with violent 
opposition from the head-hunting Igorots of Luzon. Their natural hatred of the 
foreign invaders was aggravated by the attempted seizure of their tobacco crops— 
harvests of great importance in their simple economy. That their rebellion against 
the monopoly was of brief duration, however, is indicated in the concluding comments, 
infra. 


In the proposal made by the administrator to the governor-general of the Philippines, 
it is stated that the monopoly has been sustaining a revenue loss since 1788. Re¬ 
sponsibility for this situation lies with the heathen Igorots, inhabitants of the moun¬ 
tains of Luzon province, who illegally plant great quantities of tobacco. Each year, 
until 1793, the report goes on to say, revenue officers were sent into these ranges to 
search out the crops and to inform the natives that no more tobacco could be grown 
without permission. Each year the officers offered the natives the opportunity of 
bringing their illicitly-grown tobacco to the monopoly warehouse for purchase. Again 
and again these heathen were threatened with punishment if they continued to dis¬ 
obey the law. But these infidels stubbornly refused to react favorably to the kind 
treatment accorded them. The officers, too, found it increasingly difficult to find 
their way about the mountains. 

It was decided, therefore, in 1793, to organize a regular, provincial patrol. These 
officers have been visiting accessible places where the danger of attack is not too 
great. But the revenue is still being seriously affected. The cunning natives have 
retreated to secret parts of the mountains, where their tobacco plantations flourish. 
These places are almost impregnable; it would require a thousand men to reach them. 


‘ This is in a modern hand, written on an inserted leaf. 
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In my opinion the only remedy is to follow the example of the glorious conquista- 
dores and the policy of our Most Catholic King, and by force of arms reduce this 
people to civil and peaceful life . . . like the old Spaniards we must resort to the 
rigor of arms and convert the heathen to our holy faith, although they he in wait 
on every road to slay us and to commit a thousand iniquities, for which they de¬ 
serve punishment. When they have learned submission, they will live in Christian 
liberty and rejoice in the Holy Evangelists. 

The necessity for a punitive expedition, which will convert the natives to Christianity 
and to the proper method of conducting business, having thus been explained, the 
administrator remarks that with the Spaniards now available in the islands, the 
splendid new war machines, the loyal natives, and his lordship as commander, the 
expedition must be brilliantly successful. 

And once the provinces and towns of the mountain ranges are tnbutary, the natives 
will labor in the gold mines, which will mean great and good gam for the Spaniards, 
just as it has been in the Andes. Once pacified, too, the natives can be taught to 
plant whatever crops we wish; cocoa, hemp, and especially tobacco, and as they 
like to barter, we can get their crops for practically nothing. Now, if ever, is the 
time for such an expedition, which must result in great advantage to the royal 
revenue. The tobacco can be taken from the heathen and brought into the mo¬ 
nopoly warehouses for the profit of your Lordship and the royal lease. (At the 
factory of the general administration of the tobacco revenue, Ylocos and district, 
16 October 1796, by Melchior[?] de Lalama.) 

His lordship replies that he already knows the facts stated in the proposal as well as 
the projected expedition, which he thinks might as well be started forthwith.^ Guards 
are to be enlisted and armed. Great profit will result from the total subjection of 
all the provinces. The manager is to make all arrangements; study the roads, draw 
up a plan of action, and make provisions for the widows and mothers of the men 
who will be killed in actions. When all these matters have been arranged, the expedi¬ 
tion may begin. (Manila, 31 October 1796, Rafael Maria de Aguilar.^) 

The administrator answers his Lordship, happy to comply with his orders of 31 
October . . . People who have gone into the mountain passes and the pueblos of 
these natives report how poor they are in fights, for although they appear 
at first, they lose their pride and flee precipitately, especially before firearms which 
inspire them with great fear. Already we are sending spies, disguised as wood¬ 
cutters, to learn the best roads, but the heathen throw down rocks on their heads. 

For the expedition the general manager requests that he may use the subject natives 
of the four peaceful provinces, and be given five hundred men at arms. He proposes 
to attack by three different routes, sending in five hundred men by each, with that 
person in command whom his Lordship thinks fit to appoint for the undertaking. 
The administrator confesses that he should like and, indeed, would wish to sacrifice 
his life in the service of reli^on, the sovereign, and the state, but his age and chronic 
illness make his participation impossible. However, he goes on to say, that he is 
subject to his lordship’s orders and if he commands him to go, he is obedient. The

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arrangements of such matters as the provisions to be commandeered from peaceful 
pueblos, details of the military personnel and equipment, plan of march, etc. are 
explained.

The monopoly of tobacco was instituted in the Philippines in 1781, on the personal responsi¬ 
bility of the governor-general, Don Jose Basco (or Vasco) y Vargas. Its operations were, at 
first, limited to a few provinces, but it was soon extended to Luzon. (Garcia de Torres, 
op. cit. in n. 719, pp. 34-35.) 

De Torres notices the difficulties faced by the monopoly when they forced the inhabitants to 
sell their tobacco to them. There is an interesting account in Voyage de la Perouse . . . edited 
by M. L. A. Milet-Mureau (Paris, 1797), H, pp. 351-352. Under date of March, 1787, the 
author writes (translated): “A terrible scourge started several years ago and threatens to 
destroy the remains of the happiness [of the Filipinos]; it is the tobacco impost. This people 
have so uncontrolled a desire for the smoke of this narcotic that there is not an instant in the 
day when a man or a woman does not have a cigartsJ in his mouth; children hardly out of 
their cradles contract the habit. The tobacco of the island of Luzon is the best in Asia; each 
person cultivates it around his house for his own use, and the few foreign ships which are 
allowed to touch at Manila take some of it throughout the Indies. A prohibitory law has 
just been promulgated; tobacco of all private citizens has been seized and restricted to land 
where it is only cultivated for the national profit. The price has been fixed at a half piastre 
the lb., and although consumption has been greatly decreased the pay for a day’s work is not 
sufficient to procure for a family a day’s supply of tobacco. All the inhabitants are agreed 
that 2 piastras added to the poll-tax would have brought the treasury a sum equal to the 
[national] sale of tobacco . . . Uprisings have threatened every part of the island, troops 
have been used . . . an army of officials has been raised to stop smuggling . . . some have 
been killed, but they have been promptly avenged ...” 

That the repressive measures outlined in the proposal of the administrator {supra) were suc¬ 
cessful is apparent from a comparison of the revenue yields from tobacco for the years 1790 
and 1800. The figures given in the Biblioteca de legislacion ultramarina (Madrid, 1846, VI, 
pp. 12—18) show an income of 516,401 pesos for 1800; almost twice the income from the same 
source in 1790. The monopoly was not disestablished before 1882.

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T hose parts of Burnaby’s work which deal with tobacco have already been 
recorded in n. 879. In this later edition is added a footnote, referred to in 
n. 879 at K. I: 

The tobacco growing upon York river, is efteemed fuperior to any other in North 
America; particularly that which is raifed upon the plantations belonging to colonel 
Edward Diggs, which is faid to have a flavour excelling all others. Of the growth 
of one plantation, diflinguifhed from the refl;, the tobacco is in fuch high eflima- 
tion, that colonel Diggs puts upon every hogfhead in which it is packed, the initials 
of his name; and it is from thence called the E. D. tobacco, and fells for a propor- 
tionably higher price. Some time ago, colonel Diggs having a tradl of land, feem- 
ingly of the fame quality, and under the fame expofure and afpedl as the planta¬ 
tion producing the E. D. tobacco, from which it was feparated only by a fmall rill 
of water, he diredled it to be planted; and as the produce was apparently fimilar 
in quality, colour, flavour, and every other particular, he thought himfelf warranted 
to delineate E. D. upon the hogfheads in which it was packed. Accordingly, it 
was fent to market with this recommendatory mark or token. But fome time 
after, he received a letter from his fadlor or merchant in London, informing him 
that his infpedlor or agent, had been guilty of fome great overfight or error, as the 
tobacco contained in certain cafks, which he fpecified, though marked with E. D. 
was of a different and very inferior quality to that commodity; and that if the 
fame fault fhould be again committed, it would ruin the reputation and fale of the 
E. D. tobacco. It is to be obferved, that the foil or mould had been carefully 
analifed and examined previous to its being planted; and that not the fmalleft 
difference could be perceived between that of the old and new plantation. The 
experiment, it will eafily be believed, was not repeated.

T he king has been informed that tobacco is being illegally manufactured, and 
sold in packages containing spurious names and labels. The edict of i January 
1798' is, therefore, amplified: 

'This edict contained regulations for licensing of the monopoly, etc. V. Reimann {cit. infra), 
manufacturers and retailers, liquidating the stocks pp. 319-320. 
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Licensed tobacco manufacturers are not to sell tobacco unless the proper stamps are 
attached to packages; licensed retailers may sell loose tobacco but are prohibited from 
adulterating the contents of packages; none are permitted to manufacture tobacco 
without a license. The penalty for non-compliance is confiscation, and the regula¬ 
tions are equally applicable to tobacco spinners.

U NLIKE many of the reformers who sought to regenerate victims of the tobacco 
habit, the author of this “trifling Essay” was both temperate and amiable. 
He had himself been a smoker and chewer, but he had seen the light and was, there¬ 
fore, persuaded by his friends “to throw some of (his) thoughts upon paper . . .” 

There are several quotations from the work of Maynwaring (n. 303)—here mistakenly 
ascribed to Christopher Laurent—references to case histories in which tobacco was 
employed therapeutically, reports on the dangerous effects of tobacco on the human 
system, and rambling reflections on various matters, not always associated with 
tobacco. 

A quotation will serve to indicate the author’s style and the quality of his opinions: 
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1798 AXIOM I. 

Tobacco, whether by the pipe or quid, generally causeth a spitting. 

'V 

AXIOM II. 

Spitting, by depriving the mouth of its saliva intended by nature to moisten and 
lubricate it, will make you thirsty. 

AXIOM III. 

Drought, or thirstiness, calleth for drink to supply the want of the ejected spittle. 

AXIOM IV. 

Drinking too frequently (particularly of strong drink) will intoxicate. 

AXIOM V. 

Drunkenness alas! too, too often causes you to fall out with your best friends, 
and to commit actions, which in your returning sober moment’s you are sorry for 
and ashamed of.

Ml Jones was 
appointed Surveyor or Chief Officer of Excise, at the King’s Tobacco Warehouse 
London at a Salary of £150, which, after paying Taxes, produces about £138 pr 
Annum. 

Soon afterwards he took Charge of the Custody and Sale of all Seized 
and Condemned Tobacco and Snuffs in London, and as that was a service, not 
within the Line of his Original Appointment; and Attended with some consider¬ 
able trouble and expence in consequence of the Quantities transmitted from the 
Out Ports; he applied to the Board of Excise for some Recompense, when the 
Commifsioners were pleased, to allow him a per Centage on the Grofs produce of 
the Sales; upon his paying certain incidental expences &c. incurred thereon: But 
which per Centage was last Year discontinued without any allowance being made 
him in lieu of it, although he still performs the Duty. He therefore humbly hopes, 
upon a proper Representation of his Case, that his former Allowance will, either 
be renewed, or some adequate Compensation given.

I can only plead the great kindnefs which Your Lordship was pleased to 
shew me, on the subject of the Tobacco Regulations, as any sort of an apology for 
troubling Your Lordship, though it is in behalf of a most worthy and highly de¬ 
serving person. Ml Jones, chief Officer of Excise, at His Majesty’s Tobacco Ware¬ 
houses, in this Port, and who My Lord Dynevor has lately recommended to Mr 
Townshend to procure for him some Compensation in lieu of a considerable Emolu¬ 
ment, which he has been deprived of. 

With the greatest attention and goodnefs, imaginable. Ml Townshend 
has enquired into the Merits of Ml Jones’s Case, which he has found to be truly 
stated, and much to his Credit; but, as the Commifsioner of Excise, from whom 
he had the information, may probably have spoken only to the hardship, in gen¬ 
eral terms, and not how severely it affects Ml Jones as an individual, by the lofs 
of full two fifths, or nearly one half of his Income, I hope Your Lordship will 
pardon me for wishing Mr Townshend to be made acquainted with the amount of 
the object, and particularly as Mr Jones had some delicacy in mentioning it himself. 

The truth is, My Lord, Mr Jones’s Salary produces him no more than 
£136.11.2, which is very inadequate to the responsibility of his office, now that he 
is deprived of the Emolument, in question; but if the mere etiquette of the Excise 
Board’s sanctioning a Memorial to the Treasury could pofsibly be got over, I be¬ 
lieve there would be no other impediment to his obtaining a compensation, for 
what he has lost, by such an addition to his Salary as would make him comfortable. 

I humbly beg Your Lordship will be pleased to impute my presumption, 
on this occasion, to the singular Circumstance of Mr Jones’s Case, as it is better 
known to me, than to any other person, whatever, by means of our connection in 
the management of the important businefs, at this place.

T his dissertation, submitted for the degree of Doctor of Medicine at the Uni¬ 
versity of Pennsylvania, commences with an introduction of a general philosophic 
nature. The author has, he says, been “prompted to adopt the subje( 5 t of Nicotiana 
. . . from an anxious folicitude to contribute [his] mite towards the promotion of one 
of the moft ufeful branches of fcience ...” [Bj®] 

Physicians, he goes on to say, have neglected tobacco as an alleviative medicine or 
have been prejudiced against its therapeutic uses through ignorance of its value when 
judiciously administered. As a result of various mistaken opinions this medicine 
“which would prove a valuable acquifitionW to the Materia Medica, has been almoft 
entirely expunged from modern pradtice.” [Bj'’] Determined to restore this neglected 
simple to its former honored place among useful medicines, the author conducted 
several experiments for that purpose. 

The species employed was N. Tabacum. Reference is made to some of the names by 
which the plant was known and a botanical description of it is provided. Thevet is 
credited with the statement that Indian women refrained from tobacco because, among 
other things, it prevented conception and diminished the sexual appetite.^’ While it 
is generally admitted by scientific observers that tobacco is a powerful emetic and a 
cathartic, opinions have differed with respect to its sedative or stimulating effects 
upon the living system. Brailsford is convinced that the plant has no sedative action, 
thereby disagreeing with the noted Dr. Fowler (a. n, 944). 

In his first experiment the author took forty drops of a strong decoction of tobacco, 
three hours after a light breakfast. The pulse-beat increased from 70 strokes to 84 
(the highest point) in thirty minutes, but returned to normal within an hour. Such 
reactions as dizziness, excessive perspiration, etc. are noticed. The author s first cigar, 
smoked in an experiment, forced the pulse-beat to 104 in thirty-five minutes and pro¬ 
duced violent nausea. From the first few experiments Brailsford deduced that the 
primary effects of tobacco are to accelerate the pulse and “elevate the spirits,” and 
that its secondary operation is to depress the former, and subdue the latter. Its 
indiscriminate use as a luxury, therefore, not infrequently proves injurious.

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In the interest of science Brailsford dropped tobacco juice in his eye (which then 
gave him great pain), washed his hands in liquor derived from boiling the leaves 
(which induced nausea), and destroyed several mice with decoctions of tobacco. He 
interrupts his account of experiments with chapters on the “noxious effect of tobacco 
on the human species” when smoked, snuffed, or chewed, and its prejudicial effects 
upon the moral foculty. In conformity with the opinion often expressed by physicians 
this earnest experimenter strongly disapproves of the use of tobacco as an article of 
luxury. Of all the social uses of tobacco, chewing is the most odious. 

Numerous other experiments,- of a chemical or physiological nature, were conducted 
by Brailsford. Sometimes human beings were engaged, but in most of the trials the 
subjects were animals, frogs or pigeons. The medical virtues of the plant in eradicat¬ 
ing various diseases are reported. Brailsford finds that tobacco operates on the sys¬ 
tem as a sudorific, an emetic, a cathartic, and a diuretic. Dr. Fowler’s work (n. 944) 
is here frequently referred to. Tobacco is recommended in cases of nephritis, ascarides, 
asthma, odontalgia, colic, the “iliac passion,” hernia, tympanites, obstinate ulcers, 
the itch, and phtheiriasis.

F ARMERS and those interested in husbandry are urgently advised to salvage 
tobacco stalks and to consider their potential use as potash. It has long been 
the custom to strip leaves from the plant and to leave the stalk rooted. A natural 
source of fertilizer is thus being wasted. A work by Wildenhayn^ is referred to, in 
which it is stated that tobacco stalks contain the highest percentage of potash, among 
various shrubs or natural woods listed by him. 

Von Marquard supplies a technical account of the method whereby stalks are con¬ 
verted into ashes, leaching the residue with distilled water, separating the pulp by a 
filter process, and then producing potash by means of calcination.

Von Marquard appears to have been the first to devote an entire pamphlet to the subject of 
tobacco stalks as fertilizer. Nicholl {v. Tobacco, III, p. 212) had mentioned that stalks were 
valuable for their potash content. In many places today both stalks and stems are employed 
as fertilizer for tobacco plants.

I N HIS dedicationthe author writes of his work as merely a fulfilment of orders^ 
and, with appropriate Spanish courtesy, remarks that it is not to be considered 
as a treatise of talent entided to great credit. The introduction opens with a tribute 
to agriculture, the major activity of man in all centuries. Quixoga deprecates his 
ability to write adequately on this great theme. 

He explains in detail the importance of tobacco to America, and in a few paragraphs 
disposes of such matters as various names of the plant, the chief places which culti¬ 
vate tobacco, its medical virtues, and the evils ascribed to it. In the latter paragraph 
he quotes from a few authorities and refers to the monarchs who prohibited the use 
of tobacco. The spread of tobacco’s use throughout the world, the monopoly in 
Mexico since its inception there,'* and the revenue yields from this flourishing branch 
of the treasury are matters also dealt with in the introduction. 

The main text describes, in nine lengthy chapters, the towns of Cordova and Orizaba 
(with their territories), the fields suitable for cultivation, etc., and the numerous steps 
necessary to sow, cultivate, fertilize, protect, harvest, cure, and sort tobacco plants 
and leaves. Instructions for delivery of the latter to the factory are then given.

T he author is opposed to the “prefent fafliionable and abfurd pradtice of ufing 
Tobacco for amufement only,” as it wastes the fine digestive fluid. Further, 
it has been observed that “great fpitters are never great eaters. Tobacco, ufed in 
any form, greatly affedts the nervous fyftem . . . Smoking long continued, and ufed 
too liberally, produces a tendency to apoplexy, epilepfy, jaundice, complaints of the 
breaft, &c.” [Ae'^-B,^] 

When employed as a remedy, Taylor finds much value in tobacco. Snuff-taking is 
simply disgusting; the author finds it “worthy of obfervation, that melancholy and 
mad perfons are fondeft of fnuff ... in a mad-houfe you cannot carry a more gen¬ 
erous and acceptable prefent.” [Bj*’—B3®] But a prudent use of this sternutatory 
gives relief in cases of asthma, etc.

M eerschaum pipe-bowls had been in limited use in central Europe prob¬ 
ably for more than half a century before the publication of Tomas’ pamphlet.' 

Tech¬ 
nical details are provided by the author of the matters mentioned in the title of his 
pamphlet. He remarks that meerschaum is found in Anatolia and in Greece. 

It is the author’s desire, he says, to popularize the use of meerschaums, chiefly on 
the ground of health. Bowls made from this material, unlike other substances, will

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not lose their original composition. Dangerous particles of material, loosened from 
clays, etc. often get into a smoker’s throat, but this cannot occur when meerschaum

Dunhill remarks that the first pipe really to challenge the supremacy of the ^ ^n^ 
and of the porcelain pipe in Central Europe, was the meerschaum (The name is derived from 
the German words for “sea-foam”. This substance, a hydrous silicate of magnesia, resembles, 
in its rough state, petrified sea-foam.) Karl Kowates, a Hungarian shoemaker, is tradmonally 
credited with carving the first pipe from this material. He was a skilled carver ^ho ofte 
fashioned wooden pipes for his customers. One Count Andrassy (probably 
gave the artistic cobbler a piece of rough meerschaum, which had been presented to him 
Turkey, and requested that a pipe be made from it. Kowates produced two retaining one 
for himself. The cobbler’s wax on his fingers, accidentally and constantly rubbing the bow , 
changed its natural color to an inviting golden-brown. Experimentation with the wax de- 
velop^ed the acquired shade and gave “sweetness” to the bowl. (From that time on mee - 
schaLs were in demand.) Whether or not the story has any validity the waxing process 
is essential to the manufacture of meerschaums. The industry has had its main centre in 
Austria-Hungary. Bowls are shaped out roughly before they are exported from Turkey, and 
that is probably the reason why the typical meerschaum shape in its general outline arid 
proportion resembles the bowl of a Turkish chibouque. The mam source of the world s supply 
is Eskisher, in Asia Minor. {The Pipe Book, pp. 234-236.)

Lamb. It is signed “Theoderit”, a pseudonym employed by Southey {v. supra).

This manuscript was once part of an album of autograph pieces, apparently contributions to 
the Annual Anthology, owned by Cottle, the publisher, and later by Cosens. The collection 
was labelled “Southey MSS.,” a designation it still held when sold at the Daly auction and 
when Newton acquired it later. In his references to the “Elegy” Collier (v. supra), in a note 
on the Cosens’ MS., states that the piece is “in Lamb’s handwriting,” and, in a note inserted 
in the manuscript volume itself, remarks that “part of it is the autograph of Charles Lamb 
when he was quite a young man; for instance the first poem, and one of the very best, ‘Ok a 
^id of Tobacco ’, is by Lamb, written in his neatest and earliest hand. ” 

E. V. Lucas, who was responsible for the comprehensive edition of Lamb’s works, does not 
include the “Elegy” in the definitive edition of his writings, nor even refer to it as ever ascribed 
to Lamb. The poem “Snuff,” also signed “Theoderit” (a. n. 1141), occurs in The Minor 
Poems of Robert Southey, 1815, but the “Elegy” does not appear in his works. 

Despite the opinion of A. E. Newton (a. supra) and the evidence of Lamb’s handwriting 
- doubtful evidence, owing to his habit of copying out pieces for his own commonplace book - 
the “Elegy” does not seem to be an original composition of Lamb’s. It lacks the spark and 
wit - subject considered - which was characteristic of Lamb.“ The poetic trifle may have 
come from the pen of Southey, but with the evidence now available it is not possible to assign 
it to any known author.

“ At this point one may well remind the reader of 
that letter Lamb sent to Thomas Hood (August 10, 


1824) in which he remarked: “I design to give up 
smoking; but I have not yet fixed on the equivalent 
vice. I must have quid pro quo', or quo pro quid, as 
Tom Wingate would correct me ...” (ed. Lucas). 
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A MELANCHOLY note introduces this curious little work: the author has had 
to renounce his beloved tobacco-pipe at the insistence of his sweetheart. (He 
dedicates his book to her - an act of doubtful chivalry, unless, indeed, he had hoped 
by means of his researches to persuade her that she was both unreasonable and cruel.) 

The first chapter contains an elaborate examination of the advantages and supposed 
harmfulness of pipe-smoking. A brief note on the history of tobacco is provided. 
Several authorities, it is stated, have remarked that tobacco was indigenous to other 
continents than America and some of them think the plant was known in China 
before its introduction into Europe from the West.' Among the many valuable uses 
of tobacco one must remember that it is a specific preventive for mosquito bites. 

Comment on the introductions of the plant into Europe and mention of numerous 
authors who dealt with tobacco occur in various sections. Interspersed are some 
observations on the history of the plant: that the Dutch in Holland, around 1570, 
made pipes of palm leaves, and that, by 1646, smoking was so common there that a 
satirical writer of the day called tobacco “the Indians’ revenge that the Swiss 
authorities were among the officials who condemned or interdicted smoking, and that 
in a description of Swiss morals of the period occurs a passage reading “They whore, 
they blaspheme, they drink to excess - and they even smoke tobacco! 

In Hungary, the author records, a law prohibiting smoking was enacted in 1670, fol¬ 
lowed by renewals, equally inefiFective, in 1683, 1686, and 1688. The bark and plants 
which the Indians of the Great Lakes districts used to mix with tobacco = ^e *^ticed. 
Reference to the cultivation of tobacco on the west coast of Africa in the XVlit 
century, statistics relating to the tobacco and the pipe trade, mention of the 130 
large tobacco factories in Germany, a long chapter containing details of tobacco¬ 
manufacturing, and a lengthy account of the tobacco customs of different peoples 
occur in this potpourri. As an evidence of fairness the author also includes summaries 
of opinions expressed by medical authorities who opposed smoking and snuffing. 

Among numerous other matters associated with tobacco (an Indian legend, a descrip¬ 
tion of the calumet, the addiction of the Hottentots to smoking, etc.) is introduced 
much curious information concerning Oriental smoking customs; an account of the 
nargileh; the paraphernalia employed by pipe-users, such as pouches, boxes of lead, 
wood, paper boards, glass, porcelain, earthenware, marble, etc. The pipes of the 
Indian aborigines and the Hottentots, Spanish glass tube-pipes, meerschaums and 
clays, and pipes designed to protect the contents of their bowls from humidity are 
also described. Two poems on tobacco, a summary of Von Marquard’s work (n. 
1137), and mention of Tomas’ treatise on meerschaum (n. 1140) are included. The 
author supplies technical details of humidity-absorbing devices, with explanatory ref¬ 
erences to the plate accompanying this work. In a footnote it is mentioned that t e 
cuspidor is an object which every practical housewife requires in her home.

T he frequent references in the Introduction (u. the Index) to this text-book indi¬ 
cate its value as an informational source. It was, by far, the best and most

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comprehensive treatise on tobacco cultivation and on Anglo-American commerce in 
that commodity published to date.

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Each step in tlie cultivation of tobacco is fully described. There are chapters on the 
housing, curing, and vending of tobacco in Virginia; public warehouses and inspec¬ 
tions; reports from agriculturalists on the best methods of producing crops; the legisla¬ 
tion and proclamations concerned with tobacco from the earliest colonial period to 
the end of the XVIIIth century, with references to published lists of laws and state 
papers, etc. associated with the commerce in this plant. The tobacco trade of Great 
Britain, including such details as the methods of exportation, cargo stowing, freight 
and insurance, clearances, etc. and an abstract of British laws and regulations con¬ 
cerning the commerce of tobacco occupy one section. The concluding portion sup¬ 
plies a summary of that part of Anderson’s work (n. 959) which deals with tobacco 
and includes an appendix relating to the British tobacco customs and excises (for the 
latter portion of the XVIIIth century) and a notice of the value of imports and 
exports of Great Britain from 1787 to 1798. (In his accounts of the cultivation and 
commerce of tobacco, Tatham devotes himself chiefly to the Virginian scene.)

The author, a civil engineer and geographer, emigrated to the colonies from England, in 1769. 
He became a soldier in the American Revolutionary army and, later, held various offices in 
Virginia and North Carolina. He published a number of works in London on engineering and 
on political economy. 
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[TOBACCO DEALERS’ TRADE CARDS, LABELS, AND WRAPPERS. Various places 
and dates.] 

F rom about the first quarter of the eighteenth century, for at least a hundred 
years, vendors of tobacco (chiefly English) advertised their wares partly through 
the use of illustrated ** cards.The iconographic record of the trade, thus casually 
provided, is of unexpected variety and interest. It serves to illustrate many phases 
of the widespread commerce in tobacco, and incidentally, to depict those contempo¬ 
raneous events which were of unusual importance. 

The chief English tobacco merchants of the period under consideration are repre¬ 
sented in these cards, the majority of which display those devices or signs common 
to the trade: Indians, “blackamoors,” tobacco rolls, and Highlanders. The col¬ 
lection here catalogued falls into four main groups: educational, historical, pictorial, 
and humorous. 

In the first group are engravings of the plant and processes of cultivation, prizing of 
hogsheads, methods of manufacturing snuff- and smoking-tobacco, carrying vessels, 
etc. Portraits of persons actually or traditionally associated with tobacco (Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Capt. John Smith, Abel Drugger, Dr. Johnson, et al), and representations 
of such historical events as the contest over the Walpole Excise bill, the balloon 
ascensions, which created excitement late in the XVIIIth century, etc. make up the 
second group. The pictorial section consists of purely decorative cards, showing 
scrolls, figures, ornaments, and devices, sometimes of imaginative or symbolical char¬ 
acter. (Many of these cards are blanks prepared by engravers for prospective pur¬ 
chasers.) Group 4 contains representations usually classified as “convivial, fa¬ 
cetious,” etc. Among these are the balloon smokers, “the man in the moon,” puns 
on tobacconists’ names or those of other persons, charades, anagrams, conundrums, 
puzzles, etc. 

Of less frequent occurrence are the cards embellished with heraldic devices (usually 
City of London’s), Cupids or Bacchus, Grand Turk, Masonic, Order of Bucks (chiefly 
Chippendale designs), those with sententious or moral phrases (two illustrating boxing 
scenes), and the kind in which the dealer advertised other wares with tobacco or 
other professions than that associated with the divine herb. Among the latter is one 
in which it is announced that the merchant is also a bleeder and tooth operator, 
with ease and safety.” The legends which most commonly occur on these cards are 
“Best under the Sun” (occasionally in Latin), “Best Virginia,” and “Sweet-Scented.” 

Some artists and engravers of outstanding merit were employed in this field of com¬ 
mercial art. Conspicuous among them are Hogarth (v. the reproductions in Vol. 1 . 1 , 
p. 564 and IV, p. 195), and Gravelot (two of whose elaborate rococo wrappers appear 
in Vol. IV, on pp. 58 and 144). The skilful use of the burin or the etcher’s needle in 
the plates used for many other cards shows that several craftsmen of the first rank 
lent their talents to this ephemeral field. But most of these artists preferred to re¬ 
main anonymous and they cannot be identified now. 

For the most part the cards represented in the collection are line-engravings or wood- 
cuts, with a number of etchings and a few impressions from stone or steel. (Some of

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the best were too lightly printed or were pulled from worn plates and are, therefore, 
unsuitable for reproduction.) A number of those issued after the first quarter, or in 
the middle, of the XVIIIth century were re-engraved many decades later. Not a 
few of the labels contain frank plagiarisms of design or style. Occasionally a piratical 
engraver made a concession to the amenities by modifying slightly the model from 
wluch he drew. 

There are 530 separate pieces with an occasional duplicate (sometimes in a different 
medium or color) in the collection. All but a few of them are hinged to cardboards. 
Sizes range from 2 inches in height (the majority) to as great as 8^ inches high by 
13 inches wide (folded to 6 wide). Many of the cards from coppers are trimmed to 
the plate-mark. Some are pulled on waste-paper stock, or blank parts of legal forms. ^ 
A few are proofs before letters. While almost all of them are black-and-white, there 
are some printed in sepia, or colored by hand, and one is printed in green. Notes in 
Daniel’s hand appear on a number of the pieces in the collection. 467 are of British 
dealers (one situated at Montreal); 3 are of French origin; 45 were issued by Dutch, 
and 15 by German dealers. 

Laid in is a marbled end-paper removed from the album in which Gosden (the original 
collector) had preserved the cards. His monogram ex libris is pasted on it; on the 
blank reverse are the following autograph notes: 

“This curious collection of Engraved Tobacco Papers was made by Mr. Gosden, the 
celebrated Waltonian, and is by far the most extensive and rare that has ever fallen 
under the notice of the keenest scented collector of such like oddities. Among them 
will be found three prints of Sir Walter Raleigh & his man; illustrating the well- 
known story of the latter throwing a jug of ale or wine over his master’s head which 
(seeing the smoke curling from his mouth and nostrils) he thought was on fire! There 
are some very curious Balloon papers; Theatrical portraits; Merry Andrews; Clowns, 
Convivial parties; Boxing; Horse-riding; several heads of Sir Walter Raleigh; one of 
Admiral Rodney; a full-length of Doctor Samuel Johnson; of Garrick as Abel Drugger; 
and a variety of singular and characteristic designs. . . Also the original Paper by 
Hogarth, I did not think that smoking had been productive of so much pictorial 
merriment. The total number (including about six duplicates) is Three hundred and 
forty seven.. I paid Five Pounds for it to Mf Burn, and added a few papers afterwards.

T he works recorded up to this point, together with the Introduction, provide an in¬ 
clusive history of tobacco. For the most part, therefore, the books, pamphlets, and 
broadsides published after 1800, and the manuscripts, etc., are here catalogued in briefer 
form. Among the publications of the XIXth and XXth centuries some are of a literary 
nature and famous in nicotian annals (such as nos. 1183, 1306, 2243), and these are pre¬ 
sented in the manner adopted for the main section of Tobacco. 

While the several thousand pieces recorded on the pages following are linked to, or revolve 
about, the subject of tobacco, as a whole they display the most diversified intellectual and 
scientific interests. Agronomics, chemistry, morphology, ethics, pathology, economics, 
therapeutics, sociology, commerce, and archaeology are among the general fields of thought 
represented in the pieces recorded. A considerable number of the pamphlets deal with 
fiscal matters in European states; the numerous debates listed on these problems in the 
legislative chambers of France, Germany, Italy, and elsewhere, and the many associated 
petitions from harassed merchants and planters will attest the contemporaneous impor¬ 
tance of these problems. Various phases of the subject of tobacco and its uses appear in 
numerous doctoral dissertations, presented chiefly in Continental universities. 
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That the subject of tobacco was not without its frivolous side is amply demonstrated by 
contributions from poets, dramatists, and prose writers. ^ Numerous examples of this light 
literature will be found in the following pages, often in original editions, frequently in 
anthologies. Many of the works catalogued are themselves histories of the plant and the 
habits associated with it. The bibliographical sections of such volumes have been espe¬ 
cially indicated. A concluding division is devoted to official, monopoly, and senes pub¬ 
lications, journals, personalia, autograph material, and illustrations. Trade publications 
have been almost entirely excluded; only those of historical value have been listed. 

The second half of the XIXth century is of especial interest to the historian of tobacco. 
This period marks the end of the therapeutic dogmas attached to the plant, sees the re¬ 
vival and progress of anti-smoking societies (chiefly in England, France, Germany, and the 
United States), and is characterized by an interest in the scientific study of the plant, the 
introduction of machinery for the large-scale production of manufactured forms of tobacco 
and its utensilia, and the rediscovery of the cigarette. 

The subject matter is indicated of books in foreign languages-there are twenty tongues 
represented-and of those English works where the contents are not obvious from their 
titles. Abbreviations employed are only those in general use in standard catalogues of 
libraries. When the edition is not stated it is assumed to be the first; the place of publica¬ 
tion (if the same as the earliest catalogued) is not repeated for later editions. In accord¬ 
ance with the form adopted in the main catalogue of Tobacco, editions subsequent to the 
earliest in the library follow the main entry. Thus many hundred more books than are 
numbered are listed here. 

A few of the volumes recorded in this concluding division do not properly belong in the 
tobacco library of George Arents but (as in the case of n. 822) are part of another collec¬ 
tion formed by him. These have been “borrowed” for this catalogue, because they con¬ 
tain passages which enliven the literary history of tobacco. Such entries are starred. 

With the exception of the pieces recorded in full (as referred to above), the following 
catalogue has been compiled by Miss Sarah A. Dickson. The critical comments attached 
to the account of some modern histories, scientific works, and anthologies, have been sup¬ 
plied by the editor.

lY^'TOST quoted and quotable of all the many English literary poems on tobacco is Lamb’s 
hesitant renunciation of smoking. As indicated by his letter to Coleridge in 1803 {v. 
^5^5) Lamb was then reflecting upon the value to himself of smoking — a hazardous thing 
for a devotee to do. In r 805, his letter to the Wordsworths (jbid.) was accompanied by the 
“Farewell to Tobacco,” apparently but recently composed.

But his “farewell” was merely a poetic gesture, for as late as 1830' he was still puffing his pipe. 
It has been reported of Lamb that when asked by Dr. Parr^ how he came to be so prodigious 
a smoker, he responded *'I toiled after it, Sir, as some men toil after virtue. ^ And, according 
to Macready,-' Lamb made the jesting wish that he draw his last breath through a pipe and

A HISTORY of the Dutch after the seventeenth century which dealt intimately with 
persons had, inevitably, to comment upon their smoking habits as well. For the Dutch 
were notorious as a race of smokers and extravagant tales have been told of their mighty 
individual feats with the pipe. Thus the numerous smoking episodes and references recorded 
in Irving’s genial, burlesque chronicle of the first Dutch settlers in the New World are a proper 
and essential concomitant of his history. 

When he first saw the island of Manhattan, Irving relates, Hudson was so astonished and 
delighted that he burst into unaccustomed speech, a speech of two words. Then, as was his 
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wont when pleased, he pufFed so mightily on his pipe that the island was immediately lost to 
the sight of Hudson’s companion, Juet. The latter had “to wait, until the winds disperse 
this impenetrable fog,” in order to see the paradise over which Hudson had exclaimed (I,

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pp. 71-72). Having assured himself, by the process of first getting them in a state of intoxi¬ 
cation, that a number of Indians were not contemplating treachery, Hudson “chuckled hugely 
to himself, and [then thrust] a double quid of tobacco in his cheek . . .” (I, p. 74)- 
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When Sir Samuel Argal’s vessel hove in sight of Communipaw “the worthy burghers were 
seized with such a panic, that they fell to smoking their pipes with astonishing vehemence.” 
The cloud thus raised completely enveloped the village, whereupon the terrible English cap¬ 
tain passed unsuspectingly on. 

In commemoration of this fortunate escape, the worthy inhabitants have continued to 
smoke, almost without intermission, unto this very day; which is said to be the cause of 
the remarkable fog that often hangs over Communipaw of a clear afternoon. [I, p. 88 ] 

My great grandfather . . . Hermanns Van Clattercop when employed to build the large 
stone church at Rotterdam . . . did in the first place send to Delft for a box of long pipes; 
then having purchased a new spitting box and a hundred weight of the best Virginia, he 
sat himself down, and did nothing for the space of three months, but smoke most, labori¬ 
ously ... At length, having occupied twelve good months in puffing and paddling, and 
talking and walking — having travelled over all Holland, and even taken a peep into 
France and Germany — having smoked five hundred and ninety-nine pipes, and three 
hundred weight of the best Virginia tobacco; my great grandfather gathered together all 
that knowing and industrious class of citizens, who prefer attending to anybody’s business 
sooner than their own [and set to work] just at the commencement of the thirteenth month. 
[I, pp. 98-100] 

. . . the image of this renowned saint [Nicholas], which whilome graced the bowsprit of the 
Goede Vrouw, was placed in front of this chapel [within the fort of New Amsterdam]; 
and the legend further treats of divers miracles wrought by the mighty pipe which the 
saint held in his mouth; a whiff of which was a sovereign cure for an indigestion, and con¬ 
sequently of great importance in this colony of huge feeders. [I, p. 111] 

In his account of the golden reign of the renowned Wouter Van Twiller (Book III, Chap. I), 
the author often remarks upon the rare competence of that extraordinary man with a tobacco 
pipe. The hero of the account was not what could be described as a subtle person — he had 
been puffing for fifty years, watching huge columns of smoke curling from his pipe to the ceiling 
without once having wondered why the smoke went up instead of down. At council he would 
sit and smoke tobacco in a magnificent pipe, and when he wished a defendant to appear before 
him he sent the constable with his tobacco box as a warrant. In the famous case of Wandle 
Schoonhoven vs. Barent Bleecker he smoked the matter out and rendered a notable decision. 

A truly fashionable gentleman of the time of Wouter Van Twiller, when equipped in gay 
breeches and shoes with enormous buckles 

would manfully sally forth with pipe in mouth to besiege some fair damsel’s obdurate heart 
— ... [a pipe] of true delft manufacture and furnished with a charge of fragrant Cow-pen 
tobacco. With this would he resolutely set himself down before the fortress, and rarely 
failed in the process of time to smoke the fair enemy into a surrender, upon honourable 
terms. [I, P- 157] 

The courier sent by Van Curlet to Van Twiller completed his journey in little less than a month, 
although the distance was full two hundred pipes, or about 120 miles. As he entered the council 
chamber, 

a deep drawn snore was heard from the chair of the governor; a whiff of smoke was at the 
same instant observed to escape from his lips, and a slight cloud to ascend from the bowl 
of his pipe. The council of course supposed him engaged in deep sleep for the good of the 
community, and according to custom in all such cases established, every man bawled out 
silence . . . but . . . his venerable excellency had just breathed and smoked his last — his 
lungs and his pipe having been exhausted together, and his peaceful soul, as Dan Homer 
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would have said, having escaped in the last whiff that curled from his tobacco pipe. [I, 

pp. 189-190] 

. the most important [of the innumerable laws enacted by the Governor, William the 
Testy] is one framed in an unlucky moment, to prohibit the universal practice of smoking. 
This he proved by mathematical demonstration, to be not merely a heavy tax upon the 
public pocket, but an incredible consumer of time, a hideous encourager of idleness, and 
of course a deadly bane to the morals of the people. Ill fated Kieft! had he lived in 
this most enlightened and libel loving age, and attempted to subvert the inestimable liberty 
of the press, he could not have struck more closely, upon the sensibilities of the million. 

The populace were in as violent a turmoil as the constitutional gravity of their deportment 
would permit — a mob of factious citizens had even the hardihood to assemble around the 
little governor’s house, where setting themselves resolutely down, like a besieging army 
before a fortress, they one and all fell to smoking with a determined perseverance, that 
plainly evinced it was their intention to funk him into terms with villainous Cow-pen 
mundungus! — Already was the stately mansion of the governor enveloped in murky 
clouds, and the puissant little man, almost strangled in his hole, when bethinking himself, 
that there was no instance on record, of any great man of antiquity perishing in so ignoble 
a manner (the case of Pliny the elder being the only one that bore any resemblance) he 
was fain to come to terms, and compromise with the mob, on condition that they should 
spare his life, by immediately extinguishing their tobacco pipes. 

The result of the armistice was, that though he continued to permit the custom of smoking, 
yet did he abolish the fair long pipes which prevailed in the days of Wouter Van Twiller, 
denoting ease, tranquillity and sobriety of deportment, and in place thereof introduced 
little captious short pipes, two inches in length; which he observed could be stuck in one 
corner of the mouth, or twisted in the hat-band, and would not be in the way of business. 
But mark, oh reader! the deplorable consequences. The smoke of these villainous little 
pipes — continually ascending in a cloud about the nose, penetrated into and befogged 
the cerebellum, dried up all the kindly moisture of the brain, and rendered the people as 
vapourish and testy as their renowned little governor — nay, what is more, from a goodly 
burley race of folk, they became, like our honest dutch farmers, who smoke short pipes, a 
lanthorn-jawed, smoak-dried, leathern-hided race of men. [I, pp. 241-243] 

Upon the accession of Peter Stuyvesant to the governor’s chair he replaced the factious 
cabinet of William the Testy with councillors from somniferous, respectable families, re¬ 
stored to them the fair, long pipes and admonished them to smoke, eat, and sleep for the 
good of the nation. [II, pp. 11-12] 

Fifteen further references to, or comments upon, the smoking habits of the fumiferous Dutch, 
to Indians who smoked copper pipes and to associated matters occur in Vol. I. Seventeen 
more notices appear in Vol. II, relating to such notable occurrences as the consuming of two 
thousand seven hundred and thirty-five pipes by the great general Von Poffenburgh and his 
twenty men within six months (p. 79 ) > ^he battle between Peter Stuyvesant and a desperate 
Swede when the life of the governor was saved by his enormous Iron Tobacco Box (p. 146); 
and the terms laid down by the English, expressly suffering the Dutch to smoke their pipes 
without hindrance if they surrendered the colony (p. 233).

While within the rules of King’s Bench prison (where he was first imprisoned for debt in 1780) 
Comhe was requested hy the publisher, Ackermann, to provide the narrative to a proposed series 
of Rowlandson’s drawings. Rowlandson had submitted a few sketches of an old schoolmaster- 
clergyman, searching for the picturesque, to Ackermann for his new “Poetical Magazine.” Combe 
began in 1809 to supply descriptive and moralizing verses to suit a monthly drawing sent him by 
Rowlandson.'^ During the two year period of this apparently haphazard arrangement, and while 
the Tour was appearing in the “Magazine,” the artist and the poet, as Combe remarked in the 
preface to the second edition, had “no personal communication with, or knowledge of each other.” 

The first number of the Tour appeared in the “Poetical Magazine,” May, 1810. Dr. Syntax 
acquired such fame among the English that a gentleman of the time, in order to be in mode, wore 
a Syntax wig, or coat, or hat. The acclaim which greeted the first Tour continued for eight years, 
four editions appearing in 1812 alone. Doctor Syntax was awarded the distinction of being widely 
imitated and parodied. The Second Tour, while not as popular as the First, achieved several 
editions; the Third Tour was written to supply a demand for it, but it met only a limited success. 
The Second and Third Tours were first issued in monthly parts.

C OWPER’S objections to smoking seem to have been as intermittent as his melanc o la. 
In a letter" praising a then famous divine he concluded his account with Such a man is 
[the Rev. William] Bull. But — he smokes tobacco. Nothing is perfect.. .; on another 
occasion he composed a “satiric wipe” at smoking.- Yet, as some of his letters and verses 
(following) indicate, he encouraged his friends, including the Reverend Bull, to smoke, and 
even wrote a tribute to tobacco. 


The poet was himself a snuffer^ and part of his occasional aversion to smoking appears to have 
been dictated by his gallantry, as some lines in his Poems'' show. 

To the Rev. John Newton, Sept. i8, 1781. 

I have often promised myself a laugh with you about your pipe, but have always 
forgotten it when I have been writing, and at present I am not much m a laughing humour 
You will observe, however, for your comfort and the honour of that same pipe, that 1 
hardly falls within the line of my censure. You never fumigate the Hdies or force t em 
out of company; nor do you use it as an incentive to hard-drinking. Your friends, indeed, 
have reason to complain that it frequently deprives them of the pleasure of your own con¬ 
versation while it leads you either into your study or your garden; but m all other respects 
it is as innocent a pipe as can be. Smoke away, therefore; and remember if one poet 
[himself! has condemned the practice, a better than he (the witty and elegant Hawkins 
Browne [n. 708]) has been warm in the praise of it. [I, pp- 144—145]

^ I 'HE anonymous “journalist” who provided the blithe notice of snuffers given in the In- 
■A traduction (pp. 163-164) was undoubtedly Leigh Hunt. “A Pinch of Snuff” (the title of 
the piece in the Journal) is in the manner of that admirable essayist, and it contains as well a 
translation usually ascribed to Hunt, of the stuttering passage from La Tabaccheide {v. n. 494, 
n. 4, 1f2). 

The article begins: 

Will the reader take a pinch of snuff with us? 

Reader. With pleasure. 

Editor. How do you like it? 

Reader. Extremely fine! I never saw such snuff. 

Editor. Precisely so. It is of the sort they call Invisible — or as the French have it; 
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1834 
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Tabac imaginaire— lmz.g\\\zxj snuff. No macuba equals it. The tonquin bean has a 
coarse flavour in comparison. To my thinking it has the hue of Titian s orange-colour, 
and the very tip of the scent of sweet-brier. 

Reader. In fact, one may perceive in it just what one pleases, — or nothing at all. 

After a brief, polite colloquy, with some mildly disapproving editorial asides, the author 
continues 

The virtues of snuff itself may be doubted; but the benevolence of an offered pinch and the 
gratitude of an accepted one, are such good things, and snuff-takers have so many occasions 
of interchanging these, that it is a question whether the harm of the self-indulgence (if any) 
is not to be allowed for the sake of the social benefit. 

Some comments on the philosophical attitude natural to snuff-takers and the pacific effect of 
the nicotian sternutatory follow. This part of the essay is then concluded by the passage (I, 
No. 12, p. 89) partly quoted in the Introduction. 

In the next number the editor confesses that he is “no brother of the box.” But he is benevo¬ 
lently tolerant of the practise of snuffing when “cleanly managed,” because of its social value 
and the great names to be found in the ranks of snuffers. Why ladies and lovers ever came to 
take snuff, however, is most puzzling to him. It is hardship enough, he comments, for a bride¬ 
groom to “make pure, unsophisticated way” to his beloved’s cheek past her cosmetic armor; 
but snuff!” — Turtle-doves don’t take snuff. A kiss is surely not a thing to be ‘sneezed at.’” 

He imagines two lovers who, having just come to an “understanding” take a pinch — of snuff, 
in their excitement. The consequent antiphony of sneezing, embarrassing the course of true 
love, is graphically presented by the author. He has nothing to say against the sneeze 
abstract,” but he cannot bear to think of lovers sneezing at each other. 

Thus the French, who were the greatest sinners in this matter, appear, as they ought, to 
have been the first reformers of it; and openly to have protested against the union of love 
and snuff-taking, in either sex. 

But the editor has no desire to interfere with the habits of those snuffers who are not lovers. He 
reminds his readers that 

Whenever Gibbon was going to say a good thing, it was observed that he announced it by 
a complacent tap on his snuff-box. Life might have been a gloomier thing, even than it 
was, to Dr. Johnson, if he had not enlivened his views of it, with the occasional stimulus 
of a pinch . . . 

You might almost as soon divorce the idea of the Popes, Steeles, and Voltaires, from their 
wigs and caps, as from their snuff-boxes. Lady Mary Wortley took snuff; Madame Du 
Bocage also, no doubt; we fear even the charming Countess of Suffolk, and my lady Harvey. 

Now, however, no blue-stocking with any pretensions to youth and beauty takes snuff, the 
author thinks. A quotation relating to Belinda’s snuff attack (from The Rape of the Lock, n. 
489), and the sneezing passage in La Tabaccheide (n. 494, n . 4), together with the translation 
then follow. A quotation from A Week on the Loire dealing with the discovery of some Bourbon 
refugees through their careless use of snuff, and an apology on the editor s part for including so 
melancholy a tale, conclude the essay. (No. 13; pp. 97-98.)

A RATHER extraordinary, perhaps an even traitorous, observation to be made by an 
“inveterate cigar-smoker”' occurs in the following excerpt. It can only be explained by 
the fact that the author had but recently been forced to smoke one of the Irish cigars to which 
he refers: 

Besides the book-shops, I observed in the long, best street of Limerick a half-dozen of what 
are called French shops, with knick-knacks, German-silver chimney-ornaments, and paltry 
finery. In the windows of these you saw a card with “Cigars;” in the book-shop, “Cigars;” 
at the grocer’s, the whisky-shop, “Cigars:” everybody sells the noxious weed, or makes 
believe to sell it, and I know no surer indication of a struggling, uncertain trade, than that 
same placard of “Cigars.” [I, p. 258] 

. . . throughout the town of Galway, you cannot get a cigar which costs more than two¬ 
pence [therefore] Londoners may imagine the strangeness and remoteness of the place.

The old women’s room [in the North Dublin Union-house, the poor-house] was crowded 
with, I should think, at least four hundred old ladies — neat and nice, in white clothes and 
caps — sitting demurely on benches, doing nothing for the most part; but some employed, 
like the old men, in fiddling with the oakum. “There’s tobacco here,” says the guardian 
in a loud voice, “who’s smoking tobacco?” “Fait, and I wish dere was some tabacky here,” 
says one old lady, “and my service to you, Mr. Leary, and I hope one of the gentlemen has 
a snuff-box, and a pinch for a poor old woman.” But we had no boxes; and if any person 
who reads this visit, goes to a poor-house or lunatic asylum, let him carry a box, if for that 
day only — a pinch is like Dives’s drop of water to those poor limboed souls. [II, p. 322]

T he following sonnet, composed about 1600, appears in all the standard anthologies on 
tobacco. It long circulated in manuscript, being first published in Roger’s edition. A very 
similar sonnet occurs in the works' of St. AmanC' but it is not improbable that he took it from 
Aytoun .3 It has often been compared with the sonnet attributed to Grave {v. n.

Indeed Kory-Kory gave me to 
understand that this was the case; but I never saw a single plant growing on the island. 
At Nukuheva, and, I believe, in all the other valleys, the weed is very scarce, being on y 
obtained in small quantities from foreigners, and smoking is consequently with the in¬ 
habitants of these places a very great luxury. How it was that the Typees were so we 
furnished with it I cannot divine. I should think them too indolent to devote any attention

Writing to Coleridge, April 13, 1803, about some inconsequential matters Lamb interposed a 
subject of more serious moment to him: 

What do you think of smoking? I want your sober, average, noon opinion of it. I gen¬ 
erally am eating my dinner about the time I should determine it. 

Morning is a girl, and can’t smoke — she’s no evidence one way or the other; and Night is 
so bought over, that he can’t be a very upright judge. May be the truth is, that one pipe is 
wholesome; two pipes toothsome; three pipes noisome;/oaf pipes fulsome,7?Df pipes quarrel¬ 
some, and that’s the sum on’t. But that is deciding rather upon rhyme than reason. . . . 
After all, our instincts may be best. . . . 

When shall we two smoke again ? Last night I had been in a sad quandary of spirits, in 
what they call the evening, but a pipe, and some generous Port, and King Lear (being 
alone), had their effects as solacers. [I, pp. 135-136] 

By 1805 Lamb thought he had solved the problem of smoking, through the simple process of a 
proposed complete abstinence, for in that year he wrote to the Wordsworths, saying, inter 
alia

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Sometimes I think of a farce, but hitherto all schemes have gone off; an idle bray or two of 
an evening, vapouring out of a pipe, and going off in the morning; but now I have bid fare¬ 
well to my “sweet enemy,” Tobacco, as you will see in my next page,* I shall perhaps set 
nobly to work. Hang work! . . .

' I 'HACKERAY’S novels, like those of Dickens,' have numerous incidental references to 
•A the smoking of cigars, and pipes, and occasional mention of the habit of smoking. They pro¬ 
vide a running commentary on the continuance of the custom of smoking despite the disap¬ 
proval of the distaff side of English society — an opposition led by Queen Victoria. 

Of the two excerpts from Funity Fair given here, the second provides further indication'' of the 
fact that a proper lady of Victorian society regarded smoking as almost the chief breach of 
etiquette. Becky Sharp was, of course, not quite a lady! 

That clever minx, Becky, on a moonlight walk with the “wicked” Captain Crawley, exclaims 
happily about the stars: 

“ I feel myself almost a spirit when I gaze upon them. ” 

“O — ah — Gad — yes, so do I exactly. Miss Sharp,” the other enthusiast replied. “You 
don’t mind my cigar, do you. Miss Sharp?” Miss Sharp loved the smell of a cigar out of 
doors beyond everything in the world — and she just tasted one too, in the prettiest way 
possible, and gave a little puff, and a little scream, and a little giggle, and restored the 
delicacy to the Captain; who twirled his moustache, and straightway puffed it into a blaze 
that glowed quite red in the dark plantation, and swore — “Jove — aw — Gad — aw — its 
the finest segaw I ever smoked in the world aw,” for his intellect and conversation were 
alike brilliant and becoming to a heavy young dragoon. [Part III, p. 96] I 

When he went to his room after dinner, young James Crawley, flushed with wine, did not know 
he had unwittingly put himself in bad grace with his wealthy aunt. Miss Crawley had a toler¬ 
ant regard for normal masculine wickedness, but she could not quite understand the tippling of 
eighteen glasses of gin which Jim had supposedly indulged in at an ignoble pot-house. At 
dinner he had been facetious — boisterous indeed; and there had been other minor indiscretions

Bowls’s young man, who operated upon Mr. James’s boots, and brought him his hot water 
to shave that beard which he was so anxiously expecting, handed a note into Mr. James in 
bed, in the handwriting of Miss Briggs. 

“Dear Sir,” it said, “Miss Crawley has passed an exceedingly disturbed night, owing to the 
shocking manner in which the house has been polluted by tobacco; Miss Crawley bids me 
say she regrets that she is too unwell to see you before you go — and above all, that she 
ever induced you to remove from the ale-house, where she is sure you will be much more 
comfortable during the rest of your stay at Brighton. ”

In a chapter headed “They regale themselves with their Pipes,” one of the characters. King 
Media, sends for pipes. 

Nothing so beguiling as the fumes of tobacco, whether inhaled through hookah, narghil, chibouque, 
Dutch porcelain, pure Principe, or Regalia. And a great oversight had it been in King Media, to 
have omitted pipes among the appliances of this voyage that we went. Tobacco in rouleaus we had 
none; cigar nor cigarret; which little the company esteemed. Pipes were preferred; and pipes we 
often smoked; testify, oh! Vee-Vee, to that. But not of the vile clay, of which mankind and Etruscan 
vases were made, were these jolly fine pipes of ours. But all in good time. 

Now, the leaf called tobacco is of divers species and sorts. Not to dwell upon vile Shag, Pig-tail, 
Plug, Nail-rod, Negro-head, Cavendish, and misnamed Lady’s-twist, there are the following varie¬ 
ties: — Gold-leaf, Oronoco, Cimaroza, Smyrna, Bird’s-eye, James-river, Sweet-scented, Honey-dew, 
Kentucky, Cnaster, Scarfalati, and famed Shiraz, or Persian. Of all of which, perhaps the last is the 
best. 

But smoked by itself, to a fastidious wight, even Shiraz is not gentle enough. It needs mitigation. 
And the cunning craft of so mitigating even the mildest tobacco was well understood in the dominions 
of Media. There, in plantations ever covered with a brooding, blue haze, they raised its fine leaf in 
the utmost luxuriance; almost as broad as the broad fans of the broad-bladed banana. The stalks 
of the leaf withdrawn, the remainder they cut up, and mixed with soft, willow-bark, and the aro¬ 
matic leaves of the Betel. 

“HoiVee-Vee, bring forth the pipes,” criedMedia. And forth they came, followed by a quaint carved 
cocoanut, agate-lidded, containing ammunition sufficient for many stout charges and primings. 

Soon we were all smoking so hard, that the canopied howdah, under which we reclined, sent up 
purple wreaths like a Michigan wigwam. There we sat in a ring, all smoking in council — every pipe 
a halcyon pipe of peace. 

And among these calumets, my lord Media’s showed like the turbaned Grand Turk among his 
Bashaws. It was an extraordinary pipe, be sure; of right royal dimensions. Its mouth-piece an 
eagle’s beak; its long stem, a bright, red-barked cherry-tree branch, partly covered with a close 
network of purple dyed porcupine quills; and toward the upper end, streaming with pennons, like a 
Versailles flag-staff of a coronation day. These pennons were managed by halyards; and after light¬ 
ing his prince’s pipe, it was little Vee-Vee’s part to run them up toward the mast-head, or mouth¬ 
piece, in token that his lord was fairly under weigh. But Babbalanja’s was of a different sort; an 
immense, black, serpentine stem of ebony, coiling this way and that, in endless convolutions, like an 
anaconda round a traveler in Brazil. Smoking this hydra, Babbalanja looked as if playing upon the 
trombone. Next, gentle Yoomy’s. Its stem, a slender golden reed, like musical Pan’s; its bowl very 
merry with tassels. Lastly, old Mohi the chronicler’s. Its Death’s-head bowl forming its latter 
end, continually reminding him of his own. Its shank was an ostrich’s leg, some feathers still waving 
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nigh the mouth-piece. [II, pp. 65-66] 

“Ah! this is pleasant indeed,” [King Media] cried. . . Mortals, methinks these pipe-bowls of ours 
must be petrifactions of roses, so scented they seem. But, old Mohi, you have smoked this many a 
long year; doubtless, you know something about their material the Froth-of-the-Sea^ they call 
it, I think — ere my handicraft subjects obtain it, to work into bowls. Tell us the tale.”- 
“Delighted to do so, my lord,” replied Mohi, slowly disentangling his mouth-piece from the braids 
of his beard. “I have devoted much time and attention to the study of pipe-bowls, and groped 
among many learned authorities, to reconcile the clashing opinions concerning the origin of the so- 
called Farnoo, or Froth-of-the-Sea.” 

“May it please you, then, my right worshipful lord, this Farnoo is an unctuous, argillaceous sub¬ 
stance; in its natural state, soft, malleable, and easily worked as the cornelian-red clay from the 
famous pipe-quarries of the wild tribes to the North. But though mostly found buried in terra- 
firma, especially in the isles toward the East, this Farnoo, my lord, is sometimes thrown up by the 
ocean; in seasons of high sea, being plentifully found on the reefs. But, my lord, like amber, the 
precise nature and origin of this Farnoo are points widely mooted.” [II, p. 67] 

After a lengthy discussion (partly scientific, partly fantastic) on the origins of amber and 
ambergris, Media inquires 

“. . . Mohi, how long think you, may one of these pipe-bowls last? 

“My lord, like one’s cranium, it will endure till broken. I have smoked this one of mine more than 
half a century.” 

“But unlike our craniums, stocked full of concretions, said Babbalanja, our pipe-bowls never 
need clearing out.” 

“True,” said Mohi, “they absorb the oil of the smoke, instead of allowing it offensively to incrust. 

cried Babbalanja; “ . . . like a good wife, a pipe is a friend and companion for life. And whoso 
weds with a pipe, is no longer a bachelor. After many vexations, he may go home to that faithful 
counselor, and ever find it full of kind consolations and suggestions. But not thus with cigars or 
cigarrets: the acquaintances of a moment, chatted with in by-places, whenever they come handy, 
their existence so fugitive, uncertain, unsatisfactory . . .” 

“So they are, so they are,” cried King Media. “Then, mortals, puff we away at our pipes . . 

“Puff, puff, how we puff,” cried Babbalanja. “But life itself is a puff and a wheeze. Our lungs are 
two pipes which we constantly smoke.” . . . “Yoomy, said Media, give us that pipe song of 
thine . . . We’ll keep time with the flageolets of ours.” 


“So with pipes and puffs for a chorus, thus Yoomy sang:

Puff! Puff;

' I ''HE author of this anecdotal record of experiences in the enchanted East devotes a 
J- chapter to smoking in the Orient. He refers to the universality of the habit and remarks 
that Shiraz produces the best tobacco for the water-pipe. 

The first of the several popular tales which he records deals with a young husband, desolated 
by the death of his wife. Even when he “ filled his harem with the choicest beauties, and mar¬ 
ried four beautiful virgins” he was still unconsoled — at least spiritually. Finally he visited a 
holy man, who advised him to go to his late wife’s tomb, pluck the weed growing therefrom, 
and smoke it. 

“This will be to you wife, and mother, father, and brother; and above all will be a wise coun¬ 
sellor, and teach thy soul wisdom, and thy spirit joy.” [I, p. 232] 

Walpole then innocently evinces his credulity and his scientific ignorance by remarking 

Without this legend it would be very difficult to trace how tobacco first came into use in the 
East. We can hardly suppose that it was imported hither from America. \jbid\ 

He adduces “proof” of his opinion by quoting from an old Arabic manuscript, found at Mosul, 
in which it is stated that Nimrod smoked.' Also, he says, there is an ancient Assyrian cylinder 
in the British Museum which displays a king smoking.^ Because the wild men of Ceylon in¬ 
dulge in a most primitive form, “the youth of smoking,” the author thinks that Adam may 
have practised a similar method, in Eden.^ 

After quoting from Sale’s introductory “Discourse” to the Koran,-* Walpole argues (without 
logic) that the learned commentator was illogical. He submits another legend, one frequently 
referred to in popular works on Mohammed. In this the Prophet, bitten by a frozen viper 
which he had restored to life, by nursing it in his bosom, sucked out the venom and spat it on 
the ground. 

From these drops sprang that wondrous weed, which has the bitterness of the serpent’s 
tooth, quelled by the sweet saliva of the Prophet, [pp. 237-238] 

Further reference is made to similar legends in the East. Walpole notices the former prohibi¬ 
tions against smoking in Turkey® and then provides some interesting details about thenargileh. 
But, a romanticist, he begins with another fable: 

The nargilleh owes its origin^®' to a Persian of the name of Thatmass, who was troubled 
with a complaint which rendered him a nuisance to himself and to others in whose company 
he happened to be. After a great many failures, he invented the nargilleh, in whose soft 
slumbrous gurgle his own infirmity was drowned. It would be needless describing what all 
have seen; there are some with many narbeeshes, so that each guest may smoke from the 
same pipe. The bottles are made in Bohemia — that is, the finer ones. The heads and 

pipes are of silver, brass, or wood. The first are often handsome, and are made by the 

silver-smiths, at any of the towns; though those of Constantinople, Aleppo or Damascus, 
are the finest. The brass and wood, of course, may be procured any where. 

The nargillehs in a house constitute its plate; and 100/. worth are frequently seen among 
even the middling class of people. The narbeeshes are made best at Constantinople, as they

THE CONFESSIONS OF FITZ-BOODLE. New York, 1852.* N. 1569 

I AM not, in the first place, what is called a ladies’ man, having contracted an irrepres¬ 
sible habit of smoking after dinner, which has obliged me to give up a great deal of the 
dear creatures’ society; nor can I go much to country-houses for the same reason. Say what 
they will, ladies do not like you to smoke in their bed-rooms; their silly little noses scent 
out the odour upon the chintz, weeks after you have left them. Sir John has been caught 
coming to bed particularly merry and redolent of cigar smoke. Young George, from Eton, 
was absolutely found in the litde green-house puffing an Havanna; and when discovered, 
they both lay the blame upon Fitz-Boodle. “It was Mr. Fitz-Boodle, mamma,” says 
George, “who offered me the cigar, and I did not like to refuse him.” “That rascal Fitz 
seduced us, my dear,” says Sir John, “and kept us laughing until past midnight.” Her 
ladyship instantly sets me down as a person to be avoided. “ George, ” whispers she to her 
boy, “promise me, on your honour, when you go to town, not to know that man.” And 
when she enters the breakfast room for prayers, the first greeting is a peculiar expression of 
countenance and inhaling of breath, by which my lady indicates the presence of some ex¬ 
ceedingly disagreeable odour in the room. She makes you the faintest of courtesys, and 
regards you, if not with a “flashing eye,” as in the novels, at least with a “distended nos¬ 
tril. ” During the whole of the service, her heart is filled with the blackest gall towards you; 
and she is thinking about the best means of getting you out of the house. 

What is this smoking that it should be considered a crime? I believe in my heart that 
women are jealous of it, as of a rival. They speak of it as of some secret, awful vice that 
seizes upon a man, and makes him a Pariah from genteel society . . . 

The fact is, that the cigar is a rival to the ladies, and their conqueror, too. In the chief 
pipe-smoking nations they are kept in subjection. While the chief. Little White Belt, 
smokes, the women are silent in his wigwam; while Mahomet Ben Jawbrakine causes 
volumes of odorous incense of Latakia to play round his beard, the women of the harem do 
not disturb his meditations, but only add to the delight of them by tinkling on a dulcimer 
and dancing before him. When Professor Strumpff, of Gottingen, takes down No. 13 from 
the wall, with a picture of Beatrice Cenci upon it, and which holds a pound of canaster, the 
Frau Professorin knows that for two hours Hermann is engaged, and takes up her stockings, 
and knits in quiet. The constitution of French society has been quite changed within the 
last twelve years; an ancient and respectable dynasty has been overthrown; an aristocracy 
which Napoleon could never master has disappeared: and from what cause? I do not hesi¬ 
tate to say, —from the habit of smoking . .. Now, the whole city smokes; society is changed; 
and be sure of this, ladies, a similar combat is going on in this country at present between 
cigar-smoking and you. Do you suppose you will conquer? Look over the wide world, and 
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see that your adversary has overcome it. Germany has been puffing for threescore years; 
France smokes to a man. Do you think you can keep the enemy out of England? Pshaw! 
look at his progress. Ask the club-houses. Have they smoking rooms, or not? Are they 
not obliged to yield to the general want of the age, in spite of the resistance of the old 
women on the committees? I, for my part, do not despair to see a bishop lolling out of the 
Athenseum with a cheroot in his mouth, or, at any rate, a pipo stuck in his shovel-hat. 
[PP- 13-15I 

The author of the “Confessions” then goes on to relate the tale of his early martyrdom to 
smoking; how he was flogged after his first cigar because, upon returning to school ill, he was 
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reported intoxicated. His tutor, too, had a nervous antipathy to tobacco. One day young 
George “chanced to puff a great bouffee of Varinas into his face ...;” inevitable consequence —■ 
rustication, (pp. 16-17) 

Having laid ardent suit to a high-spirited young lady, our hero was finally rewarded by her 
willingness to marry him provided that he abandoned smoking for a year. 

I swore I would, of course, and went home and flung four pounds of Hudson’s cigars, two 
meerschaum pipes that had cost me ten guineas at the establishment of Mr. Gattie at 
Oxford, a tobacco-bag that Lady Fitz-Boodle had given me before her marriage with my 
father . . . and some choice packets of Varinas and Syrian, into the lake in Boodle Park. 
The weapon amongst them all which I most regretted was ... [a] little black doodheen ... I 
would not allow my groom to have so much as a cigar, lest I should be tempted hereafter; 
and the consequence was that a few days after many fat carps and tenches in the lake (I 
must confess ’twas no bigger than a pond) nibbled at the tobacco, and came floating on 
their backs on the top of the water quite intoxicated. My conversion made some noise in 
the county, being emphasised as it were by this fact of the fish. I can’t tell you with what 
pangs I kept my resolution; but keep it I did for some time. [pp. 32-33] 

His rival Lord Dawdley, professing friendship, called upon Fitz-Boodle ostensibly to congratu¬ 
late him; his father, reminding him of his fiancee’s four thousand a year, cautioned him to keep 
his promise and for some time (though Lord Dawdley took up smoking) Fitz-Boodle resisted 
temptation. But, upon the occasion of a fancy ball, he accepted an invitation to dress in 
Dawdley s rooms. Upon the pretext that his clothes had not arrived from his tailors, Dawdley 
left Fitz-Boodle alone. Attired in a dressing-gown he awaited his host’s return and found, on a 
table, a box of cigars. 

Ah, Heaven! there they were— a hundred and fifty of them, in calm, comfortable rows, 
lovingly side by side, they lay with the great moon shining down upon them — thin at the 
tip, lull in the waist, elegantly round and full, a little spot here and there shining upon 
them — beauty-spots upon the cheek of Silva. The house was quite quiet. Dawdley al¬ 
ways smoked in his room; — I had not smoked for four months and eleven days. [p. 37] 

Poor Fitz-Boodle! He did not know that the eau de Cologne with which he drenched himself to 
hide the odor of that one cigar, before he went to the ball was to do him no good. He did not 
know that the wily Dawdley had bribed his servant to smoke cigar after cigar in a closet where 
Fitz-Boodle s fancy costume was hanging, while his master sat in Dawdley’s room, at ease in a 
dressing-gown. All that he knew was that, when he reached the mansion where the ball was 
held, people sniffed unpleasantly at him when he passed, and that when he reached the beauti¬ 
ful young heiress, his fiancee, she dropped his hand with a scream. 

“Ah — ah — ah!” she said; “Mr. Fitz-Boodle, you’ve been smoking!” . . . The next day 
Mary M’Alister, in a note full of the most odious good sense and sarcasm, reminded me of 
our agreement . . . The little wretch had the impertinence to send me a dozen boxes of 
cigars, which, she said, would console me for my lost love; as she was perfectly certain that 
I was not mercenary, and that I loved tobacco better than any woman in the world, [p. 39]

I F I could recommend a sure way of advancement and profit to a young man about town, 
it would be, after he has come away from a friend’s house and dinner, where he has to a 
surety had more than enough of claret and good things ... to stop ... for a couple of hours 
at the Club, and smoke in this room and tipple weak brandy-and-water . . . You can easily 
spend in that smoking-room ... and without any inconvenience or extravagance whatever, 
enough money to keep you a horse. Three or four cigars when you are in the Club, your 
case filled when you are going away, a couple of glasses of very weak Cognac and cold 
water, will cost you sixty pounds a year, as sure as your name is Bob Brown . . . 

And then you have the advantage of hearing such delightful and instructive conversation in 
a Club smoking-room, between the hours of 12 and 3! Men who frequent that place at that 
hour are commonly men of studious habits and philosophical and reflective minds, to 
whose opinions it is pleasant and profitable to listen. They are full of anecdotes, which are 
always moral and well-chosen; their talk is never free, or on light subjects. I have one or 
two old smoking-room pillars in my eye now, who would be perfect models for any young 
gentleman entering life, and to whom a father could not do better than intrust the education 

of his son. 
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1856 To drop the satirical vein, my dear Bob, I am compelled as a man to say my opinion, that 
the best thing you can do with regard to that smoking-room is to keep out of it; or at any 
rate never to be seen in the place after midnight . . . You and an old college-chum or two 
may sit together over your cigar-boxes in one another’s chambers, and talk till all hours, 
and do yourselves good probably ... I owe myself, when I was younger, to have smoked 
many a pipe with advantage in the company of Doctor Parr.^^' Honest men, with pipes or 
cigars in their mouths, have great physical advantages in conversation. You may stop 
talking if you like — but the breaks of silence never seem disagreeable, being filled up by the 
puffing of the smoke — hence there is no awkwardness in resuming the conversation — no 
straining for effect — sentiments are delivered in a grave easy manner — the cigar har¬ 
monises the society, and soothes at once the speaker and the subject whereon he converses. 
I have no doubt that it is from the habit of smoking that Turks and American Indians are 
such monstrous well-bred men. The pipe draws wisdom from the lips of the philosopher, 
and shuts up the mouth of the foolish: it generates a style of conversation, contemplative, 
thoughtful, benevolent, and unaffected: in fact, dear Bob, I must out with it — I am an old 
smoker. At home I have done it up the chimney rather than not do it (the which I own is a 
crime). I vow and believe that the cigar has been one of the greatest creature-comforts of 
my life — a kind companion, a gentle stimulant, an amiable anodyne, a cementer of friend¬ 
ship. May I die if I abuse that kindly weed which has given me so much pleasure! [pp.

TX 7 RITING to his friend, James Hervey Bingham, from Salisbury, New Hampshire, Sep- 
' ’ tember 22, 1801, shortly after his graduation from Dartmouth, the future great states¬ 
man remarked that 

I expect to meet many disappointments in the prosecution of the law. I find I have cal¬ 
culated too largely on the profession. 

For this reason I have engaged a new auxiliary to support me under mortification; it is 
tobacco. I have heard much of philosophical fortitude, but never knew what it was, unless 
it be a sullen unfeelingness, a cold temper, or inhuman heart. But tobacco inspires courage 
of another kind, deliberate, yet immovable; affectionate and feeling, yet despising danger. 
Since I have used this great catholicon, I suspect that Cato and John Rogers were not un¬ 
acquainted with the virtues of the goodly leaf; else whence derived they their firmness ?

tobacco, how many hearts hast thou saved from the destructions of coquetry! How many 
throats of bankrupts hast thou preserved from their own penknives! 

Come, then, tobacco, new-found friend,

Thicker than hailstones on the ground, 

I’ll rest upon thy power. 

Then, while the coxcomb pert and proud,

AMONG the best known portions of this historical masterpiece, which Emerson* de- 
dared to be the wittiest book ever written, is the chapter entitled “Tobacco-Parlia¬ 
ment.” Carlyle interpolated this section in the main portion of his work, announcing at the 
outset that “it may cheer the reader’s spirits” to 

glance a little into the Friedrich-Wilhelm Tabagie {Tabaks-Collegium or Smoking College), 
more worthy to be called Tobacco-Parliament, of which there have already been incidental 
notices. Far too remarkable an Institution of the country to be overlooked by us here. 
[I, p. 607] 

Friedrich Wilhelm has not the least shadow of a Constitutional Parliament, nor even a 
Privy-Council, as we understand it; his Ministers being in general mere Clerks to register 
and execute what he had otherwise resolved upon: but he had his Tabaks-Collegium^ 
Tobacco-College, Smoking Congress, Tabagie, which has made so much noise in the world, 
and which, in a rough natural way, affords him the uses of a Parliament, on most cheap 
terms, and without the formidable inconveniences attached to that kind of Institution. A 
Parliament reduced to its simplest expression, and, instead of Parliamentary eloquence, 
provided with Dutch claypipes and tobacco: so we may define this celebrated Tabagie of 
Friedrich Wilhelm’s. 

Tabagies were not uncommon among German Sovereigns of that epoch: George 1 . at Han¬ 
over had his Smoking-room, and select smoking Party on an evening; and even at London, 
as we noticed, smoked nightly, wetting his royal throat with thin beer, in presence of his 
fat and of his lean Mistress, if there were no other company. Tobacco, — introduced by the 
Swedish soldiers in the Thirty-Years War, say some; or even by the English soldiers in the 
Bohemian or Palatinate beginnings of said War, say others: tobacco, once shown them, 
was enthusiastically adopted by the German populations, long in want of such an article, 
and has done important multifarious functions in that Country ever since. For truly, in 
Politics, Morality and all departments of their Practical and Speculative affairs, we may 
trace its influences, good and bad, to this day. [I, pp. 608—609] 

George L, we say, had his Tabagie; and other German Sovereigns had: but none of them 
turned it to a Political Institution, as Friedrich Wilhelm did. The thrifty man; finding it 
would serve in that capacity withal. He had taken it up as a commonplace solace and 
amusement: it is a reward for doing strenuously the day’s heavy labours, to wind them up in 
this manner, in quiet society of friendly human faces, into a contemplative smoke-canopy, 
slowly spreading into the realm of sleep and its dreams. Friedrich Wilhelm was a rnan of 
habitudes; his evening Tabagie became a law of Nature to him, constant as the setting of 
the sun . . . [I, p. 609]

1858 The substitution of Tobacco-smoke for Parliamentary eloquence is, by some, held to be a 
great improvement. Here is Smelfungus’s opinion, quaintly expressed, with a smile in it, 

which perhaps is not all of joy: 

“Tobacco-smoke is the one element in which, by our European manners, men can sit 
silent together without embarrassment, and where no man is bound to speak one word more 
than he has actually and veritably got to say. Nay, rather every man is admonished and 
enjoined by the laws of honour, and even of personal ease, to stop short of that point; at all 
events, to hold his peace and take to his pipe again, the instant he has spoken his meaning, if 
he chance to have any. The results of which salutary practice, if introduced into Constitu¬ 
tional Parliaments, might evidently be incalculable. The essence of what little intellect 
and insight there is in that room: we shall or can get nothing more out of any Parliament; 
and sedative, gently-soothing, gently-clarifying tobacco-smoke (if the room were well venti¬ 
lated, open atop, and the air kept good), with the obligation to a minimum of speech, surely 
gives human intellect and insight the best chance they can have. Best_ chance, instead of 
the worst chance as at present: ah me, ah me, who will reduce fools to silence again in any 

measure? . . .” [I, P- 6io] 

A Smoking-room, — with wooden furniture, we can suppose, — in each of his Majesty s 
royal Palaces, was set apart for this evening service, and became the Tabagie of his Majesty. 
A Tabagie-room in the Berlin Schloss, another in the Potsdam, if the cicerone had any 
knowledge, could still be pointed-out: — but the Tobacco-^i^ej that are shown as Friedrich 
Wilhelm’s, in the Kunstkammer or Museum of Berlin, pipes which no rational smoker, not 
compelled to it, would have used, awaken just doubt as to the cicerones; and you leave the 
Locality of the Tabagie a thing conjectural. In summer season, at Potsdam and in country 
situations, Tabagie could be held under a tent: we expressly know, his Majesty held Tabagie 
at Wusterhausen nightly on the Steps of the big Fountain, in the Outer Court there . . . 

A high large Room,t=‘i as the Engravings (mostly worthless) give it us: contented saturnine 
human figures, a dozen or so of them, sitting round a large long Table, furnished for the 
occasion; long Dutch pipe in the mouth of each man; supplies of knaster easily accessible; 
small pan of burning peat, in the Dutch fashion (sandy native charcoal, which burns slowly 
without smoke), is at your left hand; at your right a jug, which I find to consist of excellent 
thin bitter beer. Other costlier materials for drinking, if you want such, are not beyond 
reach. On side-tables stand wholesome cold-meats, royal rounds of beef not wanting, with 
bread thinly sliced and buttered: in a rustic but neat and abundant way, such innocent ac¬ 
commodations, narcotic or nutritious, gaseous, fluid and solid, as hurnan nature, bent on 
contemplation and an evening lounge, can require. Perfect equality is to be the rule; no 
rising, or notice taken, when anybody enters or leaves. Let the entering man take his 
place and pipe, without obligatory remarks: if he cannot smoke, which is Seckendorf s case 
for instance, let him at least affect to do so, and not ruffle the established stream of things. 
And so. Puff, slowly Pff! — and any comfortable speech that is in you; or none, if you 
authentically have not any. [I, pp. 612.-614] 

After some observations on the personnel of the Tobacco-Parliament and occasional visitors, 
the newspapers supplied to Friedrich Wilhelm, etc., Carlyle devotes the concluding portion 
(pp. 616-630) of his chapter to some amusing observations entitled “Of Gundling, and the 
Literary Men in Tobacco-Parliament.”

T he only book on tobacco which critics have generally accepted as a piece of literature is 
My Lady Nicotine. That this delightful work is entitled to the award is not to be denied. 
But it is a curious fact that three centuries had to pass before a prose work on smoking was 
produced which could be undisputedly classified as literature. For among the devotees of 
tobacco, since the XVIth century, were some of the first writers and wits of their time, yet 
none composed a memorable book which celebrated the joys of smoking. Their praise ap¬ 
peared only in occasional passages or literary asides — the combined efforts but a prelude to 
Barrie’s contribution. 

My Lady Nicotine is offered as a collection of reminiscences by a recent benedict. Having 
abandoned the smoking of his beloved briar, he consoles himself in some measure with memories 
of his convivial nicotian companions. The real inspiration of these sketches of a cult of lovable 
characters derives from a brand of tobacco known as “Arcadia Mixture.”* The fragrance of 
that tobacco still lingered in the long-cooled pipe the author carried about with him. There 
was magic in that pipe when he held it in his hand, or between his lips — unlighted. Out of its 
bowl arose precious memories — such stuff as dreams are made of— memories of Gilray, the 
actor; of Jimmy Moggridge, the barrister; of Scrymgeour, the artist, and of the author’s 
smoking-table; the house-boat “Arcadia,” and of other “Arcadians” and mirthful scenes. 

One could present excerpts here, and at length, from this book of subtle and delicate humor, 
but only at the risk of doing injustice to the neglected parts.^ My Lady Nicotine is not easily 
dissected. But lest the author, yearning after the lost pleasures of his bachelorhood, be thought 
spiritually unfaithful to his wedded state, it must be remembered that his book is actually a 
fantasy. For he was not the hardened smoker presented in his book when he wrote it, but 
indeed, a novitiate, “gingerly pulling [his] first pipe.”^ Only a nicotian idealist, a smoker to 
the manner born, could have conceived so wise, so affectionate and so inspiring a tribute to the 
herb poets called “divine.”

^ I 'HE famous American poet-essayist and diplomatist to whom we owe some lyrical tributes 
to tobacco (v. nos. 1835, '^'^^4) indicated his devotion to smoking on several other occa¬ 
sions as well. Writing to his friend, Charles U. Skates, from Cambridge, Sept. 1839, he ex¬ 
claimed 


Oh, for an hour’s talk and smoke with you! I have so much to say that would stare at you 
cold and meaningless from paper. But smoking is not what it once was. Weep with me, 
friend of my bosom, on the degeneracy of cigars i Man and cigars decline together. Synop¬ 
sis as follows: Chap. ist. General view, with an attempt to trace the fate of man to some 
connection with the subject — probability of success from the fact that all inquiries into 
the matter end in smoke. Chap. 2d shows that as cigars grow to draw less easily, so it is 
with me who grow restive in drawing the Car of State; hence we may account for the 
French Revolution. Chap. 3d. The filling of cigars now belies the wrapper. So with men: 
they have a very well-seeming outside of learning or ideas, but are not so well filled as of 
yore; if we look deep we will find but cabbage leaves, etc., etc. [I, pp. 48—49] 

To C. F. Briggs Elmwood, Jan. 23, 1850. 

. . . I never thanked you for your gift of a box of cigars. I am smoking one of them at this 
very moment. I know not in what light to regard them other than as kind of parishioner’s 
gift to the Rev. Mr. Wilbur, though there may be a covert satire in thus throwing that 
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1894 gentleman’s weakness into his very teeth. My great-grandfather, who was "^‘^ister of 
Newbury, and who, being very much of a gentleman and scholar, held out against White- 
field and his extravagances, used to take (I have no doubt) the grocer s share of his salary in 
tobacco. He was a terrible smoker, and there is still extant in the house he lived in at New¬ 
bury, a painted panel representing a meeting of the neighboring clergy, each with his pipe 
and his — pot ...

HE author remarks in his preface that since the publication of Fairholt’s work (n. 1667), 
his own “is the first attempt to chronicle the career of ‘the plant of wondrous feature in a 


manner befitting the subject. ” It is his expectation that his book will be the most comple 
history of tobacco yet published.” He did succeed in producing a very readable, general ac¬ 
count of the plant and its associations, its history, manufacture, commerce and chemistry, and 
of the anti-tobacco movement - despite his contemptuous opinion' of the hterature upon 
which his popular treatise depends. In his chapter on nicotian belles-lettres, etc. he has this 

to say at the outset: 


With probably the single exception of religion, there is no subject on which so rnuch printer s 
ink and paper has been expended as on tobacco and the practice of smoking. From its very 
introduction into Europe a fierce literary controversy has raged about the use of the Ind 
herb — a controversy the embers of which are smouldering still m intermittent tracts and 
periodical pamphlets. Hundreds of volumes have been written attacking, as many defend- 
Fng, and scores in unrestrained eulogy of the “ soverane weed, as Spenser early christened it. 

The hundreds of volumes in all languages which tobacco has called forth form, with 
scarcely an exception, wearisome and tedious reading, whether the subject is approached 
from a medical, moral, poetic, social, or rational (save the mark!) standpoint. If it be true, 
as one writer declared, that “a whole ounce of tobacco will hardly purchase one dram of 
wit ” the works of anti-smokers prove that abstinence from tobacco m no wise improves the 
mental faculties. Beside the task of reading and reviewing the books, pamphlets, poems 
and treatises written for and against tobacco during the last three centuries, Carlyle s 
“job of buckwashing” for his “Life of Cromwell” sinks into insignificance. It is improbable 
that any man ever will, and indesirable that he should, devote himself to the truly Hercu¬ 
lean task of sifting and sorting the huge mass of nicotian printages to present an mte igi e 
pr 6 cis thereof, and to rescue from deserved oblivion the few gems of wit or wisdom that 
problematically are buried therein. 

The best and fairest method of review would be to estimate them, as Macaulay did a 
ponderous tome, by the aid of avoirdupois, linear, square and cubic measures. Ipp. 217 21 


Later, in the same chapter he remarks that 


the great poets, with a few noteworthy exceptions, have not tuned their lyres to a 
nicotian song. Most of them have sought inspiration from the divine herb, and nearly aU 
the poems of the last three centuries have been conceived m tobacco clouds. The literature 
of tobacco, though actually poor in so far as the herb itself is related, includes t e greates 
works of the last 300 years. The literature of tobacco, like the weed itself, must be judpd 
not by what it is intrinsically, but by what it includes; not by what has been written of, but 
by what has been written by and through tobacco, [p. 229]

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A NOTE ON THE WORD “TOBACCO” 

W HEN tobacco began to be a familiar plant in Western Europe, shortly after the 
middle of the XVIIIth century, it soon acquired a nomenclature which was elastic, 
arbitrary, and confused. This early complexity of terms arose from several factors, chief 
of which were the physical appearance of the two main species of tobacco in several varie¬ 
ties, uncertainty regarding their original habitats, patriotic attempts to honor their first 
importers or patrons in different countries, and the reputation almost immediately be¬ 
stowed upon tobacco as a panacea. 

Except within the Iberian Peninsula, where tabaco held almost undisputed sway, the greater 
number of names or phrases for tobacco were dependent, therefore, upon the opinions of 
puzzled botanists and pendants or the inventions of enthusiastic physicians, herbalists, and 
laymen; or they were derived from the real or assumed geographic sources of the species 
and sub-species of the plant, or were merely localisms. Many of the numerous transient 
designations it thus received (as indicated below) were applied generally to tobacco, without 
reference to species or varieties. 

Some of the terms which accompanied the **divine herb” into Europe were, it is true, of 
American Indian origin, such as petun^ uppdwoc, etc., but among these on\y petun {or petum) 
had any wide acceptance among writers. From the first, tabaco, or some form of it, was 
most comrnonly known. But not before the middle of the XVIIIth century was “tobacco”* 
(or Its foreign equivalents) generally employed in Europe as the proper name for the plant. 

The earliest recorded form of tabaco first appeared in Oviedo’s work, 1535 (n. 4). The word 
(or its variants) must have been familiar to the Spaniards in the West Indies, however, 
even earlier in the XVIth century. It is one of the curiosities of our subject that we still do 
not know to what the familiar term “ tobacco ” was originally applied, and data on the Arawak 
dialects of the Antilles are too scanty to reveal a definite root for it. We cannot tell from 
Oviedo’s account whether it was the act of smoking, or the snuffing-tube =' long believed to 
be associated with it, which was called tabaco, for he applied the term to both.3 His con¬ 
temporaries, too, as he reports, sometimes used the word to refer to the herb or to the stupor 
resulting from the use of the plant. Later, in his revised notice, the word tabaco was (ap¬ 
parently for the first time) attached to the leaf (n. 4, n. 7), but Las Casas, after 1527 {v. n. 
I4, p. 243), gave that designation to the cigar. Hernandez'* (after 1559) further complicated 
the matter by his statement that the reed-cigarettes, popular in Mexico and probably in

The number following each entry relates to the books described in the catalogue in which 
the word or phrase first appeared. (Other references to, and some variants of, these words, 
will be found in the Index. The frequent references to a term there will indicate, to some 
degree, its popularity.) When the term is not specifically given in the summaries or excerpts 
referred to, it nevertheless appears in the original work. (The editorial treatment of cata¬ 
logue entries, or abbreviated translations from the original texts, occasionally necessitated 
the exclusion of synonyms for tobacco.) Practical considerations, partly suggested by 
indexers of old herbals, guided the form in which entries occur in the Glossary. The terms 
given have been derived only from the works which comprise the Arents library and no 
attempt has been made to increase their number for the sake of etymological completeness. 
(The student interested in the subject would do well to examine Comes’ works, following, 
and the volumes indicated at the conclusion of the Glossary.) When the variety or object 
listed has been illustrated in Tobacco the reproduction is noticed. 

In Professor O. Comes’ Monographic {v. in References, Vol. I, pp. iSoff.) will be found the 
fullest available list of the species, varieties, and sorts of tobacco. In this highly valuable 
work many of the old terms are related to the modern botanical names of varieties of the 
plant. To this should be added the same scholar’s definitive study of N. Tabacum (“ the 
tobacco of commerce”), Delle Razze dei Tabacchi {v. in References, ibid.). 

Where C. occurs in the following list, it will be understood that the identification recorded 
has been derived from Comes’ Monographic. The name “Comes” alone refers to his 
Histoirc, etc. {v. in References, ibid.), while Razze is the work cited above. Only those parts 
of the botanical classifications which are thought to be essential are given in the Glossary. 
Comes’ various authorities, corrections of references, etc., have usually been excluded here. 
Where no authority is stated, it will be understood that we have provided the identification.

The publication of Volume II was delayed for various causes: material intended for it could 
not be prepared in time; Ramusio died while the work on this volume was in progress and 
a portion of the manuscript and the maps selected for it were destroyed by fire. Volume' II 
was, therefore, issued three years after the publication of Volume III.

N ot many years ago, Mascardi observes, a plant was brought to Europe from 
the West Indies named “tobacco,” after the island, he says (mistakenly), 
in which it grew so luxuriantly. It is employed both in smoke and in powder. 

The author comments sarcastically on those who use the plant socially. He quotes 
a passage from the Aeneid in derisive reference to the intense blackness caused by 
smoke mists issuing from the jaws of smokers. The operation of snuff-taking and 
the employment of snuff-containers are referred to. The benefits of the two social 
uses of tobacco are only apparent, for health is disdained by smokers and snuffers. 

It is not Mascardi’s desire, he remarks, to draw upon himself the anger of the medical 
fraternity by detracting from the reputation of the Indian herb. The smoke-inhaling 
practises of native American priests, and the prophecies they deliver when under the 
influence of the narcotic, are noticed. It is, the author comments, not to be won¬ 
dered at that the flame of divine truth becomes obscured in the smoke. Men use 
this as an anodyne from care, for its use induces visions of power and pleasure, how¬ 
ever evanescent. Herodotus and Pomponius Mela have written of many other plants 
endowed with similar powers. But, Mascardi asks, is life to be nothing but intoxica¬ 
tion or stupefaction. He abhors the effects of tobacco upon mind and body and 
reminds his readers of Juvenal’s dictum: “A sound mind in a sound body.” [Lij’^-Liv'"]

theme of Balde’s allegory is the inevitable conflict between the five senses 
X and the soul. The senses tempt and flatter, but the soul, desiring heaven, 
resists all enticements. The poem is divided into five parts, each dealing with one of 
the senses. Epistles addressed by various persons to the Muse, Urania (the soul) 
are contained in each part. 

In the synopsis of the Fifth Epistle [of the Sense of Smell] it is craftily asked by its 
writer, Battalianus, a dealer in unguents, “Who has ever adequately praised the 
virtues of tobacco. Its remarkable remedial powers are proclaimed by him. Madly 
enamored of the virgin Muse, Battalianus woos her and seeks to bring her under his 
influence. He boasts to her of his ability as a chemist and an empiric and, eventually.

causes her to become intoxicated with the smoke of a foreign herb. Only by mdu gmg 
in the nicotian herb, Battalianus continues in this Epistle, can Urania relieve the 
sufferings of love which he is undergoing. Although tobacco is a panacea, the seeds 
of which he has received, the desperate lover protests that the gift is useless to him 
without Urania’s love. As her self-appointed guardian-physician, he sends the seeds 
to her with instructions for their use. 

(The Epistle of Urania:) . 

Prostrated by the smoke of the Brazilian plant, Urania, upon her recovery assails 
Battalianus as an imposter, and condemns herself for being so imprudent as to ha^ 
followed his advice. How many healthy people has he injured or killed throug _ 
nefarious drug, tobacco ? He is a soldier—one who dispatches people—not a physician. 
Not even Charon has taken so many to the other world! She continues in this 
injured strain, inveighing generally against the medical fraternity The tribe 

she proclaims, kills without girding on swords. There were no doctors in Golden 
Age of Saturn! Urania scorns the promises made by Battalianus; he is a charlatan 
whose subtleties led her, in a moment of feminine frailty, to taste the tobacco he had 
sent. Oh smoke! Oh woe! Oh infamy! 

As If this bitter condemnation were not enough. Urania then proceeds to cmrse Batta¬ 
lianus for his wicked conduct. She berates herself again for having defiled heree 
with the hellish herb. Only tears and lamentations can ckanse her of her^ota o

T here are considerable differences between the text of the English and the 
French versions of Exquemelin, as will be readily evident from a comparison 
of the excerpts given in n. 381 with the summaries herewith. 

Brief comment on the cultivation of “excellent” tobacco in Tortuga occurs in Volume I 
(on Ai>). A passage (D.^-Daf) on the cultivation of tobacco and of the quality ol 
tabac de Ferine commences with an observation on the universality of smoking. t 
is remarked that even though the Turks are forbidden the use of tobacco by the 
KoranV they are passionately addicted to it. During the Holy Fast of Ramazan 
they persist in smoking all day, but they are careful not to inhale lest the clinging odor 

of tobacco betray them. 

This same passage (part of which is referred to in n. 381, under K/-'=) contains, adi- 
tionally, an unfavorable comment on the smoking habit, which does not appear in the 
Dutch original or in the English version. This opinion, says Exquemelln^ is based 
upon his experience as a physician. 

It is noticed that the trade of the borough of Saint Esprit and of the town of Trinite 
is solely in tobacco. This commodity is exported to other parts of the West Indies 
and even to Spain. There it is converted into snuff and called tobacco of Sevil e. 
Very little tobacco is used as snuff in America, however, for smoking is most common. 
Those tobacco leaves which are not made use of in rolls are wrapped into little bunches 
which the Spanish call Cigarros. These are smoked without a pipe. Several ships 
are required each year to load the tobacco of the above-named places. [H, A,„ ]

AN IMPORTANT part of the history of tobacco in Virginia, and the commerce 
associated with it, is to be found in this precise little book. Among the numer¬ 
ous comments on the cultivation, transportation, shipping, and warehousing of 
tobacco, and its use as currency, the following excerpts or references will be found of 
most interest: 

The Land between the Logs and Stumps they how [hoe] up, planting Tobacco 
there in the Spring, inclofmg it with a flight Fence of cleft Rails. This will laft for 
Tobacco fome Years, if the Land be good; as it is where fine Timber, or Grape Vines 
grow. 

Land when hired [tired] is forced to bear Tobacco by penning their Cattle upon it; 
but Cowpen Tobacco taftes ftrong, and that planteci in wet marfhy Land is called 
Nonburning Tobacco, which fmoaks in the Pipe like Leather, unlefs it be of good 
Age. 

When Land is tired of Tobacco, it will bear Indian Com or English Wheat, or any 
other European Grain or Seed, with wonderful Increafe. 

Tobacco and Indian Corn are planted in Hills as Hops, and fecured by Worm- 
fences, which are made of Rails fupporting one another very firmly in a particular 
Manner. 

Mention is then made of transplanting, topping, succouring, and of cutting down the 
ftalk, which contained but six or eight leaves. 

. . . after it is withered a little in the Sun, there it is hung to dry on Sticks . . . 
when it is in proper Cafe, (as they call it) and the Air neither too moift, nor too 
dry, they Jlrike it, or take it down, then cover it up in Bulk, or a great Heap, where 
it lies till they have Leifure or Occafion to Jlem it (that is pull the Leaves from the 
Stalk) or Jlrip it (that is take out the great Fibres) and tie it up m Hands, or Jlreight 
lay it; and fo by Degrees prize or prefs it with proper Engines into great Hoglheads, 
containing from about fix to eleven hundred Pounds; four of which Hoglheads 
make a Tun, by Dimenfion, not by Weight; then it is ready for Sale or Shipping. 

The “two Sorts of Tobacco, Oroonoko and Sweetfeented” are briefly described. [F4‘‘~'’] 

The Merchants, Fadlors, or Store-Keepers in Virginia buy up the Tobacco of the 
Planters, either for Goods or current Spanijh Money, or with Sterling Bills payable 
in Great Britain. 

The Tobacco is rolled, drawn by Horfes, or carted to convenient Rolling Houfes, 
whence it is conveyed on Board the Ships in Flats or Sloops, C?c.

Tobacco, a ftinking, naufeous, and unpalatable Weed, is certainly an odd Com¬ 
modity, to make the Staple and Riches of a Country. It is neither of Neceffity 
nor Ornament to human Life; but the Ufe of it depends upon Humour and Cuftom 
and may be looked upon as one of the moft fingular and extraordinary Pieces of 
Luxury that the Wantonnefs of Man hath yet invented or given into._ It is not 
therefore to be wondered, that the Colony’s Eagernefs and Application, almoft 
folely to Tobacco, was much diftafted and oppofed by the Company; especially in 
thofe early Times, before it had yet obtained fuch a general Reception and Dominion 

in the World. To which may be added, that the King himfelf, to whom the ^gyn 
general, and the Company in particular, did, on many Occafions, pay great Defer¬ 
ence had a Sort of natural Antipathy to it, and was perpetually haranguing, rail¬ 
ing ’and even writing againft it. For that Solomon of England thought it not

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Having referred to the provision, suggested by the Company to the governors and 
council of Virginia, for the burning of “rotten traffi” tobacco, the historian continues 

But Tobacco was, at this dme, a very finking Commodity. For altho’ the 
Planters magifterially forced it on the Company and others, at the current Price 
of three Shillings a Pound, yet it would not turn out at home, after Shrinkage and 
Wafte, and the Difcharge of the Duty and Freight, (which laft alone was three 
Pence, and fometimes four Pence, a Pound) at above two Shillings for the beft, 
and the inferior Sort at fcarce eighteen Pence a Pound. And befides, the Trade 
was ftrangely hampered and perplexed, by the weak and unfteady Counfels of the 
puny Monarch, then on the Throne. For altho’, in the Beginning of the former 
Year [1620], the Company had yielded to his unreafonable Demand of twelve Pence 
a Pound, yet foon after, in the fame Summer, he iffued a Proclamation, prohibiting 
a general Importation of Tobacco, and reftraining the Quantity from Virginia 
and the Somer-IJlands, to fifty five thoufand Weight. At the fame time, taking 
Advantage of an Offer of Sir Thomas Smith and Alderman Johnson, in the Name of 
the Company, but without their Knowledge or Authority, and fo utterly difclaimed 
by them, he granted a Monopoly of Tobacco; the foie Importation whereof was 
granted by Letters^ patent, firfl to Sir Thomas Roe and his Affociates (at whofe 
Defire and Inftigation the Proclamation, above mentioned was iffued) and the 
Year after, to Mr. Jacob and certain other Patentees. They proceeded most 
mjurioufly againft both Companies, not only ftinting them to too fcant a Propor¬ 
tion, but alfo reftraining them from felling their Tobacco, without their Seal and 
Allowance firft had; for which, under the Pretence and Title of Garbling, they were 
obliged to pay four Pence a Pound. This Garbling was an ancient Cuftom of the 
City oi London-, and an Officer was appointed, who had Power to enter into any 
Shop or Warehoufe, to view and fearch Drugs and Spices, and to garble the fame- 
that IS, to make them clean from all Garbles or Trafh. And it was now put into 
Execution, and arbitrarily applied to Tobacco (a new Commodity in England, 
and therefore not legally fubjedl to Garbling, without an exprefs Law) in order 
the more effedlually to oprefs the Companies and Plantations, and to fqueeze the 
greater Gain out of them. [Oj’^-O/]

A GLIMPSE of the vast “mail order system of finance and provision that prevailed 
between England and . . . VirginiaL” of commercial transactions in the colony 
itself, and of the due processes of colonial law, is provided by the papers here cata¬ 
logued. 

The commodity involved in these business and legal proceedings was nearly always 
tobacco. It served to pay for goods sent in by the mother country, or for services, 
or as security for debts or judgments. The papers here listed, though few in number 
in relation to the many thousand similar documents of the Colonial and post-War 
periods, nevertheless deal with most of the common transactions which involved 
the use of tobacco for barter or currency. They indicate the kinds of commodities 
most in demand, the condition of the tobacco market, and the value of this staple 
at various periods in the XVIIIth century. The majority of the pieces relate to 
business or judicial matters involving residents of Virginia. (Among these persons 
are several well-known in American Revolutionary history.) A few deal with the 
affairs of colonists in Maryland and one each with court actions in New York and in 
Georgia. There are a number of certified statements of account, usually produced 
for testimony in suits. Several of these were legally proved long after the due dates, 
owing to the interruption of the War of Independence.^ The final disposition of such 
accounts is not always indicated on the documents themselves. It is probable that, 
owing to the financial difficulties of the debtors, confused legislation in Virginia relat¬ 
ing to the settlement of debts, and commercial disorganization in the post-War 
period, many were never paid.^ 

It will be noticed that the preponderance of the pieces are bonds of various character. 
Some of these were simple bonds given as security for loans; some were executed as a 
result of judgments obtained against the maker, and some were required, after a writ

After an elaborate explanation of the chimney, the “grand seignior” in his home, and 
some reflections on chimneys, particular and general, the author indulges in some 
occasional observations on his wife—an enterprising and buoyant soul. He remarks

ing my comfortable pipe, with ashes not unwelcome at my feet, and ashes not 
unwelcome all but in my mouth; and who am thus in a comfortable sort of not 
unwelcome, though, indeed, ashy enough way, reminded of the ultimate exhaustion 
even of the most fiery life; judge how to me this unwarrantable vitality of my wife 

must come, sometimes, it is true, with a moral and a calm, but oftener with a breeze

The mistress of the house had glorious ideas about the reconstruction of their home 
and after long complaints about the smoky state of the old chimney, frequent warnings 
that It was about to collapse, and other arguments—pertinent and valid to ambitious 
and neat housewives—she proposed, daringly, with her daughter’s help, that it be 
reb 11 d ^^^hor, who adored every cobweb, every crumbling stone. 

The distaff side of the family enlists the aid of a master-mason (who came naturally 
to the conclusion that the house was built merely to accommodate the enormous 
c imney). Together they “discover” that the chimney surely conceals a secret 
chaniber which must be revealed to a curious world. The author scorns to be trapped 
by the devious scheme. His wife had warned him that either she or his chimney 
must quit the house and he and his pipe thereupon “philosophized ... awhile.” Later 
she renews the subject: 

- • chimney,” she began; “can’t you see that something must be 

m it.? 

“Yes, wife. Truly there is smoke in the chimney, as in Mr. Scribe’s [the 
mason s] note.” 

“Smoke? Yes, indeed, and in my eyes, too. How you two wicked old sinners 
do smoke!—this wicked old chimney and you.” 

Wife, said I, I and my chimney like to have a quiet smoke together, it is 
true, but we don’t like to be called names.” 

^ Now, dear old man,” said she, softening down, and a little shifting the 
subject ... [p. 154] 

The master of the house stands firm, though the attack upon the chimney is carried 
on. He becomes philosophical with his urgent spouse. But she is unimpressed. 

In dearth of other philosophical companionship, I and my chimney have to smoke 
and philosophize together. And sitting up so late as we do at it, a mighty smoke 
It IS that we two smoky old philosophers make. 

But my spouse, who likes the smoke of my tobacco as little as she does that of the 
soot, carries on her war against both. I live in continual dread lest, like the golden 
bowl, the pipes of me and my chimney shall yet be broken, [pp. 163-164] 

Concluding, the author remarks that seven years have passed since he stirred from 
his house. Once, returning from town, he had caught his daughters and wife in the 
actual process of dismantling his chimney. Since then he remained at home, standing 
guard over the revered “companion of his pipe.”

NICOTIAN A ARENTSII 


T his historical catalogue opens with the record of a discovery made in 1499. To be 
able to conclude it with the notice of a find made in our own day seems most felici¬ 
tous. The modern discovery was made in 1938 (during the course of the University of 
California’s second Botanical Garden expedition to the Andes) when a hitherto unrecorded 
species of Nicotiana was found. The finding of a new species at so late a date in the 
history of plant exploration may be regarded as an event of major importance in the field 
of botany. 

A brief account of the lengthy search conducted for information concerning the nature and 
distribution of species allied to tobacco has been supplied by Dr. Helen-Mar Wheeler': 

“. . . Under the direction of Professor [Thomas Harper] Goodspeed three expeditions 
to South America in the last eight years have made their primary objective the study 
ofnative species of from northernmost Peru to the tip of Patagonia. These 

expeditions have not only contributed valuable data and herbarium specimens of 
many new or little known species, but have augmented the collection of living plants 
of this genus at the University of California until it is now the most comprehensive 
representation of the genus in the world. From the distributional, morphological, 
and cytogenetic analyses, to which these expeditions were indispensable. Professor 
Goodspeed hopes to throw light on how the species within this typical genus of flower¬ 
ing plants may have originated and how they are today related.”

Page ly. To precede the first full paragraph there: 

The first known form of the pipe was the straight tube (p. p. 27, figures i and 2) made 
ot bone wood, cane, workable stone, or pottery. (It is probable, as has been sug¬ 
gested, that when these tubes were in use a plug of grass or a pottery pellet was inserted 
to prevent ash from being sucked into the mouth, and that a pebble was used at the 
fuller end to hold the tobacco in the tube.) 

In the burial-mounds of the Muskogee have been found the earliest examples of a 
modification of the tube-pipes.^ These pipes have a slight bend at one end, with a 
rudimentary^ bowl. This modification may have been the reasoned work of some 
primitive artisan, or, in specimens of pottery tubes, have come about from an accident 
in firing. Whatever the cause, the result was an improvement, and the true elbow- 
pipe quite naturally developed from this variation of the tube. 

The second considerable change converted the one-piece pipe to one in which the bowl 
was separate from the stem. The earliest specimens of this alteration of the pre¬ 
historic tube have been uncovered in the Algonkian burial-mounds in Ohio and 
Virginia. (For the foregoing and for further details consult J. D. McGuire in Hodge 
Part 2, pp. 257/.; Dunhill, Chap. Ill; Dunhill’s article in the Encyclopaedia Bri 
tanmca, 14th ed., xvii, p. 947, and West, Vol. I, passim.)

IN CONCLUSION 

T he curious reader who has come thus far will bear with us a little longer while, 
as we bid adieu, we engage in a brief explanation of the catalogue numeration and 
aggregate, list the subjects presented in this work, and comment on other matters not inap¬ 
propriate in a farewell note. 

Despite the number, 3386, assigned to the last piece there are, in actuality, 3956 individual, 
catalogued entries in Tobacco. The total has been reached by the simple process of adding 
to the terminal number the interpolated a’s and b’s (among the works acquired while 
the catalogue was in progress) and the later editions (lettered a,b,c,etc.). Allowance has 
been made for thirteen gaps in numeration—omissions dictated chiefly by corrections of 
assumed publication dates. 

The matter of quantity is, however, not to be disposed of thus lightly: 

Many more individual works are, in reality, included in the catalogue than the total of 
entries given above. Such numbers as, say, 727, 753-A, and 3314, contain from five to 
thirty distinct pieces. In a few examples of works in sets (nos. 158, 822, 882, for instance) 
which are catalogued under a single number, the several volumes have the character of 
individual entries—at least from the bibliographer’s standpoint. (Sets, in which one 
volume, perhaps, contains tobacco references, or series catalogued as a unit, are not being 
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considered here.) If the numeration had, therefore, depended upon the separate physical 
pieces examined and described it would have reached 4235. This total takes no account 
of the numerous works investigated (though not part of the library) which contain pas¬ 
sages on tobacco and which are referred to in concluding comments or in footnotes. 

The books and manuscripts catalogued were published, or written, in twenty languages. 
The majority of them are in English, and these are followed (in order of quantity) by 
many hundred works in French, German, Italian, Spanish, Dutch, Latin, etc. 

Though tobacco is the theme around which this historical catalogue revolves, that subject 
was, to a considerable degree, but an incidental part of the pieces recorded. The Arents 
library is extraordinarily varied for a collection ostensibly on tobacco. It is this catholicity 
which has given it its historical base and scope. Our curious reader (by nature an observ¬ 
ant person!) will have noticed that the books and manuscripts which make up the library, 
apart from those wholly on tobacco, are concerned with almost all of man’s complex 
intellectual, and many of his physical activities throughout the past four and a half cen¬ 
turies. 

Some of the more recondite subjects presented problems that required lengthy investiga¬ 
tion and analysis (and occasionally the help of specialists) in order to relate them properly 
to the history of tobacco. With many of these matters, it should be understood, the editor 
or his associates had but a bowing acquaintance. The diversity of matters in the books 
published after 1800 has already been remarked upon, though casually, in Tobacco (IV, p. 
203). As a whole the subject seems now to be of sufficient interest to warrant more com¬ 
prehensive treatment. The broad intellectual canvas which provides the background for 
tobacco, as recorded in this historical catalogue, will be indicated by the following list of 
topics' dealt with or noticed by the books and manuscripts catalogued, or the reference 
works examined:

Owing to the disturbed condition of Europe, particularly from 1938 on, some of our usual 
and most dependable sources of information abroad were no longer accessible. With the 
commencement of the Global War we had, perforce, to content ourselves with what informa¬ 
tion (sometimes meagre) was available in the United States. Various small obscure prob¬ 
lems associated with entries in Volume IV (and a few in the latter part of Volume III), 
such as the position of passages in original works not in the library, details of provenance, 
etc. have had to go unanswered. 

Tobacco, it should be remarked here, is not a bibliography. It is a history of the subject 
and a historical catalogue based almost entirely upon the books collected by George 
Arents. Limitations of time alone would have precluded a full bibliography of so complex 
a subject as that of tobacco. 

The additions and corrections are those discernible at this juncture. (Many of the errors 
were unavoidable owing to the publication of each volume of Tobacco separately.) They 
are optimistically published in Volume IV despite the fact that the Index, under the pains¬ 
taking care of Miss Anne M. Nill, is still in progress. It is not improbable that, despite 
a more than careful search for errors, further errata will be discovered as the work on the 
Index proceeds. Any such will be listed in the Index volume. 

I wish to acknowledge here the considerable and valuable assistance of Mrs. Leni Gold¬ 
schmidt who proof-read Volume IV and prepared it for the press. It is with pleasure, 
too, that I record the generous and scholarly help received from Miss Alice Lerch, of the 
Library of Congress, on the many occasions when I turned to her for advice on difficult 
bibliographic problems. 

In casting a final, retrospective glance at the array of pages that constitute Tobacco the 
editor is obliged to acknowledge that there are some pages which, had he to do them over, 
he would have done differently, and others, had he the choice again, he would not have 
done at all. There are some small, vexing matters of typographical arrangement; some 
reproductions; some. . . . But even in the midst of these uneasy reflections the editor is not 
unaware of the futility of regrets in general, and of the tantalizing impossibility of carry¬ 
ing out—in a mere lifetime—any encyclopedic work to perfection. On that philosophical 
note he must, like any exacting editor, rest resigned—if not content.
